At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware, convened  and  held  at  Dover,  on  Tuesday,  the  sixth  day 
of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  of 
America  the  one  hundred  and  nmth, 

Messrs.  Henry  M.  Barlow,  Enoch  Moore,  Abram  Palmer, 
Theodore  F.  Armstrong,  William  A.  Comegys,  John  T.  Wilson 
and  Richard  Ferguson,  of  New  Castle  County;  and 

Henry  M.  How,  John  F.  Saulsbury,  James  Virden,  Christian 
Gundy  Brown,  John  H.  Schabinger  and  Nicholas  R.  Johnson, 
of  Kent  County;  and 

John  O.  Truitt,  David  H.  Atkins,  Jacob  H.  Adams,  John  Tat- 
man,  W.  R.  McCabe,  Jacob  W.  Cannon  and  Joseph  B.  Heam, 
of  Sussex  County,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

William  T.  Watson,  one  of  the  members  elect  from  Kent 
county,  did  not  appear. 

The  late  Clerk,  E.  W.  Waples,  called  the  House  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Saulsbury,  Mr.  Barlow  was  appointed 
Speaker  pro  tempore. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Saulsbury,  Mr.  Brown  was  appointed  Clerk, 
pro  tempore. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Saulsbury,  the  returns  of  the  election  for 
Representatives  of  the  several  Counties,  were  read.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Saulsbury,  the  House  proceeded  to  elect, 
by  ballot,  a  Speaker. 

Mr.  Virden  placed  in  nomination  Mr.  William  A.  Comegys, 
of  New  Castle  county. 

Mr.  Moore  moved  that  two  tellers  be  appointed, 

Which  motion  Prevailed^ 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Moore  and  How  were  appointed  tellers. 

Upon  the  ballot  being  counted,  it  appeared  that  William  A. 
Comegys  had  received  twenty  votes. 


Whereupon  William  A.  Comegys,  haying  received  all  the 
votes  cast,  was  declared  duly  elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

Mr.  Schabinger  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed 
to  inform  Mr.  Comegys  of  his  election  and  to  conduct  him  to  the 
Chair, 

Which  motion  Prevailed^ 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Schabinger  and  Tatman  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

Mr.  Comegys,  Speaker  elect,  was  conducted  to.  the  Chair  by 
Messrs.  Schabinger  and  Tatman,  and  addressed  the  House  as 
follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : — 

I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  in 
selecting  me  to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  and  I  assure  you 
that  your  kindness  and  partiality  are  full)r  appreciated.  At  the 
same  time  I  realize  the  fact  that  the  position  to  which  you  have 
assigned  me  is  one  of  more  than  ordinary  responsibility,  and, 
while  profoundly  grateful  to  you  for  this  manifestation  of  con- 
fidence, I  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  its  duties  with  a'serious 
distrust  of  my  capacity  to  meet,  in  an  acceptable  manner,  the  re- 
quirements of  this  office.  I  promise  you,  however,  to  devote  to 
your  service  all  the  zeal  and  all  the  ability  of  which  I  am  pos- 
sessed, which,  coupled  with  your  cordial  co-operation,  support 
aod  indulgence,  all  of  which  I  beg,  I  hope  to  be  enabled  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  this  office  at  least  satismctorily.  For  a  quarter 
of  a  century  the  party  which  has  placed  us  here  has  had  no  influ- 
ence whatever  with  the  executive  of  the  federal  government,  but 
to-day  we  are  proud  to  know  that  those  principles  to  which  we 
have  so  devotedly  adhered  have  been  endorsed  by  the  people. 
Let  us  emulate  the  wisest  and  best  of  the  governments  of  our 
sister  states  and  give  to  Delaware  such  laws  as  will  continue  the 
peace,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  our  people.  Again  thanking 
you,  gentlemen,  and 'relying  upon  your  indulgence,  I  am  now 
ready  to  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  House. 

The  Speaker  and  members  elect  were  then  qualified,  according 
to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware  and  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner 


of  administering  certain  oaths/'  as  appears  by  the  following  cer- 
tificates, to  wit : 

I,  Henry  M.  Barlow,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  Delaware,  from  New  Castle  County,  do 
hereby  .certify  that  William  A.  Comegys,  a  member  elect  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  from  New  Casde  County,  was,  pre- 
vious to  entenng  upon  any  other  business  and  taking  his  seat  as 
Speaker,  duly  sworn  by  me  on  the  Holy  Evangels  of  Almighty 
God  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  supf)ort 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  and  to  perform  his 
duties  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  said  State  with 
fidelity. 

And  I,  William  A.  Comegys,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Delaware,  do  hereby  certify  that  Henry 
M.  Barlow,  Enoch  Moore,  Abram  Palmer,  Theodore  F.  Arm- 
strong, John  T.  Wilson  and  Richard  Ferguson,  of  New  Castle 
County ;  and  Henry  M.  How,  John  F.  Saulsbury,  James  Virden, 
Christian  Gundy  Brown,  John  H.  Schabin^er  and  Nicholas  R. 
Johnson,  of  Kent  County;  and  John  O.  Truitt,  David  H.  Atkins, 
Jacob  H.  Adams,  John  Tatman,  William  R.  McCabe,  Jacob  W. 
Cannon  and  Joseph  B.  Heam,  of  Sussex  County,  members  elect 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  were,  previous  to  their  taking 
their  seats,  respectively  sworn  or  affirmed  by  me  to  support  the 
Constitution  of^the  United  States,  to  support  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Delaware,  and  to  perform  their  duties  as  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  said  State  with  fidelity. 

Witness  our  hands  this  sixth  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five.

Mr.  Johnson  moved  that  the  House  proceed  to  the  election  ol 
a  Clerk,  by  ballot. 

Which  motion  Prevailed. 

Mr.  Barlow  placed  in  nomination  C.  L.  Williamson,  of  Kent 
County. 

Mr.  Johnson  moved  that  two  tellers  be  appointed. 

Which  motion  Prevailed^ 


Whereupon  Messrs.  Schabinger  and  Tatman  were  appointed 
tellers. 

Upon  the  ballots  being  counted,  it  appeared  that  C.  L.  Wil- 
liamson had  received  twenty  votes,  being  all  the  votes  cast. 

Whereupon,  C.  L.  Williamson,  having  received  all  the  votes 
cast,  was  cleckred  duly  elected  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives. 

Mr.  Johnson  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
inform  Mr.  Williamson  of  his  election, 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Wibon  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

C.  L.  Williamson,  Clerk  elect,  was  introduced,  duly  qualified, 
and  took  his  seat  at  the  Clerk's  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Armstrong,  the  House  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Mr.  McCabe  placed  in  nomination  William  J.  Rankin. 

There  being  no  other  nomination,  Mr.  McCabe  moved  that 
he  be  elected  by  acclamation,    , 

Which  motion  Prevailedy 

Whereupon  Mr.  Rankin  was  declared  duly  elected  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Mr.  Moore  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
inform  Mr.  Rankin  of  his  election. 

Which  motion  Prevailedy 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Moore  and  Atkins  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

William  J.  Rankin,  Sergeant-at-Arms  elect,  being  introduced, 
was  duly  qualified  and  entered  upon  his  duties. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  moved  that  the  Rev.  John  F.  Stonecipher  be 
mvited  to  act  as  Chaplain  of  the  House  during  the  session. 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

And,  on  the  further  motion  of  Mr.  Saukbury,  it  was  ordered 
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that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  Mr.  Stone- 
cipher  and  inform  him  of  the  action  of  the  House. 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Saulsbury  and  McCabe  were  appointed 
said  committee.  • 

Mr.  Brown  moved  that  the  House  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Messenger, 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Mr.  Brown  placed  in  nomination  Edward  Hartnett.  There 
being  no  other  nomination,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  Edward 
Hartnett  was  elected  by  acclamation,  introduced,  and  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Mr.  McFee,  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  being  admitted,  informed  the 
House  that  the  Senate  was  duly  organized  and  ready  to  proceed 
to  business. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  inform  the 
Senate  that  the  House  was  duly  organized  and  ready  to  proceed 
to  business. 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Mr.  Schabinger  offered  a  resolution,  which,  on  his  motion,  was 
read,  as  follows : 

Resolved^  That  the  rules  agreed  upon  by  the  last  House  of 
Representatives  be  adopted  as  those  governing  the  present 
House  until  new  rules  shall  be  adopted. 

And,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Saulsbury,  the  resolution  was 

Adopted, 
Mr.  Moore  offered  a  joint  resolution  entided, 

"Joint  resolution  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Houses," 

Which,  on  his  motion,  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sauls- 
bury, was  Adopted, 

Ordered  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Moore  offered  a  resolution,  which,  on  his  motion,  was 
read,  as  follows : 


Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  requested  to  furnish  each  member 
of  the  House  with  a  copy  of  the  Revised  Code  and  a  copy  of  the 
Laws  of  the  last  General  Assembly. 

And,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Palmer,  the  resolution  was 

Adapted. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  a  resolution,  which  was  read,  as  follows  : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  invite  nim  to  a  seat  on  the 
floor,  at  his  pleasure;  also,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  Ju- 
diciary of  State,  ex-members  of  the  House  and  Senate,  and  also 
the  ladies  who  may  be  present  during  its  sessions. 

And  further,  on  his  motion,  the  resolution  was         Adapted, 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Brown,  Wilson  and  How  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

Mr.  McCabe  moved  that  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  be  instructed 
to  prepare  suitable  accommodations  upon  the  floor  of  the  House 
for  the  reporters  of  the  press. 

Which  motion  Prevailed. 

Mr.  McFee,  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  being  admitted,  informed  the 
House  that  the  Senate  had  adopted  a  joint  resolution  entitled, 

'*Joint  resolution  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  tw'o 
Houses,*' 

And  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  therein. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Virden,  the  Senate  joint  resolution,  just 
received,  was  read.

Mr.  Saulsbury  offered  an  amendment,  which,  on  his  motion, 
was  read,  as  follows : 

Amend  the  joint  resolution  by  inserting  "His  Excellency,'' 
before  the  word  Governor. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  moved  that  the  amendment  be  adopted, 

Which  motion  Prevailed,

And,  on  his  further  motion,  the  joint  resolution,  as  amended, 
was  Concurred  in. 

Ordered  that  the  Senate  be  informed  thereof  and  their  con- 
currence in  the  amendment  requested. 

Mr.  McFee,  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  being  admitted,  informed  the 
House  that  the  Senate  had  concurred  in  the  House  joint  resolu- 
tion entitied, 

''Joint  resolution  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Houses," 

And  returned  the  same  to  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  How,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  was  instructed 
to  raise  the  National  flag  over  the  State  House  during  the  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Assembly. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  be  authorized  to 
appoint  a  Reading  Clerk,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  House, 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Mr.  McFee,  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  being  admitted,  informed  the 
House  that  the  Senate  had  non-concurred  in  the  House  amend- 
ment to  the  Senate  joint  resolution  entitled, 

**  Joint  resolution  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Houses,  * ' 

And  returned  the  same  to  the  House. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  moved  that  the  House  insist  on  its  amendment, 
and  asked  for  a  Committee  of  Conference. 

Which  motion  .  Prevailed, 

Mr.  Truitt  moved  that  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  be  instructed  to 
maintain,  as  near  as  possible,  a  uniform  temperature  of  65  de- 
grees in  the  hall  of  the  House  during  the  sessions. 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Mr.  Moore,  on  behalf  of  the  joint  committee  to  wait  upon  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  reported  that  the  committee  had  waited 
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upon  His  Excellency,  and  that  he  would  send  a  communication, 
through  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  a  few  minutes. 

Hon.  William  F.  Causey,  Secretary  of  State,  being  admitted, 
presented  a  written  communication  from  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  and  informed  the  House  that  he  had  delivered  to  the 
Senate  sundry  documents,  with  the  request  that  that  body  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McCabe,  the  Governor's  message  was  read, 
as  follows : 

Fellow- Citizens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  obedience  to  established  custom,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution,  it  becomes  my  pleasure  to  re- 
commend for  your  consideration  and  action  such  measures  as,  in 
my  judgment,  are  necessary  and  expedient  and  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State. 

I  congratulate  vou  upon  the  general  observance  of  law  and  the 
good  order  which  prevails  among  the  people  of  whom  you  are 
the  chosen  representatives.  Peace,  prospenty,  contentment,  and 
protection  of  lawful  rights,  the  main  and  sole  objects  for  which 
governments  were  instituted,  are  here  enjoyed.  While  in  many 
portions  of  our  common  country  great  distress,  discontent  and 
unrest  prevail  by  reason  of  depression  of  the  varied  industries 
and  occupations  in  which  the  people  are  engaged,  it  is  cause  of 
thankfulness  that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  gradual 
but  sure  progress  in  all  that  tends  to  the  material,  social,  and  in- 
tellectual advancement  of  our  honored  littie  commonwealth. 

After  the  exciting  and  bitter  national  political  contest  through 
which  we  have  just  passed,  I  hope  and  confidently  trust  that  a 
return  to  the  better  days  of  the  republic  awaits  us,  when  honest, 
just  and  faithful  administration  of  all  that  concerns  the  public 
weal  was  the  guiding  principle,  and  the  Constitution  that  pro- 
tected and  guarded  the  fathers  in  their  conservatism  shall  still  be 
our  only  lamp  to  light  the  way  in  this  great  progressive  age. 
The  great  and  good  men  who  struggled  for  and  established,  as 
an  enduring  monument  to  their  wisdom,  patriotism  and  states- 
manship, the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  built  wisely  and 
for  all  ages  and  conditions  of  society.  And  now,  at  every  ad- 
vanced point  of  our  country's  development,  the  provisions  of 
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that  sacred  instrument  are  ample,  full  and  complete  for  our 
guidance  and  protection.  Happily  the  animosities  of  the  past 
no  longer  interfere  with  the  old  time  discussion  of  questions  af- 
fecting alike  the  interests  of  all  sections,  and  the  *' second  sober 
thought  *  *  has  led  the  way  to  a  new  and  bright  era  in  the  coun- 
try's  career.  The  long  period  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
shrouded  with  passion,  malice  and  prejudice  on  the  part  of  a 
large  body  of  our  fellow  citizens,  has  reached  its  end,  and  we 
enter  upon  the  next  quarter  with,  I  trust,  a  long  farewell  to  the 
unhappy  memories  of  the  past  and  with  high  hopes  for  a  reversal 
of  the  methods  that  well-nigh  sapped  the  foundations  of  good 
government  and  popular  rights.  May  we  now  witness  the  in- 
stalling of  pure,  honest,  sound  and  fair  principles  in  the  public 
service,  such  as  can  only  underlie  and  become  a  guarantee  that 
happiness,  prosperity  and  peace,  with  their  attenaing  blessings, 
will  be  the  heritage  of  this  and  unborn  generations.  Our  own 
loved  Delaware  has  had  no  small  part,  in  her  long,  safe  political 
rule,  in  contributing  to  the  happy  result  now  a  common  blessing, 
and  well  may  her  sons  claim  with  pride  the  positions  taken  and 
held  by  her  for  a  generation  past,  against,  at  times,  formidable 
odds,  in  defense  and  preservation  of  constitutional  liberty.  Let 
us  now,  in  common  with  our  sister  States,  bend  all  energies  to 
build  up  the  waste  places,  and  start  in  motion,  as  far  as  we  can, 
everything  that  will  advance  and  develop  our  common  country 
and  kindle  anew  the  fires  of  patriotism. 

With  the  above  reference  to  the  general  condition  of  the  coun- 
try, I  will  pass  to  questions  more  nearly  affecting  us  as  a  state.

Deducting  Debt,  Jan,  ist,  1885, 839,750.00 

.Difference  shows  the  assets  in  excess  of  liabilities,       $329,049.00 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  1886,  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State,  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five  one  thousand  dollar  bonds  fall  due  and  are 
payable.  It  will  therefore  become  the  duty  of  the  present  Leg- 
islature to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 
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Upon  the  receipt  of  the  State  Treasurer's  Report,  which  owing 
to  the  illness  of  the  Treasurer  has  been  delayed,  fall  information 
will  be  given  you,  gentlemen,  as  to  the  finances  of  the  State. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  the  last  session,  with  great  unanim- 
ity, agreed  upon  what  were  deemed,  after  mature  and  deliberate 
consideration,  proper  amendments,  three  in  number,  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State. 

These  amendments  having  been  approved  by  me,  and  pub- 
lished as  the  Constitution  requires,  are  now  before  you  for  rati- 
fication, if  you  should  adjudge  it  wise  that  they  become  a  part  of 
the  organic  law.  It  is  hoped  that  the  consideration  of  these  im- 
portant and  radical  changes  in  our  fandamental  law  will  not  be 
postponed  to  so  late  a  period  in  the  session  that  other  business 
shall  intervene  to  interrupt  your  deliberations. 

The  first  proposed  amendment  is  a  provision  for  a  General 
Incorporation  Act,  with  exception  of  railroads  and  canals.  As 
the  propriety  of  this  amendment  seems  to  be  conceded  by  all 
parties,  as  far  as  public  discussion  is  concerned,  or,  I  may  say, 
Dy  silent  acquiescence,  your  attention  is  directed  to  it  without 
farther  comment,  except  to  recommend  it  as  a  wise  measure  and 
one  that  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  industrial  interests  of  the 
State. 

The  second  proposed  amendment  is  a  proposition  for  Increased 
Representation.  This  amendment  received  general  discussion  in 
the  County  of  New  Castle,  whose  interests  are  more  closely  con- 
nected and  affected  than  either  of  the  other  counties.  I  think  it 
fair  to  accept  the  popular  verdict,  as  rendered  at  the  last  election 
throughout  the  State,  but  especially  in  the  County  of  New  Cas- 
tle, where  the  great  manufacturing  interests  centered  in  the  City 
of  Wilmington,  and  the  large  and  influential  body  of  voters  rep- 
resenting and  voicing  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  county, 
united  in  proclaiming  the  assent  of  the  people  to  the  change. 
The  Democratic  party  wisely  adopted  and  proclaimed  in  their 
platform,  presented  at  the  State  Convention,  their  acceptance 
and  endorsement  of  the  amendment,  as  right,  proper,  and  just, 
and  taking  the  verdict  of  the  entire  State  upon  this  and  other 
important  questions  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  people, 
there  is  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  popular  sanction  in  all  three 
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of  the  counties.  I  gave  my  approval,  believine  the  proposed 
change  a  &ir,  equal  and  just  recognition  of  sdl  the  interests 
affecting  both  County  and  State,  considering  that  whatever  con- 
cerns the  legislation  and  representation  of  a  county  or  section 
must  be  subordinate  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  entire  State. 
I  believe  the  proposed  amendment  is  demanded  by  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  times.  As  is  well  known  to  you,  this  question  is  no 
new  one  in  the  history  of  the  State.  The  discussions  of  many 
years  ago,  in  New  Castle  County,  and  before  the  General  Assem-* 
oly,  as  to  the  division  of  that  county,  brought  out  many  interest- 
ing facts,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  refer  to  the  presentation  of 
the  case  by  one  of  my  worthy  predecessors — Governor  Cochran 
— in  his  Inaugural  Address,  and  afterwards  more  fully  in  his 
second  Biennial  Message,  to  which  I  refer  you  for  valuable  infor- 
mation touching  your  present  deliberations.  Referring  to  the 
increase  of  the  population  of  the  City  of  Wilmington,  as  having 
at  that  day  overthrown  the  numerical  equality,  which  previously 
existed  between  the  several  counties,  and  thus  necessitated  a 
change  in  the  apportionment,  I  most  cheerfully  adopt  and  pre- 
sent uie  views  of  that  eminent  citizen  of  our  State,  the  then  execu- 
tive, and  a  native  of  New  Castle  County,  as  applicable  and  of 
controlling  force  in  this  emergency  of  state  policy. 

The  Governor,  among  other  things,  said  : 

**  Whether  this  change  shall  be  upon  the  basis  of  population 
alone,  and  to  the  full  extent  of  that  principle,  is  worthy  of  grave 
consideration.  To  my  mind,  in  view  of  all  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  question  in  this  State,  the  adoption  of 
such  a  rule,  particularly  for  both  branches  of  the  Legislature, 
would  be  as  unsound  in  principle  as  it  would  prove  detrimental  in 
practice.  When  our  early  Constitutions,  recognizing  population 
as  the  basis  of  representation,  were  adopted,  no  great  center  of 
population  existed  in  our  State.  But  with  the  rapid  growth  of 
Wilmington  in  recent  years,  this  is  no  longer  the  case.  It  would 
be  exceedingly  unwise,  in  a  small  State  like  ours,  to  accord  rep- 
resentation in  full  proportion  to  population  to  a  growing  city 
whose  inhabitants  might  quickly  outnumber  all  the  other  people 
of  the  State.  To  do  so,  would  be  to  enable  a  city  to  overshadow 
and  control  not  only  the  county  in  which  it  might  be  situated,  but 
also  the  entire  State,  and,  through  its  particular  representatives, 
to  favor  and  foster  its  special  and  local  interests  at  tne  expense  of 
all  other  localities.     Besides,  it  would  disregard  that  distinction 
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between  an  urban  and  a  rural  population  which  has  always  been 
recognized  by  all  practical  statesmen  in  prescribing  a  just  rule  of 
representation.  So  well  settled  is  this  distinction  that  it  may  be 
ssuely  asserted  that  in  no  State  Legislature  in  the  Union  is  repre- 
sentation accorded  in  full  proportion  to  urban  population.  It 
would  therefore  seem  that  the  rule  in  question,  if  adopted  in  this 
State,  should  be  applied  with  such  wholesome  modifications  and 
limitations  as  would  not  suffer  any  city,  or  indeed  any  county,  to 
'overshadow  and  control  the  rest  of  the  State.  With  these  con- 
siderations borne  in  mind  there  appears  no  sufficient  reason  why 
a  fair  and  reasonable  increase  of  representation  should  not  be 
accorded  to  New  Castle  County.*' 

These  valuable  suggestions  were  in  substance  formulated  in  the 
proposed  amendment  now  before  you.  I  believe  the  recognition 
of  the  interests  of  the  important  and  growing  City  of  Wilmington, 
in  the  proposed  increased  representation  for  that  city,  is  in  keep- 
ing with  a  sound  state  policy,  and  will  meet  the  long  expressed 
wish  of  the  people  in  the  city  and  rural  portions  of  the  county, 
and  will  constitute,  if  ratified,  a  wholesome  check  on  class  legis- 
lation and  perpetuate  the  name  of  Delaware  as  a  synonym  of 
good,  just  and  well-ordered  government.  I  would  not  for  one 
instant  urge  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  from  any  party 
standpoint  or  advantage,  but  solely  upon  its  merits  as  a  just  and 
honorable  measure,  beneficial  alike  to  all. 

In  the  matter  of  the  third  and  last  proposed  amendment,  the 
reform  of  the  Judiciary  System  of  the  State,  I  would  advise  that 
you  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  it  has  been  approved  by 
almost  the  united  Bar  of  the  State.  Certain  it  is  that  there  must 
be  a  change  in  our  present  system  in  its  adaptation  at  least  to  the 
wants  of  the  people  of  New  Castle  County.     This  seems  to  be 

Generally  conceded,  and  many  changes  have,  from  time  to  time, 
een  suggested  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  the  case,  but  none  of 
them  met  with  general  favor.  I  believe  under  the  present  system 
it  is  admitted  that,  by  reason  of  the  additional  labor  and  expense 
attending  the  sessions  of  the  Courts,  increased  by  number  and 
length  of  term  in  New  Castle  County,  an  increase  of  the  salaries 
is  imperatively  demanded  and  must  be  acceded  to,  or  this  im- 
portant branch  of  the  public  service  must  suffer  and  become 
weakened.  Heartily  believing  that  the  adoption  of  this  last 
amendment  will  prove  a  public  benefit,  I  commend  its  ratifica- 
tion to  your  honorable  bodies. 
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FREE  SCHOOLS. 


At  the  last  session,  the  Legislature,  appreciating  the  import- 
ance of  the  educational  interests  of  the  State,  wisely  made  lioeral 
appropriations  for  the  Free  Schools,  largely  in  advance  of  pre- 
vious generous  aid  looking  to  the  promotion  of  the  education  of 
both  white  and  colored  chudren.  This  legislation  has  had  a  very 
beneficial  effect.  A  fresh  impetus  has  been  given  to  the  cause  of 
common  school  education,  a  system  so  long  cherished  and  fos- 
tered as  one  of  the 'favored  institutions  of  the  State. 

The  increased  attendance  of  scholars,  higher  efficiency  of 
teachers,  improvement  in  school  buildings,  advanced  class  of  text 
books,  the  confessedly  improving  management  of  the  superin- 
tendency  of  the  schools,  all  alike  are  meeting  and  deser\ang  fa- 
vorable comment  at  the  hands  of  the  people.  In  view  of  these 
^ood  results,  I  do  most  earnestly  recommend  further  appropria- 
tions commensurate  with  the  demands  and  necessities  of^  the 
times,  either  in  money,  or  by  setting  apart  the  interest  on  the 
mortgages  due  by  the  Junction  and  Breakwater  and  the  Break- 
water and  Frankford  Railroads,  now  consolidated  under  the 
name  of  the  Delaware,  Maryland  and  Virginia  Railroad,  as  a  gift 
to  the  School  Fund  of  the  State. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FREE  SCHOOLS. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  is  herewith  transmit- 
ted, contains  many  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  management  of 
the  public  schools.  I  think  the  recommendation  in  the  matter  of 
redistricting  the  State  is  a  very  proper  one.  The  Superintendent 
is  *  *  convinced  that  the  State,  or  at  least  Sussex  County,  needs 
redistricting.  The  subdivision  of  school  districts  is  wrong.  They 
had  better  be  consolidated  than  form  so  many  new  districts.  It 
takes  from  the  dividend  and  injures  the  other  districts.** 

The  Teachers*  Institutes  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Super- 
intendent have  proved  to  be  of  great  service  to  the  educational 
interests  of  the  State,  as  well  as  interesting  and  instructive  to  the 
people  at  large.  The  expenses  of  the  meetings  have  been  borne 
by  the  teachers  with  slight  assistance  from  the  communities  in 
which  they  have  been  held.  The  Iiistitutes  are  held  under  State 
law,  and  I  deem  it  eminently  proper  and  right  to  suggest  that 
out  of  the  School  Fund  an  amount  be  set  apart  sufficient  to  meet, 
in  part,  the  necessary  expenses  attending  the  same. 
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EXPERIMENTAL    FARM. 

The  question  of  an  experimental  farm  has  been  discussed  by 
the  Trustees  of  Delaware  College,  and  by  the  State  Grange  of 
Delaware,  during  the  last  year.  I  herewith  transmit  resolutions 
adopted  by  Delaware  College,  and  by  the  State  Grange,  sug- 
gesting the  subject  for  your  consideration,  and  also  the  plan  by 
which  it  may  be  made  effective.  I  have  long  since  recognized 
the  great  need  to  the  farming  and  fruit  interests  of  a  farm  of  this 
kind,  managed  in  a  practical  and  economical  manner,  and  I  trust 
that  you,  gentlemen,  will  consider  the  subject  of  such  importance 
as  to  justify  aid  on  the  part  of  the  State  m  establishing  such  an 
institution. 

DELAWARE  COLLEGE. 

I  cannot  close  the  reference  to  the  cause  of  education  without 
directing  particular  attention  to  what  is  and  has  from  its  founda- 
tion been  considered  and  treated  as  a  State  institution  of  learning 
— Delaware  College.  In  the  past  State  aid  has  been  rendered 
in  setting  apart  the  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  land  scrip 
donated  by  the  General  Government,  but  the  requirement  of  the 
State  for  free  instruction  to  a  certain  number  of  pupils  has  ren- 
dered the  gift  almost  nugatory.  The  aid  referred  to  has  not 
come  directly  from  the  State,  but  as  a  transfer  of  the  National 
gift  by  the  acceptance  on  the  part  of  Delaware  College  of  the 
conditions  imposed  by  Congress  on  the  States  and  Territories, 

The  condition  of  the  College  buildings,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
demand  for  increased  facilities  for  proper  instruction  in  the 
sciences  by  means  of  modern  appliances,  apparatus  and  illustra- 
tions, appeals  strongly  to  the  State  for  substantial  aid  at  this 
time,  supplemented  as  I  believe  it  will  be  in  the  near  future  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  friends  of  the  institution.  Your 
serious  and  thoughtful  consideration  is  directed  to  this  impor- 
tant State  interest.  I  feel  assured  that  there  is  a  general  desire 
throughout  the  State,  that  within  our  own  borders  there  should 
be  a  seat  of  learning  that  will  compare  favorably  with  similar  in- 
stitutions in  other  States,  and  advantages  afforded  of  such  a 
character  that  the  youth  of  the  State  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
look  elsewhere  for  a  complete  collegiate  education. 

STATE   LAW    LIBRARY. 

The  Librarian,  in  a  communication,  has  called  my  attention  to 
the  present  crowded  condition  of  the  Library.     There  are  now 
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fifteen  thousand  law  books,  besides  a  large  accumulation  of  mis- 
cellaneous documents,  state  papers,  &c,,  and  more  are  being 
constantly  received,  and  as  a  collection  of  law  books,  the  Library 
has  few,  if  any,  superiors  in  the  Union. 

I  commend  this  matter  to  you  in  the  hope  that  early  steps  may 
be  taken  to  provide  for  increased  accommodations  to  meet  the 
necessities  of  the  Library.  Unless  provision  is  made  many  valu- 
able books  will  have  to  be  stored  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  prac- 
tically inaccessible. 

STATE    MILITIA. 

A  Strong  and  efficient  militia  is  one  of  the  safeguards  of  our 
institutions.  No  country,  however  peacefully  disposed,  has  been 
able  to  avoid  at  times  complications  with  other  nations  which 
could  only  be  settled  by  an  appeal  to  the  arbitrament  of  arms. 

A  large  standing  army  is  now,  as  it  was  by  the  fathers,  justly 
dreaded  as  a  nursery  of  habits  of  mind  and  body  detrimental  to 
republican  institutions.  The  national  government  therefore  main- 
tains but  a  small  standing  army,  the  principal  reliance  in  case  of 
war  being  placed  on  the  militia  of  the  States.  The  militia  being 
composed  of  those  who  depend  on  their  civic  occupations  for 
their  maintenance,  and  subject  in  their  daily  life  and  occupation 
to  the  civil  law,  presents  none  of  the  dangers  inherent  in  a  stand- 
ing army.  The  militia  being  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
State,  the  duty  of  the  State  to  maintain  it  in  a  proper  manner  is 
plain.  Although  the  present  militia  force  of  this  State  is,  consid- 
ering the  circumstances,  in  a  very  efficient  state,  much  remains 
to  be  done.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  proper  steps  be 
taken  to  place  the  State  militia  in  a  thoroughly  effective  condi- 
tion. 

As  it  is  likely  that  the  militia  of  the  various  States  will  be  rep- 
resented in  the  inauguration  ceremonies  of  the  President-elect,  I 
hope  and  believe  that  Delaware,  from  her  recognized  proud  posi- 
tion in  the  Union,  will  evince  a  patriotic  desire  to  contribute  her 
share  in  the  civic  and  military  display  on  that  occasion. 

ADJUTANT   GENERAL. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  is  herewith  transmitted, 
and  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  therein  contained  are 
referred  to  your  favorable  consideration.

PREVENTION  OF   FIRES. 


By  request  of  Henry  A.  Hilles,  Secretary  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Fire  Engineers,  the  letter  addressed  by  him  to  me  is 
herewith  transmitted.  The  suggestions  contained  therein  are 
worthy  of  serious  attention.  Smce  the  subject  of  fire  waste  is 
one  that  interests  all  classes,  it  should  be  well  considered  by  you, 
and  if,  by  legislation,  the  losses  by  fires  can  be  lessened  a  great 
public  benefit  will  be  conferred.  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  very 
large  majority  of  the  fires  are  due  to  negligence.  The  law  pro- 
vides punishment  for  the  incendiary,  whether  it  be  his  own  or 
another's  property  to  which  he  applies  the  torch.  It  also  pro- 
vides a  penalty  for  the  person  who  injures  another  either  in  his 
person  or  property,  even  though  it  be  not  intentionally  done. 
The  law  should,  and  I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will 
punish  the  man  who,  through  negligence,  fails  to  take  the  ordi- 
nary precautions  for  prevention  of  fires. 

IMMIGRATION   COMMISSIONERS. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  faithful  manner 
in  which  the  State  Board  of  Immigration  have  discharged  their 
duties,  and  that  too  without  any  compensation  or  reward  fixed 
by  law.  They  have  been  instrumental  in  bringing  into  the  State 
many  valuable,  reliable  and  permanent  laborers  with  their  fami- 
lies. A  portion  of  the  appropriation  has  been  expended  in  the 
publication  of  a  pamphlet  styled  *  *  Homes  and  Lands  of  Dela- 
ware,'* which,  it  generally  circulated,  in  my  opinion,  will  be 
worth  far  more  to  the  State  than  the  entire  amount  appropriated 
for  the  expense  of  the  Immigration  Commission.  It  is  a  treatise 
admirably  adapted  for  the  purposes  designed  and  should  be  read 
carefully  by  every  citizen  of  the  State.  I  heartily  commend  the 
suggestions  of  the  Board,  in  their  report  herewith  submitted,  and 
hope  for  your  earnest  and  favorable  cooperation.  As  a  great 
aid  to  the  successful  working  of  the  Commission,  I  would  advise 
that  you  take  into  consideration  the  establishing  of  a  State  Board 
of  Agriculture.  Delaware  is  peculiarly  an  agricultural  State,  and 
as  nearly  all  of  the  States  have  established  State  Boards,  and 
found  the  working  of  the  same  very  beneficial,  not  only  to  the 
farming  but  other  closely  connected  interests,  I  believe  that  it 
would  be  wise  and  in  the  line  of  state  development  to  recognize 
in  this  manner  the  agricultural  interest. 
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TEMPERANCE. 


It  is  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens  to  exert  whatever  influence 
they  may  have  in  promoting  the  practice  and  observance  of  tem- 
perance, cherishing  the  same  as  a  Christian  virtue. 

Temperance  is  too  vitally  essential  to  the  health,  peace,  pros- 
perity and  happiness  of  the  community  ever  to  be  made  a  partisan 
issue.  Those  persons  are  the  honest  and  true  friends  of  the  cause 
who,  by  force  of  example  and  appeal  to  the  judgment  of  men, 
rather  than  by  measures  of  coercion  and  restraint,  seek  to  pro- 
mulgate and  enforce  their  views  and  principles.  This  argument 
applies  alike  to  all  questions  affecting  the  personal  liberty  of  the 
citizen,  which  in  this  free  country  has  become  so  firmly  fixed  in 
the  public  mind  that  the  people  are  jealous  of  any  attempt  at 
interference  with  or  in  restraint  of  individual  actions  and  customs. 
In  thus  referring  to  the  personal  liberty  of  the  citizen,  I  would 
not  for  one  instant  loose  sight  of  the  demands  and  protection  of 
society,  and  the  duty  and  relation  of  the  citizen  in  return.  The 
record  of  poverty,  wretchedness  and  crime,  the  distress  and  mis- 
ery of  families,  and  personal  degradation,  are  in  too  many  instan- 
ces recognized  as  the  bitter  fruit  of  intemperance.  The  question 
naturally  rises  and  is  pressing  continually  upon  the  American 
people — Where  is  the  remedy?  Taking  all  things  into  considera- 
tion, and  with  the  best  information  I  can  obtain,  the  nearest  ap- 
proach to  a  remedy  for  these  sad  evils  lies  in  a  wise  and  judicious 
license  system. 

The  law  of  this  State  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  spiritous  liquors 
needs  only  to  be  ^ithfiiUy  executed,  in  letter  and  spirit,  to  pro- 
duce a  wholesome  check  upon  the  evils  of  intemperance.  I  am 
satisfied  that  many  persons  who  are  licensed  to  sell  liquor  are 
constantly  violating  the  law  in  respect  to  the  well-defined  provis- 
ions designed  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  evil  attending  the 
sale;  for  instance,  the  selling  to  minors,  to  habitual  drunkards,  to 
persons  at  the  time  intoxicated,  and  also  selling  on  Sundajr.  Now, 
for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  law  and  securing  the  punishment 
of  the  offenders,  I  would  suggest  the  passage  of  an  act  making 
it  the  duty  of  the  public  officers  in  each  of  the  counties,  who  are 
clothed  with  the  power  to  arrest,  to  present  to  the  grand  jury  any 
person  violating  the  law,  or,  to  have  commissioners  appointed  for 
each  town  in  the  State,  whose  sworn  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that 
the  law  is  properly  executed.

QUARANTINE. 


The  regulating-  by  law  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health, 
the  avoidance  and  cure  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  un- 
der our  arrangement  of  the  powers  of  government,  is  entrusted 
to  the  States  of  the  Union  ;  and  to  their  local  administrations  we 
must  look  for  the  necessary  measures  of  prevention. 

Cooperation  with  the  Federal  authority,  in  order  to  render 
effective  all  its  powers  to  regulate  commerce,  and  indirecdy  bear 
upon  this  important  subject  of  quanantine,  is  undoubtedly  the 
duty  of  every  State  administration,  and  I  respectfully  submit  to 
your  honorable  bodies  the  propriety  and  indeed  necessity  of  the 
establishment,  by  law  and  needful  smpropriation,  of  a  quarantine 
system,  under  which  the  State  officials  will  be  invested  with 
powers  and  discretion  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  disease  from 
foreign  countries,  and  establish  proper  receptacles  for  the  infected 
persons,  in  order  mercifully  to  abate  their  sufferings,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  disorders 
among  the  people  of  our  own  State  and  those  of  neighboring 
States. 

STATE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

The  third  biennial  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  its 
review  of  the  sanitary*  needs  of  the  State,  the  deficiencies  of  ex- 
isting laws  as  to  the  securement  of  vital  statistics,  the  abatement 
of  nuisances,  or  whatever  concerns  the  promotion  or  mitigation 
of  disease,  is  an  able  and  exhaustive  treatment  of  the  subjects 
considered.  In  view  of  the  unusual  interest  manifested  in  the 
question  of  public  health,  not  only  in  our  own  State  but  through- 
out the  entire  country,  I  would  especially  recommend  that  a  more 
general  distribution  of  the  report  be  had  than  heretofore. 

DELETERIOUS  AND  ADULTERATED  FOOD. 

I  would  most  respectfuU)^  invite  your  consideration  of  this  im- 
portant subject.  The  question  of  sustenance  is  so  vital  and  closely 
connected  with  health  that  it  should  claim  the  first  attention  at 
the  hands  of  the  legislator.  Adulteration  is  practiced  to  such  an 
alarming  extent  that  it  has  been  said  that  almost  every  article  of 
manufactured  food  that  we  purchase  is  more  or  less  a  compound 
of  deleterious  ingredients.  In  most  of  the  States  health  officers 
have  the  authority  to  examine  and  destroy  any  article  offered  for 
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sale  as  food  which  is  found  to  be  injurious  to  health.  I  would 
suggest  that  our  State  and  local  boards  of  health  be  clothed  with 
similar  powers,  so  that  the  evil  may  be  as  far  as  possible  remedied. 

RAILROAD    DISCRIMINATIONS. 

The  question  of  railroad  discriminations  appears  not  only  to  be 
agitating  the  people  of  this  State  but  the  whole  country.  As  the 
executive  of  the  State  I  do  not  call  attention  to  this  matter  out  of 
any  unkind  feeling  towards  the  railroad  companies.  I  am  in  favor 
of  protectmg  them  fully  in  all  their  chartered  rights.  But  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  custom  of  freight  discrimination,  in  the  way  of 
drawbacks  or  special  rates,  to  particular  individuals,  who  may  be 
more  extensive  shippers  than  others,  is  unfair  and  not  only  against 
the  interest  of  the  producers  but  of  the  railroad  companies  them- 
selves. It  is  a  practice  that  tends  to  build  up  monopolies  at  the 
expense  of  the  producers  and  consumers.  Under  the  system 
you  cannot  have  competition  and  without  it  we  are  at  the  mercy 
of  the  favored  classes.  In  a  recent  important  case  tried  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  it  was  decided  that  common  carriers  could  not 
charge  differing  rates  for  the  same  service.  * '  Whether  railroads 
are  considered  as  public  or  private  corporations,  whether  they 
are  public  highways  or  otherwise,  it  is  manifest  that  the  establish- 
ment of  these  great  railroads  by  legislative  authority,  with  all 
their  great  privileges,  powers  and  franchises,  and  their  construc- 
tion, are  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  their  right  to  take  private 
property  for  tnat  purpose,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners, 
makes  them,  in  some  measure,  at  least,  public  works  established 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  They  are  common  carriers,  made 
so  by  law,  and  the  public  have  a  right  to  their  use  and  benefit,  as 
as  such,  on  terms  of  equality,  without  unfair  discrimination,  and 
this  requirement  or  exaction  on  the  part  of  the  public  does  not  in 
my  judgment  or  in  any  manner  infringe  upon  the  equitable  or 
legal  rights  of  such  carriers  of  freight  and  merchandise.  * '  I  trust 
this  important  subject  will  receive  considerate  attention  at  your 
hands  and  the  outcome  of  it  may  be  wholesome  laws  preventing 
discrimination  in  any  shape  and  protecting  and  favoring  alike  aU 
shippers,  be  they  large  or  small,  and  especially  preventing  com- 
panies from  charging  a  higher  rate  of  freights  on  a  short  than  a 
long  distance.  It  is  plainly  my  duty  to  direct  attention  to  these 
matters,  for  the  discrimination  is  constantly  occuring  in  our  own 
midst. 
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WORLD  S  EXPOSITIONS. 

Commissioners  having  been  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  State 
to  the  World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Exposition,  now  being  held 
at  New  Orleans,  it  is  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  say  that  the 
various  industries  of  the  State  are  creditably  represented.  As 
five  thousand  dollars  of  the  national  appropriation  has  been  set 
apart  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  exhibitors  from  this  State,  in 
the  matter  of  transportation  to  the  exposition  and  the  proper  care 
and  display  of  the  exhibits  after  their  reception,  I  deem  it  proper 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  this  fact,  and  to 
suggest  the  propriety  of  providing  for  the  return  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  exhibits  that  may  in  the  future  be  the  nucleus  of  a 
State  exposition. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  proper  steps  be  taken  to  secure 
suitable  representation  of  Delaware  at  the  American  Exhibition 
of  the  arts,  inventions,  manufacturers,  products  and  resources  of 
the  United  States  of  America  to  be  opened  in  London,  May  ist, 
1886;  also  representation  at  the  World's  Fair  to  be  held  in  San 
Francisco,  California,  in  1887,  and  the  Agricultural  Exposition  to 
be  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  in  1886. 

CIVIL   SERVICE. 

Economy  and  honesty  are  the  corner-stones  of  individual  or 
state  prosperity. 

The  **spoik  system,'*  in  the  use  of  public  salaried  offices  as  a 
means  of  constructing  and  keeping  in  power  a  political  party,  is 
in  direct  hostility  to  economy  and  honesty,  and  will  prove  not  less" 
fatal  to  public  than  it  would  to  private  interests.  What  is  needed 
by  the  people  is  faithful  and  intelligent  service,  and  anything  that 
tends  to  destroy  fidelity  and  efficiency  is  a  public  injury. 

Self-respect  and  freedom  of  conscience  is  an  essential  where 
trust  is  to  be  reposed,  and  a  system  which  discards  such  consider- 
ations must  end  in  a  degradation  of  public  service  and  in  public 
loss.  In  respect  to  the  relative  wisdom  and  expediency  of  public 
policies  the  best  men  will  differ,  and  when  popular  opinion  has 
elected  to  sustain  one  side  in  preference  to  the  other,  it  is  proper, 
and  indeed  essential,  that  the  convenience  or  interests  of  individ- 
uals holding  official  power  should  give  way  to  such  expression  of 
the  popular  will,  and  the  official  corps  of  government  agencies 
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should  act  as  an  organized  body  in  the  desired  direction,  un- 
obstructed by  the  views  of  individuals  in  or  out  of  office. 

But  the  public  interest  is  the  cause  of  creating  offices,  and 
should  be  the  main  object  in  filling  them,  and  of  regulating  re- 
movals or  renewals,  or  the  filling  of  vacancies. 

It  is  hard  to  conceive  the  case  in  which  a  competent  and  faith- 
ful officer  should  not  be  allowed  to  serve,  unless  his  opinions  are 
opposed  to  the  policies  which  by  popular  voice  have  been  declared 
best  for  the  good  government  of  the  country. 

As  a  means  of  fostering  a  party  spirit  against  which  the  Father 
of  his  Country  so  solemnly  warned  his  countrymen,  the  **  spoils 
system*'  has  proved  to  be  the  most  potent  and  mischievous 
agency.  It  has  built  up  an  odious  machme  in  politics,  which  has 
proved  destructive  to  the  conscience  and  character  of  the  office- 
holding  class,  and  visited  with  profound  injury  the  highest  places 
of  administration.  To  reform  all  this  is  the  duty  of  the  hour, 
and  it  should  be  done  despite  the  clamor  of  noisy  professional 
politicians  who  trade  in  offices  and  degrade  republican  mstitutions. 

TAX  REFORM. 

The  subject  of  taxation  is  closely  interwoven  with  the  practical 
enjoyment  of  liberty  itself  It  is  idle  to  talk  of  freedom  if  a  citi- 
zen shall  not  be  allowed  to  control  the  products  of  his  own  indus- 
try and  enjoy  an  absolute  right  to  make  contracts  involving  his 
own  labor  and  the  property  created  by  it. 

Taxation,  direct  and  indirect,  is  the  involuntary  subscription  by 
the  individual  for  the  use  of  the  public,  it  is  a  taking  of  private 
money  for  the  public  benefit,  and  nothing  can  justify  a  tax  but  its 
necessity  for  public  ends,  and  when  these  are  supplied  anything 
in  excess  rightly  belongs  to  those  who  paid,  and  laws  that  permit 
more  to  be  collected  from  the  citizens  than  is  so  required  should 
be  so  modified  as  to  remedy  the  injustice. 

Reformation  means  strict  and  a  rigid  honesty  in  administration. 
In  our  State  system  of  local  taxes,  these  are  under  the  scrutiny 
of  every  one;  but  under  the  general  government,  the  practical 
operations  of  taxation  are  obscured  by  the  complications  of  exist- 
ing laws. 

The  people  of  Delaware  pay  indiriectly  to  the  Federal  govern - 
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ment  in  taxes  more  than  eight  times  the  amount  they  pay  to  the 
State;  and  owing  to  the  mode  in  which  the  tariff  taxes  are  laid, 
the  general  scale  of  prices  of  living  as  well  as  the  cost  of  agricul- 
tural and  other  productions  is  immensly  increased. 

The  existing  tariff  of  duties  laid  upon  foreign  imports,  not  only 
constitute  the  main  body  of  taxation,  but  are  onerous,  unjust  and 
obstructive  upon  the  interchange  of  our  ap'icultural,  mining  and 
manufacturing  productions  with  other  nations,  and  create  a  high 
scale  of  prices  upon  the  cost  of  living  and  production  at  home, 
which  has  proved  most  injurious  to  the  steady  occupation  and 
reasonable  remuneration  of  our  laboring  classes,  as  well  as  to  the 
capital  invested. 

Modern  inventions  have  greatly  changed,  and  in  many  impor- 
tant instances  have  wholly  revolutionized  the  conditions  and  rela- 
tions of  commercial  nations,  and  it  is  essential  that  our  people 
should  be  permitted  to  have  the  fullest  and  most  immediate  bene- 
fit of  the  discoveries  which  are  so  frequently  made,  and  to  which 
a  system  of  tariff  duties  established  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  are  wholly  unfitted.  Much  of  the  present  tariff  taxation  was 
laid  to  meet  the  sudden  exigencies  of  a  great  war,  to  meet  an 
emergency  that  gave  little  time  for  consideration,  and  was  alleged 
and  believed  to  be  only  temporary.  In  this  way  complicated  laws 
have  been  enacted  which  require  constant  interpretation  by  the 
departments  and  the  courts,  and  become  the  cause  of  vexatious 
uncertainties  and  costly  and  troublesome  litigation. 

Ultimately  the  aggregated  cost  of  all  this  falls  upon  the  con- 
sumer, and  in  this  class  the  most  numerous  are  the  American 
manu&cturers,  whose  crude  materials,  more  or  less  advanced, 
form  the  bulk  of  our  importations. 

The  principle  of  exact  and  equal  justice  to  all  citizens  before 
the  law  is  the  basis  of  the  reform  in  our  tax  laws,  and  no  privil- 
eged class,  however  intelligent  and  industrious,  have  a  just  claim 
to  mould  the  laws  that  compel  tribute  from  all  in  such  a  way  as 
to  give  undue  and  unequal  benefit  to  any.  The  sense,  of  injustice 
produces  discontent  and  resistance,  and  as  our  system  of  govern- 
ment is  based  upon  an  indiscriminating  treatment  of  all  its  citi- 
zens, our  tax  laws  should  be  so  reformed  as  to  give  special  favors 
to  none. 

The  present  condition  of  the  manufacturing  and  agricultural 
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interests  of  the  country  must  convince  every  reasonable  man  that 
the  system  of  a  high  protective  tariff  has  had  the  effect  to  invite 
the  investment  of  capital  in  manufacturing  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  capacity  and  supply  is  entirely  beyond  the  demands  of  the 
market,  and  therefore  is  no  protection.  It  seems  to  me  the 
remedy  is  plain.  Every  one  now  admits  that  we  must  find  new 
markets  or  reduce  the  capacity  for  manufacturing.  Result  of  the 
ruinous  policy  is  before  us.  In  many  localities  untold  misery  and 
distress  among  the  people  exists;  the  manufacturers  are  endeav- 
oring to  maintain  the  price  of  products  by  curtailing  the  time  of 
running,  and  in  many  places  closing  the  establishments.  This  is 
gross  injustice,  and  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  keeping  up  the 
price  of  the  goods  at  the  expense  and  to  the  great  detriment  of 
the  laborers,  who  are  less  able  to  bear  it  than  others — the  men, 
women  and  children,  who  earn  their  bread  by  daily  labor.  Unfor- 
tunately, under  this  protective  stimulus,  the  agricultural  interests 
are  in  the  very  same  condition.  The  increase  of  the  acreage  of 
the  farming  lands,  with  the  aid  of  labor-saving  machinery,  has 
so  increased  production  until,  like  manufactured  goods,  our  wheat 
and  com  and  other  cereals  are  down  below  the  producing  cost, 
at  least  in  the  older  states,  and  if  the  present  rate  of  increase  con- 
tinues, without  a  foreign  outlet,  we  will  be  compelled  to  curtail  the 
cultivation.  In  fact,  already,  many  agriculturists  are  almost  aban- 
doning the  raising  of  the  cereals  and,  instead,  turning  their  atten- 
tion to  the  culture  of  fruits  as  the  only  means  of  realizing  profit 
in  the  use  of  the  land. 

Closely  connected  with  this  subject  of  tariff  taxation,  is  the 
maritime  interest,  which  has  dwinclled  down  until  the  vast  pro- 
ductions of  this  country  are  carried  almost  exclusively  in  foreign 
bottoms.  By  the  statistics  presented  to  the  present  Congress,  it 
appears  that  over  eighty-two  per  cent,  of  the  exports  and  imports 
of  the  country  are  transported  in  foreign  and  only  seventeen  per 
cent,  in  American  ships,  when  in  1856  seventy-five  per  cent,  was 
freighted  in  our  own  vessels.  It  is  not  pretended  that  the  present 
system  of  taxation  is  the  only  cause  of  this  decline  in  our  commer- 
aal  marine,  yet,  it  appears  to  have  contributed  largely,  and,  in 
the  main,  to  the  result.  The  remedy,  I  believe,  is  in  seeking  new 
markets  for  our  productions,  and  this  can  be  accomplished  by  the 
entering  into  liberal  treaties  with  other  countries,  in  giving  to  the 
manufacturers  free  raw  materials,  to  ship-builders  every  article 
free  that  enters  into  the  construction  of  ships,  and  to  farmers  and 
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laborers  cheap  necessaries  of  life.  These,  with  an  honest  and 
economical  government,  will  restore  American  shipping  to  its  for- 
mer proud  and  commanding  position  in  the  Republic. 

ELECTIONS. 

From  the  result  of  the  late  elections,  National  and  State,  I 
think  we  may  anticipate  for  the  future  a  fair  and  honest  ballot ; 
every  voter,  whether  white  or  black,  in  all  sections  of  the  Union, 
will  be  able  to  cast  his  ballot  in  accordance  with  his  views  of  right, 
free  and  untrammeled  ;  no  more  shall  we  witness  the  presence  of 
Federal  deputy  marshals  or  supervisors  of  elections  as  pretended 
guardians  of  tne  rights  of  the  citizen ;  no  more  intimidation  or 
mterference  with  the  voter,  north  or  south,  east  or  west,  in  the 
exercise  of  the  elective  franchise.  With  the  overthrow  of  these 
species  of  tyranny  every  man  will  look  upon  his  country  with 
pride,  and  though  in  political  contests  he  may  not  be  successful, 
yet  will  have  the  consolation  of  knowing  that  he  is  fairly  beaten.

In  closing  this  communication,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  assure 
the  General  Assembly  of  my  continued  earnest  wish  for  the  adop- 
tion of  measures  that  shall  redound  to  the  welfare  of  the  State 
and  happiness  of  her  people,  and  may  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the 
Universe  guide,  direct  and  bless  you  in  the  faithful  discharge  of 
your  duties.

''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entided  'An  act  to  authorize  the 
United  School  Districts  Nos.  39  and  41,  in  New  Castle  County, 
to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  school  house 
thereon,  and  also  to  sell  school  property  belonging  to  said  dis- 
tricts,' passed  at  Dover,  January  26,  1883.'' 

Mr.  Brown,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  to  invite  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  the  Judiciary,  ex-mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  Senate,  and  also  the  ladies  who  may  be 
present,  to  seats  on  the  floor  during  the  session,  reported  that  the 
committee  had  performed  its  duty  and  asked  to  be  discharged. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  report  was  accepted  and  the 
committee  discharged. 

Mr.  Saulsbury,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  to  wait  upon  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Stonecipher  and  ask  him  to  act  as  Chaplain,  reported 
that  they  had  performed  their  duty,  and  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stone- 
cipher  had  accepted. 

And,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Saulsbury,  the  report  was  accepted 
and  the  committee  was  discharged. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  furnish 
each  member  of  the  House  with  the  15th  and  i6th  volumes  of 
the  Laws  of  Delaware, 

Which  motion  Prevailed. 
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Mr.  Saulsbury,  in  pursuance  of  previous  notice,  asked,  and, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Barlow,  obtained  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  en- 
titled, 

**An  act  to  exempt  wages  from  execution  attachment  process,*' 
Which,  on  his  motion,  was  read. 

On  motion,  the  House  adjourned.

SINKING  FUND. 

Under  the  Sinking  Fund",  or  what  is  more  generally  known  as 
the  Oyster  Law,  there  has  been  received  during  the  year  1884, 
four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  seven- 
ty-four cents,  ($4,828.74).  '  There  has  been  disbursed  for  repairs 
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on  boats,  commissions,  etc.,  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($4,915.09),  showing  the  amount  of 
the  disbursements  over  receipts  to  be  eighty-six  dollars  and  thir- 
ty-five cents,  ($86.35). 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1886,  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State  135 
one  thousand  dollar  bonds  fall  due  and  payable.  A  reference  to 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  last  two  years  will  shgw  that 
the  receipts  over  expenditures  annually  amount  to  not  more  than 
$12,000  per  year  more  than  the  actual  expenses.  Therefore  it 
will  be  the  duty  of  the  incoming  Legislature  to  provide  means  to 
meet  the  bonds  which  will  mature  and  fall  due  on  July  i,  1886. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  transactions  of  this  department 
reference  can  be  had  to  the  Auditor's  Report,  in  which  can  be 
found  an  itemized  account  of  my  receipts  and  disbursements  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  respectively.

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Mr.  Moore  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted  and  the  com- 
mittee discharged, 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Mr.  Barlow  moved  that  the  Rules  of  the  last  House  be  read  for 
the  information  of  the  House. 

The  Rules  were  read,  as  follows: 

RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Rule  i.  Every  member  shall  be  in  his  place  at  the  time  to 
which  the  House  stands  adjourned. 

Rule  2.  Every  day,  before  the  House  proceeds  to  business, 
the  Clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  the  members  in  alphabetical 
order,  and  shall  read  the  journal  of  the  preceding  oay,  which 
may  then  be  corrected  by  the  House. 

Rule  3.  All  motions  and  resolutions,  except  for  the  reading 
of  bills,  the  daily  adjournment  of  the  House,  or  any  motion  to 
refer  the  subject,  or  to  postpone  the  same,  shall,  if  required 
by  the  Speaker,  or  any  member,  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the 
mover,  and,  if  seconded,  shall  be  repeated  by  the  Speaker  to  the 
House  before  a  debate  or  decision  thereon.  And  any  written 
resolution,  introduced  by  the  Speaker,  or  a  member  of  the  House, 
and  sent  to  the  Clerk's  table,  shall  be  read  without  a  previous 
motion  to  receive  the  same,  unless  the  reading  of  such  resolution 
shall  be  objected  to  by  a  member  of  the  House. 

Rule  4.  All  committees,  unless  the  House  shall  otherwise 
direct,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  every  special 
committee  shall  report  within  five  days,  of  actual  session  of  the 
House  from  the  time  of  its  appointment,  or  furnish  sufficient 
reason  why  report  has  not  been  made. 

Rule  5.  The  following  committees  shall  be  Standing  Com- 
mittees, and  shall  continue  during  the  session,  to  whom  business 
appropriate  to  them  shall  be  referred,  viz: 

A  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
A  Committee  on  Elections, 
A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
A  Committee  on  Revised  Statutes, 
A  Committee  on  Federal  Relations, 
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A  Committee  on  Crimes  and  Punishments, 

A  Committee  on  Claims  and  Accounts, 

A  Committee  on  Municipal  Corporations, 

A  Committee  on  Private  Corporations, 

A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Vacant  Lands, 

A  Committee  on  Printing, 

A  Committee  on  Divorces, 

Each  to  consist  of  three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  to  consist  of  six  members,  and 

A  Committee  on  Education,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

Rule  6.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was 
engaged  at  the  time  of  the  last  adjournment,  shall  have  the 
preference  in  the  order  of  the  day. 

Rule  7.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave, 
by  order  of  the  House,  or  by  a  report  of  a  committee  ;  and  one 
day's  notice,  at  least,  shall  oe  given  of  an  intended  motion  for 
leave  to  bring  in  a  bill. 

Rule  8.  Every  motion,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal  with  the  name  of  the  mover. 

Rule  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  when  speakinig;, 
but  by  a  call  to  order  by  the  Speaker,  or  a  member  through  the 
Speaker,  nor  shall  any  member  be  allowed  to  speak  upon  any 
subject  more  than  three  times  (except  in  explanation)  without 
leave  of  the  House;  and  no  member  shall  be  referred  to  by  name 
in  debate. 

Rule  10.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  aiw  question,  or 
addressing  the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of;  or  across,  the 
House,  nor,  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall 
entertain  private  discourse,  nor  while  a  member  is  speaking  shall 
pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

Rule  ii.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the 
House  shall  be  received  and  read  at  the  Clerk's  table,  whether 
the  same  be  introduced  by  the  Speaker  or  a  member,  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  shall  be  verbally  made  by  the  intro- 
ducer ;  and  any  petition  or  memorial  shall  be  referred,  of  course, 
without  putting  a  question  for  that  purpose,  unless  the  reference 
is  objected  to  by  a  member  at  the  time  such  petition  or  memorial 
is  presented  and  read. 

Rule  12.     Every  bill,  except  as  to  style  or  form,  shall  receive 
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three  several  readings,  no  two  of  which  shall  be  on  the  same  day, 
except  by  special  order  of  the  House,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

Rule  13.  No  rule  of  the  House  shall  be  changed  or  sus- 
pended, except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  14.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  certified 
by  the  Clerk,  noting  the  day  of  passing  at  the  foot  thereof 

Rule  15.  All  amendments  to  bills  shall  be  made  before  they 
are  taken  up  for  the  third  or  final  reading,  unless  such  as  will  not 
materially  alter  or  change  their  nature  or  meaning. 

Rule  16.  No  question  which  has  been  decided  shall  be  re- 
considered but  on  a  motion  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with 
the  majority  on  the  original  question,  and  no  motion  for  recon- 
sideration shall  be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  or  one  of 
the  three  next  succeeding  days  of  actual  session  of  the  House 
thereafter.  And  the  word  majority  shall,  in  application  of  this 
rule,  be  construed  to  mean,  not  the  greater  number  of  votes,  but 
such  number  as  was  sufficient  to  prevail  in  the  decision  of  the 
original  question. 

Rule  17.  Questions  of  order,  either  before  the  House  or  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall,  in  the  first  place,  be  determined 
by  the  Speaker  or  Chairman,  from  whose  decision  an  appeal  may 
be  made  to  the  House  or  Committee  on  the  request  of  a  member, 
but  no  debate  shall  be  allowed  thereon  until  the  appeal  is  taken. 

Rule  18.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall,  as  far 
as  applicable,  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Rule  19.  The  Speaker,  or  Chairman,  shall  put  every  ques- 
tion, and,  if  necessary  for  a  fair  decision,  may,  of  his  own  accord, 
or  at  tJie  request  of  a  member,  require  those  in  the  affirmative  to 
rise,  and  reverse  the  question  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
taken,  if  requested  by  the  Speaker  or  a  member. 

Rule  20.  All  messages  from  the  House  to  the  Senate  shall 
be  conveyed  by  the  Clerk  or  a  member,  as  the  Speaker  may 
direct,  and  when  a  message  is  brought  to  the  House  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate,  or  an  officer  of  the  State,  the  members  shall 
rise  upon  their  feet. 

Rule  21.  Messages  to  the  House  shall  not  be  admitted  while 
the  House  is  voting  on  a  question. 
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Rule  22.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  House  shall  meet 
every  dav  (except  Sunday)  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Rule  23.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House 
more  than  one  day  without  first  having  obtained  leave. 

Rule  24.  The  Speaker  shall,  equally  with  other  members  of 
the  House,  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  all  resolutions,  questions 
and  proceedings,  provided  that  upon  calls  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
the  Speaker's  name  be  last  called. 

Rule  25.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in 
Cushing's  Manual  shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which 
they  are  applicable,  and  which  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  House  ;  and  where  the  rules  of 
parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Cushing's  Manual  are  not 
applicable,  the  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Jef- 
ferson's Manual  shall  eovern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they 
are  applicable,  in  so  rar  as  said  rules  so  comprised  in  Jefferson's 
Manual  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of 
the  House. 

Rule  26.     The  daily  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

I.    Reading  the  journal. 
II.    Communications  from  the  Speaker. 

III.  Reports  from  standing  committees  in  regular  order  as 
they  are  enumerated  in  Rule  5. 

IV.  Reports  from  special  committees  in  the  order  of  ap- 
pointment. 

V.  Petitions  and  Memorials. 

VI.  Introduction  of  new  business. 

VII.  Second  reading  of  bills. 

VIII.  Business  on  the  Calendar. 

The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  calendar  of  business,  on  which  reports 
from  committees,  bills  and  resolutions  which  lie  over,  and  other 
matters  undisposed  of  (indicating  the  subject  of  each  item)  shall 
be  placed  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented,  a  printed 
copy  of  which  calendar  shall  be  furnished  to  each  member  at  the 
opening  of  every  morning  session. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  each  day  of  the  session,  unless  there  be  an 
order  of  the  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  order  of  the  day 
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shall  be  disposed  of,  the  business  on  the  calendar  shall  be  taken 
up  and  disposed  of,  in  the  order  in  which  it  stands  thereon  ;  and 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  required  to 
take  up  any  matter  out  of  its  order  on  the  calendar,  or  to  make 
any  matter  the  order  of  the  day  for  a  particular  time. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  the  adoption  of  the  rules  just  read.

**An  act  to  amend  an  act  entided  'An  act  to  authorize  the 
United  School  Districts  Nos.  39  and  41  in  New  Castle  county  to 
borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  school  house 
thereon,  and  also  to  sell  school  property  belonging  to  said  dis- 
tricts,' passed  at  Dover,  Jan.  26th,  1883,'* 

Which,  on  his  modon,  was  read. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  gave  notice  that,  on  to-morrow  or  some  future 
day,  he  would  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  entided, 

'  *  A  supplement  to  the  act  entided  *  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Dover  Glass  Works  Company,*  passed  at  Dover,  April  9,  1883." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Adjutant  General's  Report  was 
read,  as  follows: 

His  Excelleruy^ 

Charles  C,  Slockley, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-  Chief: 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report,  for  the  two 
years  from  January  ist,  1883,  to  the  present  time. 

In  that  time  there  have  but  few  changes  of  note  occurred  in 
the  condition  of  the  Militia  of  the  State.  The  amendment  to 
the  Militia  Law,  adopted  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  requiring 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  force  to  be  regularly  sworn  into  the 
service  of  the  State,  has  been  generally  complied  with.  A  few 
men  in  some  of  the  companies  declined  to  be  thus  sworn  in,  hold- 
ing that  they  were  not  willing  to  thus  bind  themselves  unless  the 
State  should  make  more  liberal  provision  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Militia,  thus  relieving  the  men  of  the  burthen  of  expense  which 
is  entailed  upon  them  under  existing  laws.  All  who  tnus  declined 
were  honorably  discharged  from  the  service. 
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By  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  companies 
however,  sufficient  new  men  were  secured  to  take  the  places  of 
those  discharged'.  The  force,  to-day,  is  slightly  stronger  nu- 
merically than  it  was  one  year  ago,  though  not  so  strong  as  two 
years  ago.  As  both  officers  and  men  are  now  regularly  sworn 
into  the  State's  service,  and  bound  under  severe  penalties  to 
obedience  to  their  superior  officers,  as  well  as  to  the  proper  civil 
officers  of  the  State  having  authority  to  command  their  services, 
I  consider  the  force  really  stronger,  and  in  better  shape  to  be 
made  effective,  should  their  services  be  required,  than  ever  before. 

To  place  the  Militia  of  our  State  on  a  thoroughly  permanent 
basis,  and  make  them  what  they  should  be,  a  well  drilled,  organ- 
ized, equipped  and  reliable  force,  capable  of  being  used  efficiendy 
by  the  State  for  the  enforcement  of  her  laws,  the  preservation  of 
the  public  peace,  and  the  preservation  of  the  lives  and  property 
of  her  citizens,  should  occasion  arise  requiring  it,  certain  reforms 
in  the  laws  governing  the  force,  and  more  liberal  appropriations 
for  its  support,  are  required. 

Upon  the  theory  that  each  State  would  maintain  such  a  force 
the  General  Government  relies,  and  keeps  but  the  skeleton  of  a 
standing  army,  thereby  relieving  the  people  of  the  heavy  taxation 
necessary  for  its  maintenance.  Upon  this  theory  the  General 
Government  provides  for  the  arming  of  the  Militia  in  the  States, 
by  annual  appropriations,  leaving  to  the  States  the  duty  of  organ- 
izing, uniforming  and  governing  them.  How  fully  Delaware 
performs  this  duty  can  readily  be  mferred,  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  annual  appropriation  for  its  maintenance  is  but  twelve 
hundred  dollars,  a  sum  barely  sufficient  to  pay  for  rent  and  fuel 
of  the  present  insufficient  places  of  meeting  ot  the  different  com- 
panies. 

In  all  my  previous  reports  I  have  called  attention  to  this 
matter,  and  notwithstanding  my  failures  to  arouse  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  importance  of  the  matter  in  the 
past,  I  venture,  once  more,  even  at  the  risk  of  becoming  tiresome 
m  calling  the  attention  of  your  excellency  and  the  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  what,  in  my  judgment,  are  the  require- 
ments in  this  matter. 

First,  Our  present  law  for  the  government  of  the  Militia  is  a 
very  old  one,  and  not  at  all  suited  to  its  needs.  We  need  a  new 
law  on  this  subject,  suited  to  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the 
present,  providing  for  the  organization  of  a  Regiment  not  exceed- 
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ing  ten  companies  of  Infantry,  and  for  its  government  and  dis- 
cipline on  a  basis  of  efficiency  and  service,  not  show. 

Second.  The  force  thus  raised  should  be  furnished  by  the 
State  with  a  good  service  uniform  (plain  and  not  expensive) 
including  overcoat  and  blanket.  The  uniforms  now  in  use  were 
provided  by  the  men  themselves  and  are  becoming  considerably 
worn.  I  fear  that,  when  these  wear  out,  it  will  be  difficult  to  get 
the  men  to  furnish  new  ones.  The  General  Government  furnisnes 
arms  and  accoutrements  without  cost  to  the  State,  the  men  give 
their  time  and  services  in  the  performance  of  their  military  duties, 
and  this,  with  the  expenses  necessarily  incident  to  keeping  up 
their  organizations,  sums  all  that  should  be  expected  of  tiiem. 

Third.  The  State  should  provide  tents  and  camp  equipage, 
and  provide  that  the  whole  force  of  the  State  should  be  brought 
together  in  camp  once  a  year^  that  they  might  learn  field  manceu- 
vers,  (which  is  impossible  to  companies  widely  separated)  and 
also  learn  the  actual  duties  of  a  soldier  in  camp,  or  when  called 
into  service. 

Fourth,  There'  should  be  provided  a  small  fire-proof  building, 
at  some  convenient  point  in  the  State,  where  a  small  reserve  sup- 
ply of  arms  and  ammunition  could  be  safely  kept  on  hand.  At 
present,  having  no  place  for  keeping  ammunition  and  arms,  the 
supply  is  always  limited  to  the  small  supply  which  is  possible  to 
have  m  the  hands  of  the  companies.  I  can  not  store  ammunition 
on  my  own  premises,  as  it  would  be  unsafe  and  would  invalidate 
my  insurance.  For  the  same  reasons  the  companies  can  only 
keep  a  very  limited  supply  on  hand.  It  will  at  once  be  seen  that 
should  an  emergency  arise  requiring  the  services  of  the  Militia, 
it  might  arise  at  a  time  when  the  supply  on  hand  was  about 
exhausted,  and  none  to  be  had  except  oy  requisition  on  the 
department  at  Washington,  which  would  be  too  late  to  be  of  use. 
This  building  need  not  be  large  or  expensive  and  could  be  used 
for  storage  of  camp  equipage  as  well  as  arms  and  ammunition. 

With  some  such  provision  as  above  enumerated,  our  State 
force  could  be  put  on  a  permanent  basis  of  strict  efficiency  and 
become  a  source  of  pride  to  the  State,  as  well  as  a  powerful 
element  of  security  to  the  peace  of  the  State  and  the  property  ot 
its  citizens.     Prevention  is  better  than  cure. 

The  present  strength  of  the  Militia,  and  the  strength  of  the 
several  Companies,  is  shown  by  the  following  statement,  compiled 
from  the  latest  reports  and  inspections.

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The  number  and  condition  of  the  public  arms  is  the  same  as  at 
last  report,  except  the  defects  and  deficiencies  arising  from  two 
years  use.  A  few  pieces  in  each  company  are  unserviceable  from 
breakage  of  some  of  the  parts. 

The  business  of  this  office  continues  much  the  same  as  formerly. 
The  repeated  changes  in  the  pension  laws,  made  by  Congress, 
causes  an  increasing  flow  of  applications  from  soldiers  of  the  late 
war,  or  from  their  representatives,  for  their  record  of  service  and 
final  discharge,  to  be  made  the  basis  of  applications  for  pensions. 
This  and  the  applications  of  ex-soldiers  for  their  military  record, 
form  the  greater  part  of  the  correspondence  of  the  office. 

The  distribution  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Militia  for  the 
years  1883  ^^^  1884,  is  shown  by  the  following  statement.  The 
estimates  for  said  distribution  having  been  first  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  your  excellency,  as  required  by  law.

Mr.  Brown,  on  behalf  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Joint  Rules, 
submitted  a  report  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  as  follows  : 
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JOINT  RULES  GOVERNING  INTERCOURSE  BETWEEN 

THE  TWO  HOUSES. 

Rule  i.  In  every  case  of  an  amendment  to  a  bill,  or  any 
other  matter  agreed  to  in  one  house  and  dissented  to  in  the 
other,  if  either  house  shall  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other  house  shall  also  appoint 
a  committee  to  confer.  Such  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient 
hour,  aereed  on  by  their  chairman,  meet  in  the  conference  cham- 
ber, and  state  to  each  other,  verbally,  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall 
choose,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  houses  for  and  against  the 
amendment  or  other  matter  ot  disagreement,  and  confer  freely 
thereon. 

Rule  2.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to 
the  other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to 
which  it  is  sent  by  the  Serjeant-at-Arms,  and  shall  be  respectfully 
communicated  to  the  chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be 
sent. 

Rule  3.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense 
of  propriety  in  each  house  may  determine. 

Rule  4.  While  bills  or  joint  resolutions  are  on  their  passage 
between  the  two  houses,  they  shall  be  on  paper,  and  under  the 
signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  house  respectively. 

Rule  5.  After  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed  both 
houses  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  the  Clerk  of  the  house  in 
which  it  originated,  and  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee  of 
each  house  respectively,  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enroll- 
ment with  the  original,  as  passed  by  both  houses,  and,  after  cor- 
recting any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  copy, 
shall  make  a  report  to  their  respective  houses. 

Rule  6.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  or  joint 
resolution  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  houses,  first  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  house  in  which  it  origmated. 

Rule  7.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed 
in  one  house  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  to  the  house  m  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

Rule  8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers 
on  which  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  may  be  founded. 
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Rule  9.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  dis- 
agreement, a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

Rule  10.  In  all  cases  where  a  conference  takes  place  the 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  members  who  voted  in  the  ma- 
jority on  the  point  or  pomts  of  difference,  but  the  committee  shall 
not  have  power  or  control  over  any  part  of  the  bill,  resolution,  or 
order,  except  such  parts  on  which  a  difference  exists  between  the 
two  houses.

CONDITION  OF  THE  FREE  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  with  sincere  gratification  that  I  am  able  to  present  a  most 
encouraging  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Free  Schools  of 
Delaware.

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  office,  in  April,  1883, 
owing  to  the  efficient  management  of  my  predecessor,  and  his 
worthy  assistant,  I  found  that  the  schools  had  been  established 
upon  a  healthy  basis,  and  a  most  careful  supervision  had  been 
exercised. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown  a  most  satisfactory 
development  and  growth,  and  has  been  rewarded  by  a  gratifying 
measure  of  success.  I  can  safely  say  that  there  is  a  growing 
interest  in  the  cause  of  public  instruction  in  our  State,  which, 
though  not  so  generally  active  perhaps  as  we  could  desire,  is 
nevertheless  so  much  more  so  than  formerly  that  I  am  convinced 
our  schools  are  not  retrograding,  but  steadily  and  surely  advanc- 
ing. The  increase  of  interest  in  our  free  schools  is  evidenced  by 
the  number  of  beautiful  and  commodious  houses  that  have  been 
erected  during  the  past  year  in  the  three  counties  of  the  State  ; 
the  old,  comfortless,  home-made  desks  that  have  given  place  to 
new  and  improved  school  furniture ;  the  willingness  witn  which 
the  people  have,  in  many  of  the  towns  and  rural  districts,  used 
their  influence  to  obtain  sufficient  means  for  procuring  good 
school  apparatus,  and  good  teachers,  and  the  general  manifesta- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  public  of  a  desire  to  elevate  the  standard 
of  free  education. 

An  increased  solicitude  for  the  education  of  youth  grows  with 
the  growth  of  our  school  system,  enters  more  and  more  into 
public  opinion,  and  finds  expression  in  more  decisive  acts.  The 
seeming  importance  of  our  free  schools  has  gradually  assumed 
the  force  of  a  profound  conviction,  and  I  am  glad  to  know  that 
many  who,  a  few  years  ago,  were  indifferent  to  the  importance 
of  schools,  and  prejudiced  against  any  uniform  school  system, 
are  now  most  earnest  advocates  of  education,  and  their  influence 
in  promoting  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  is  widely  felt. 

A  large  portion  of  the  year  has  been  devoted  to  school  visita- 
tion, and  the  condition  of  the  schools,  as  a  general  thing,  has 
been  found  satisfactory.  To  this  general  view  there  are,  of  course, 
some  exceptions.  The  quality  of  the  teaching  has  been  better  ; 
the  average  time  has  been  increased,  and  the  attendance  upon 
the  schools  has  also  been  much  improved.  The  value  of  school 
property  has  increased  ;  the  average  salary  of  teachers  is  larger 
than  ever  before  reported  ;  the  attendance  of  teachers  at  the  in- 
stitutes has  been  more  regular ;  the  amount  of  district  school  tax 
voted  for  building  and  repairing  school  houses  has  been  larger, 
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and  I  feel  assured  that  the  better  examples  of  liberal  school  dis- 
tricts will  in  due  time  affect  the  whole,  and  every  intelligent  com- 
munity will  make  ample  provision  for  the  comfort  and  conveni- 
ence of  its  children  attendmg  school. 

Prominent  among  the  hindrances  to  the  efficiency  of  many  of 
our  schools  are  :  the  want  of  permanency  of  employment  of 
teachers,  a  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  many  parents  and 
school  commissioners  of  the  real  objects  of  the  schools,  and,  in 
some  places,  the  lack  of  trained  teachers.  In  several  instances 
the  fact  has  been  forced  upon  my  notice,  that  many  school  com- 
missioners do  not  take  that  interest  in  their  duties  which  the 
welfare  of  the  schools  demands.  It  is  too  often  the  case  that  the 
whole  supervision  of  the  school  falls  upon  one.  While  there  are 
many  school  officers  who  are  discharging  faithfully  the  duties  en- 
joined upon  them,  there  are  others  **  whose  pure  minds  should  be 
stirred  up,  by  way  of  remembrance,  to  do  their  dufy^  We  be- 
lieve that  the  free  schools  are  practically  *  *  of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  and  for  the  people,'*  and  it  is  therefore  to  the  people  we 
must  look  to  correct  all  errors  that  tend  to  impair  the  efficiency 
of  our  school  system,  and  we  must  enlist  that  material  and  moral 
support  by  means  of  which  we  may  be  enabled  to  make  our 
schools  serve  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  founded  and 
fulfill  the  high  hopes  of  usefulness  that  we  have  entertained 
concerning  them. 

Considered  as  the  growth  of  ten  years,  the  Delaware  system  of 
*  *  Free  Schools ' '  is  a  most  gratifying  work.  Never  before  has 
public  sentiment  been  so  strong  in  favor  of  the  support  of  free 
public  schools  as  to-day.  The  press  of  the  State  is  a  unit  in  their 
favor.  The  leading  men  of  all  parties,  and  all  religious  denom- 
inations, acknowledge  and  defend  the  truth  that  the  State  has 
duties  as  well  as  rights,  and  foremost  among  them  is  the  duty  of 
securing  a  good  common  school  education  to  the  children  of  all 
classes.  As  the  schools  of  every  community  answer  to  local 
public  opinion,  their  success  must  depend  on  the  sympathy  and 
appreciation  of  the  people.  Public  sentiment  is  not  the  creature 
of  p)ower,  made  to  order  of  any  sort  or  size,  but  it  is  a  growth, 
and  in  proportion  to  this  growth  will  our  schools  continue  to  im- 
prove. In  our  State,  as  in  every  othert  public  sentiment  rules ; 
laws  are  enacted  or  repealed  in  obedience  to  the  real  or  supposed 
demands  of  the  people.  We  cannot  go  ahead  of  general  senti- 
ment, but  we  can  endeavor  to  make  it  a  correct  one,  and  judging 
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from  the  encouragement  already  received  from  the  public  at 
large,  in  behalf  of  our  free  schools,  we  doubt  not  that  they  will 
take  a  yet  stronger  hold  upon  the  affections  of  the  people,  and 
will  be  sustained  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  dignity  and 
pride  of  our  time-honored  commonwealth. 

To  the  large  majority  of  our  youth,  the  education  they  receive 
in  the  free  schools  will  constitute  their  sole  capital  for  the  duties 
and  business  of  life.  Many  a  gifted,  but  poor  and  modest  boy, 
is  in  the  free  school  made  conscious  of  his  power,  and  is  imbued 
with  aspirations  for  the  broadest  culture.  Many  children,  ajg^ainst 
whom  penury  would  otherwise  bar  the  temple  of  knowledge, 
may,  by  means  of  the  free  schools,  obtain  an  education.  How 
important  then  that  our  schools  should  be  of  the  most  practical 
character ;  that  they  should  train  our  youth  to  think  for  them- 
selves ;  that  they  lay  well,  thoroughly,  and  understandingly  the 
foundation  on  which  a  noble  superstructure  may  subsequentiy 
be  erected  to  any  desirable  extent.  The  fact  that  the  State  con- 
tributes so  liberally  to  the  support  of  our  free  schools,  is,  to  my 
mind,  a  good,  reason  for  a  most  careful  inspection  and  supervision 
of  the  methods  and  results  of  such  expenditures.  To  the  rural 
districts  this  * '  State  Aid  *  *  is  a  great  help,  and  I  can  see  no  fair 
reason  why  each  district  should  not  be  required  to  raise  by  tax 
as  much  money  as  the  State  appropriates. 

A  detailed  history  of  the  year's  work  will  be  found  in  the 
statistical  tables  of  tnis  report.  The  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions for  the  improvement  of  our  school  system  are  herewith 
embodied.  I  believe  that  we  have  made  substantial  progress, 
and  feel  that  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  eminently  suc- 
cessful. 

TRAVELS  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

A  detailed  statement  of  our  travels  in  the  discharge  of  our 
official  duties  would  fill  a  small  volume.  It  would  be  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  condition  of  the  roads,  the  &rms,  towns  and  villages 
of  the  State.  It  would  also  be  an  account  of  the  hospitality  re- 
ceived from  all  classes  ot  citizens,  the  cordiality  with  which  we 
have  been  met  by  the  teachers,  and  the  happy  hours  passed  in 
school  houses,  among  hundreds  of  intelligent  girls  and  boys. 
During  the  year  every  county  has  been  visited.  We  have  been 
present  at  the  examinations  and  entertainments  of  several  public 
and  private  schools,  and  have  united  in  all  work  connected  with 
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educational  progress.  In  the  performance  of  our  duties  we  have 
been  the  recipients  of  kind  attention  on  the  part  of  school  officers 
and  school  patrons,  and  their  friendship  and  encouragement  we 
hope  ever  to  maintain. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  462  candidates  have  appeared  before  us 
for  examination.  330  candidates  have  secured  certificates,  and 
132  have  been  rejected.  Life  certificates  have  been  issued  to  6. 
We  employ  the  oral  and  written  methods  in  our  examinations, 
the  oral  to  test  the  applicant's  mode  of  expressing  himself  and 
impaiting"  what  he  knows  to  others,  and  the  written,  to  obtain  a 
more  uniform  test  of  his  literary  attainments.  The  examination 
questions  are  plain  and  practical,  while  the  standard  of  qualifica- 
tion is  being  raised  annually.  We  have  been  gradually  elimina- 
ting indifferent  teachers  and  substituting  efficient  ones.  This 
cannot  be  accomplished  instandy,  but  will  be  done  as  fast  as  is 
consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  teacher  and  the  good  of  the 
schools.  Time  is  required  to  show  the  unfitness  of  a  teacher 
who  evinced  competency  upon  examination.  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  teachers,  under  our  system  of  examination,  show 
marked  improvement  from  year  to  year,  and  produce  good  re- 
sults in  their  respective  school  rooms. 

SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

During  the  last  two  years  something  over  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  thousand  dollars  ($129,000)  have  been  spent  in  the 
erection  of  better  and  more  commodious  school  buildings.  Yet 
this  is  but  a  small  part  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  this  direction. 
Old,  rickety  school-houses  must  give  place  to  substantial,  comfort- 
able and  well-ventilated  buildings,  before  the  teacher  can  success- 
fully exercise  the  fiiU  scope  of  his  mental  powers.  A  majority  of 
our  school  buildings  are  unfit  for  school  purposes.  They  do  not 
bear  comparison  with  many  of  the  dwellings  by  which  they  are 
surrounded.  Many  of  them  seem  to  have  l^en  built  without  any 
thought  for  the  comfort  or  convenience  of  the  pupil.  Pure  air  is 
dealt  out  as  though  it  were  a  commodity  of  highest  price  and 
rarest  value  instead  of  being  supplied  with  that  abundance  which 
was  designed  by  the  all-wise  Creator.  In  some,  a  scarcity  of 
windows  gives  them  a  gloomy,  prison-like  appearance,  unlike  the 
bright,  cheerful  places  they  ought  to  be.  Much  harm  is  done  in 
these  buildings  by  the  scanty  means  of  ventilation.  A  red-hot 
10 
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Stove  in  the  centre  of  the  room  soon  heats  th«s  child  near  by  and 
he  is  allowed  to  remove  to  the  window,  where  the  cold,  chilling 
draught  plants  the  seeds  of  premature  disease.  These  rooms  are 
not  half  large  enough  for  the  number  of  pupils  attending  them  in 
the  winter  months,  and  fifty  or  sixty  children  are  kept  for  hours 
breathing  air  from  which  all  the  pure  health-giving  properties 
have  been  exhausted  in  a  single  hour.  In  most  cases  the  furni- 
ture is  in  keeping  with  the  houses  and  surroundings.  Benches 
are  selected  without  regard  to  the  age,  size,  or  convenience  of 
the  pupil.  Thus  children  are  often  permanently  deformed.  Of 
what  good  is  mental  culture  if  accompanied  by  deformity,  or  by 
slow  and  certain  undermining  of  the  health  of  the  body  ?  Many 
school-houses  in  the  State  are  well  and  comfortably  furnished ; 
yet  there  are  others  totally  devoid  of  comfort  and  convenience. 
Districts  in  which  there  are  good  school-houses,  are  rapidly  fill- 
ing up  with  good  citizens,  while  the  old  log  house  with  its  slab 
benches  is  shunned  as  men  shun  an  infectious,  stagnant  pool. 
Purchasers  and  tenants  want  to  know  what  educational  advan- 
tages are  offered  their  children,  and  every  citizen  who  desires  to 
improve  the  general  character  of  his  neighborhood  should  keep 
this  fact  in  mmd  and  endeavor  to  make  his  district  school-house  a 
model  of  neatness,  comfort  and  convenience. 

TEACHERS. 

Our  teachers,  taken  in  the  aggregate,  have  increased  very 
much  in  efficiency  during  the  past  year.  Some  can  be  recom- 
mended highly  for  their  acquirements,  energy,  and  aptitude  to 
teach,  and  for  the  discipline  and  good  order  which  they  preserve 
in  their  schools.  With  few  exceptions,  each  subsequent  visit  has 
found  the  schools  in  much  better  condition,  materially,  mentally, 
and  morally,  than  when  first  visited,  and  the  teachers  zealous  in 
their  arduous  labor.  Their  hearty  cooperation  with  us  in  all 
our  requests  and  demands,  and  the  cordiality  with  which  we  have 
been  received  by  them  in  the  discharge  of  our  varied  duties,  are 
gratefully  acknowledged  and  most  pleasantly  remembered. 

INSTITUTES. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  set  forth  in  this  report  the  good  that 
comes  of  the  county  institute.  In  our  State,  especially,  is  its 
value  incalculable.  We  have  no  normal  school  for  the  training 
of  those  who  desire  to  become  teachers,  therefore,  when  the 
young  enter  the  profession,  they  are  almost  wholly  unprepared, 
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so  far  as  methods  of  teaching  are  concerned.  The  county  in- 
stitute acts  as  the  substitute  for  the  normal  school.  The  subjects 
discussed  are  the  methods  of  teaching  the  different  branches,  and 
although  the  time  during  which  the  institute  is  in  session  is  short, 
yet  the  discussions  have  always  been  of  such  a  practical  character 
that  much  good  has  resulted,  not  only  to  the  young  teachers,  but 
also  to  those  who  have  had  many  years  experience. 

In  all  our  meetings,  we  have  summoned  to  our  assistance,  in 
the  shape  of  institute  workers  and  lecturers,  the  very  best  talent 
our  means  would  allow,  and  not  unfrequently  promment  educa- 
tors from  beyond  our  borders  have  given  us  their  services  with- 
out charge.  But  the  success  of  our  institutes  has  not  been  due 
entirely  to  outside  help,  for  many  of  the  most  experienced  and 
active  teachers  of  our  State  have  rendered  us  much  valuable 
assistance. 

NEW   CASTLE  COUNTY. 

During  the  last  two  years  Teachers'  Institutes  have  been  held 
in  this  county  as  follows :  At  Middletown,  November  21-24, 
1883 ;  number  of  teachers  in  attendance,  ninety.  At  Newark, 
November  19-22,  1884 ;  number  of  teachers  in  attendance, 
eighty-five. 

KENT  COUNTY. 

During  the  last  two  years  Teachers'  Institutes  have  been  held 
in  this  county  as  follows  :  At  Harrington,  December  5-8,  1883  ; 
about  one  hundred  teachers  in  attendance.  At  Dover,  Decem- 
ber 3-6,  1884 ;  number  of  teachers  in  attendance,  one  hundred 
and  ten. 

SUSSEX   COUNTY. 

Two  Institutes  were  also  held  in  this  county  as  follows  :  At 
Lewes,  December  12-15,  i^^S  J  number  of  teachers  in  atten- 
dance, one  hundred  and  twenty.  At  Milford,  December  10-13, 
1884  ;  number  of  teachers  in  attendance,  one  hundred  and  forty.

DELAWARE  STATE  TEACHERS'  ASSOCIATION. 

In  1879,  many  teachers  and  friends  of  education  met  at  Reho- 
both,  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  cause  of  education  in  our 
State,  and  formed  the  '*  Delaware  State  Teachers*  Association.*' 
In  1884,  said  Association  held  its  sixth  annual  meeting  at  Reho- 
both,  which  was  in  every  way  a  success.  These  meetings  have 
been  presided  over  by  some  of  the  ablest  educators  in  our  State, 
and  have  been  the  means  of  bringing  about  a  closer  union  be- 
tween teachers  and  friends  of  the  schools,  as  many  commission- 
ers and  patrons  of  the  schools  have  become  members  of  the  As- 
sociation and  have  joined  in  the  discussions.  The  subjects  have 
been  practical,  interesting  alike  to  the  teacher  and  the  friend  of 
education.  Eminent  lecturers  from  abroad  have  been  secured, 
and  home  talent  has  been  liberally  used,  thus  securing  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  intellectual  treats  and  much  practical 
information.  These  meetings  can  do  much  good  in  awakening 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  a  desire  for  a  better  system  of  public 
school  instruction,  and  thus  shape  legislation  in  the  interest  of 
our  schools.  No  teacher  in  the  State  can  afford  to  miss  this 
summer  trip  to  the  sea.  Many  teachers  in  private  schools  have 
done  much  for  the  success  of  this  Association,  thus  bringing  about 
more  friendly  relations  between  teachers  of  public  and  private 
schools.  Any  teacher  or  friend  of  education  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association. 

EDUCATIONAL  MEETINGS. 

During  the  past  year  about  twenty-five  educational  meetings 
have  been  held  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  principally  in  Kent 
and  Sussex  Counties,  and  before  the  April  meeting  of  1885  we 
expect  to  hold  several  in  New  Castle  County.  These  meetings 
were  held  in  churches,  school-houses  and  town  halls,  and  were 
always  well  attended.  We  think  that  much  good  was  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  creating  a  more  healthy  sentiment  in  favor 
of  better  educational  facilities.  We  talked  with  the  people  rather 
than  to  them,  and  are  almost  certain  that,  in  several  cases,  in  our 
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little  cross-roads  educational  meeting  was  laid  the  foundation  of 
what  is  now  a  beautiful  and  attractive  school  building. 

We  held  very  enthusiastic  meetings  at  Felton,  Frederica, 
Georgetown  and  Laurel,  and  we  hope  and  shall  expect  to  see 
some  action  taken  during  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature, 
by  the  citizens  of  those  towns,  to  better  their  school  faculties. 

EDUCATIONAL  JOURNAL  AND  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

Every  State  that  has  an  energetic  school  system  sustains  a 
well  conducted  school  journal.  This  journal  is  the  medium  of 
official  communication  between  the  school  authorities  and  the 
schools,  and  becomes  the  vehicle  of  valuable  information  relative 
to  the  duties  of  teachers.  Teaching  is  a  progressive  science,  and 
every  teacher,  to  keep  up  with  the  times,  must  be  a  student.  The 
school  commissioners,  who  are  the  executive  agents  of  the  school 
system,  also  need  instruction  to  guide  them  in  the  discharge  of 
tneir  duties.  Such  a  publication  in  our  State,  devoted  entirdy  to 
educational  matters,  would,  we  believe,  impart  knowledge  and 
awaken  increased  enthusiasm  among  all  connected  with  the 
school  system,  and  would  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
schools.  To  make  the  effort  a  success,  some  aid  would  be  need- 
ed from  the  State.  Such  aid  is  given  in  the  sister  States.  A 
school  journal,  circulated  in  all  portions  of  the  State  would,  we 
believe,  cause  school  questions  to  be  discussed  in  many  house- 
holds, and  the  great  principles  which  underlie  the  whole  system 
of  public  education  would  be  better  understood.  The  volumes 
of  a  school  library,  circulating  through  the  school  district,  would 
create  a  taste  for  reading,  while  they  would  add  to  the  fund  of 
g^eneral  knowledge.  Each  school  district  ought  to  secure  for 
Itself  a  library  of  books  profitable  and  interesting  for  children  to 
read.  If  a  taste  for  reading  be  not  formed  early  in  life,  it  is  not 
likely  to  be  formed  at  all.  There  are  several  districts  in  our  State 
that  are  supplied  with  good  school  libraries,  books  adapted  to  the 
tastes  and  capacities  olthe  youn^,  filling  their  minds  with  useful 
knowledge,  and  occupying  the  leisure  hours  of  long  winter  even- 
ings.    We  hope  that  other  districts  will  imitate  their  example. 

DELAWARE  COLLEGE. 

We  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  President 
and  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Delaware  College  in  aiding  us  so 
freely  and  generously  in  our  work  before  the  county  institutes. 
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It  has  been  our  privilege  for  the  past  two  years  to  be  somewhat 
intimately  associated  with  this  institution. 

Its  chairs  we  have  found  filled  with  gentlemen  whose  ability, 
we  have  not  the  slightest  doubt,  would  reflect  credit  upon  any 
literary  institution  in  our  land. 

The  commencement  exercises  we  have  attended  with  much 
pleasure  and  satisfaction,  and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  whom  we 
have  seen  graduate  have  shown  unmistakable  signs  of  that  train- 
ing and  development  so  necessary  to  a  successful  career  in  life. 

This  is  the  only  institution  of  higher  learning  belonging  to  the 
State.  It  is  endowed  by  a  fund  received  under  the  act  of  Con- 
gress passed  in  1862.  The  buildings,  grounds,  library,  and  ap- 
paratus now  used,  were  under  the  exclusive  control  of  a  private 
corporation  until  a  new  charter  was  obtained  in  1867.  Tne  col- 
lege was  then  reorganized  and  the  State  was  made  one-half  owner 
of  all  the  property  of  the  college.  An  Agricultural  Department 
was  established  as  a  condition  of  the  acceptance  of  the  Congress- 
ional grant.  The  principal  object  of  this  department  is  to  give 
instruction  to  young  men  in  those  branches  of  science  related  to 
agriculture,  and,  therefore,  it  is  called  **The  Scientific  and  Agri- 
cultural Department ;' '  and  the  leading  studies  are  botany, 
physics,  biology,  chemistry,  and  geology.  Instruction  is  also 
given  in  the  advanced  studies  of  the  English  course,  viz:  The 
science  of  government,  English  literature,  logic,  mental  and 
moral  philosophy.  Latin  is,  also,  taught  in  this  department,  not 
only  for  the  mental  discipline  it  affords,  but  as  well  because  it 
helps  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  English  language  and  gives 
the  key  to  unlock  the  meaning  of  a  great  many  of  the  terms  used 
in  the  sciences.  Either  German  or  French,  is,  also,  included  in 
the  list  of  studies.  The  course  of  the  Agricultural  Department 
requires  four  years  for  its  completion,  but  a  student,  if  properly 
prepared,  may  enter  at  any  period  of  it,  or,  if  he  prefers,  may 
take  only  a  select  portion  of  its  studies,  as,  in  fact,  a  number  of 
students  do.  The  trustees  of  the  college  express  their  willing- 
ness to  have  instruction  given  in  practical  agriculture,  provided  a 
portion  of  land  shall  be  given  to  them  for  this  purpose.  The 
present  means  of  the  college  do  not  admit  of  the  purchase  of  a 
farm.  About  one-half  the  students  have  been  connected  with 
this  department. 

The  ClassiccU  Department  embraces  a  course  of  instruction 
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similar  to  that  found  in  a  majority  of  our  eastern  colleges,  the 
I  Latin  and  Greek  both  being  essential.    This  course,  also,  requires 

I  four  years  for  graduation. 

r  There  is  a  third  course  of  study,  called  the  Literary  Course, 

I  This  is  designed  more  particularly  for  young  ladies,  and  is  about 

the  same  as  the  classical,  except  that  it  omits  Greek  and  the 
higher  mathematics.  The  trustees,  twelve  years  ago,  admitted 
young  ladies  to  the  class-rooms  in  order  that  they  might  enjoy 
the  advantages  of  a  sound  and  thorough  education,  and  a  num- 
ber of  them  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  enter 
the  literary  course.  The  results  of  coeducation  are  represented 
by  the  faculty' as  favorable  to  good  order  and  diligent  study. 

The  President  of  the  college  is  ex  officio  the  President  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  present  incumbent  of  that  posi- 
tion. Dr.  Wm.  H.  Purnell,  has  fully  cooperated  with  the  Superin- 
tendents in  endeavoring  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  usefulness 
of  our  Free  Schools.  Quite  a  number  of  those  who  have  been 
y  in  whole  or  in  part  educated  in  the  college  have  become  teach - 

I  ers  in  our  Free  Schools,  and  we  believe  that  institution  has  helped 

to  give  an  impetus  to  the  cause  of  education  in  the  State.  The 
graduates  of  the  college  take  high  rank  among  our  useful  and 
mfiuential  citizens. 

The  average  number  of  students  for  two  years  last  past  was 
fifty-four.  More  than  half  of  this  number  were  admitted  on 
scholarship  appointments  from  members  of  the  Legislature.  The 
State  is  entitled  to  thirty  appointments,  ten  from  each  county. 

Good  order  has  prevailed,  and  we  are  informed  that  there  has 
been  no  necessity  for  the  exercise  of  severe  discipline.  The 
President  states  that  there  has  been  no  case  of  expulsion  or  sus- 
pension for  ten  years  past. 

The  Building, — The  Trustees  and  Faculty  desire  to  have  the 
building  put  in  complete  repair,  and  some  addition  made  to  the 
oratory,  which  is  too  contracted  for  commencement  and  other 
^  occasions.      Additional  recitation   rooms  are  also  needed.      A 

better  laboratory  is  required  for  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  who 
is  ex  officio  the  State  Chemist — ^an  office  of  very  high  import- 
ance to  the  farming  interests  of  the  State. 

No  college  is  more  delightfully  situated,  and  if  she  could  re- 
ceive that  generous  aid  and  support  which  our  citizens  might  give 
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her  she  would  ere  long  attain  an  enviable  reputation  in  our  coun- 
try. Although  laboring  under  much  embarrassment,  yet  we  be- 
lieve she  is  doing  her  work  well,  and  we  would  most  heartily 
commend  her  to  the  confidence  of  our  people. 

COLORED  SCHOOLS. 

By  virtue  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  April 
19,  1883,  I  have  for  the  past  year  exercised  a  general  supervision 
over  the  colored  schools  of  the  State.  During  the  last  school 
term,  the  total  number  of  colored  schools  in  the  State,  outside  of 
Wilmington,  was  65.  The  average  length  of  the  school  term  for 
the  State  was  4^  months.  The  highest  monthly  enrollment  for 
the  schools  outside  of  Wilmington  was  3,409.  The  total  amount 
paid  to  these  schools  from  all  sources  for  the  last  school  term  was 
$8,176.28,  as  follows: 

From  State  Appropriation, $4*987.34 

From  Colored  School  Tax, 2,873.69 

From  Delaware  Association, 31525 

$8,176.28 

The  average  amount  paid  to  each  school  in  the  State  per  month 
was  $24.00.  The  terms  of  the  various  schools  varied  from  four 
months  to  eight  months.  The  attendance  showed  no  marked  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year,  owing  largely  to  the  almost  im- 
passable condition  of  the  public  roads  dunng-  the  winter  months. 
I  became  so  well  convinced  of  the  thoroughness  and  excellence 
of  the  work  heretofore  done  by  the  Delaware  Association  for  the 
Education  of  the  Colored  People,  that  I  sought  for  their  coopera- 
tion during  the  past  year,  and  while  the  work  received  my  gen- 
eral supervision,  some  branches  of  the  work  remained  as  here- 
tofore, in  charge  of  that  association. 

My  observation  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  colored 
schools  are  doing  an  excellent  work,  with  many  promising  indi- 
cations for  the  future. 

SCHOOL  LAW. 

During  the  past  two  years  much  has  been  said  in  respect  to 
the  manner  of  assessing,  levying  and  collecting  school  taxes. 
Many  plausible  arguments  have  been  advanced  to  show  that  if 
this  part  of  our  school  law  were  properly  revised  it  would  greatly 
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increase  the  efficiency  of  our  system.  This  subject  has  been 
thoroughly  discussed  in  the  reports  of  my  predecessor  in  office. 
I  endorse  what  he  has  said,  and  again  call  the  attention  of  the 
le^lators  to  the  matter,  trustine  that  they  will  seriously  consider 
this  question,  and  act  intelligendy,  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I. 

As  has  been  intimated  elsewhere,  the  County  Institute  system 
has  been  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  in  bringing  our 
schools  up  to  their  present  standard.  It  should  therefore  re<^ve 
the  earnest  support  of  the  Legislature.  The  expenses  of  the  In- 
stitute have  been  paid  out  of  a  fund  raised  b}^  taxing  the  teachers. 
While  a  large  majority  of  the  teachers  are  willing  to  pay  this  tax, 
we  know  of  many  who  are  not  able  to  pay  it  Tney  get  but 
small  salaries,  and  have  families  to  support,  and  it  gready  em- 
barrasses them  to  attend  the  Institute  ana  not  be  able  to  help  pay 
the  expenses. 

We  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Legisla- 
ture authorize  the  State  Treasurer  to  set  apart  from  the  school 
fund,  or  State  appropriation,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  county,  subject  to  the  draft  of  the 
State  Superintendent,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  County  In- 
stitutes. 

IL 

The  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  by  which 
the  Superintendent  is  directed  to  appoint  depositaries  for  the  sale 
of  school  books,  allows  but  five  per  cent,  as  commission  for  hand- 
ling the  books.  This  commission,  the  depositaries  claim,  is  too 
small  to  pay  them  for  their  trouble. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  commission  be  in- 
creased to  ten  per  cent.,  and  that  the  depositary  be  required  to 
furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

III. 

There  is  another  subject  which  has  never  been  brought  before 
the  Legislature,  the  facts  concerning  which  reach  us  from  dme  to 
time  incidentally.  We  refer  to  the  misappropriation  and  embez- 
zlement of  school  funds  by  district  clerks.  Not  a  year  passes  in 
whidi  there  are  not  defidcadons  of  diis  kind.  The  Auditor  is 
II 
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well  aware  of  the  truthfulness  of  this  statement.  The  wrone  cer- 
tainly prevails  ;  the  wisdom  of  our  legislators  should  supply  the 
remedy. 

IV. 

Section  2,  Chapter  47,  Volume  17,  Laws  of  Delaware,  reads : 
'  *  That  no  district  of  Sussex  County  shall  receive  any  appropria- 
tion from  the  State  until  it  has  raised,  by  tax,  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  dollars.'* 

There  seems  to  be  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  meaning  of 
this  section,  and,  as  a  result,  some  of  the  districts  of  the  county 
have  lost  their  share  of  the  twenty-five  thousand  dollar  appro- 
priation. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  above 
mentioned  section,  and  respectfully  request  that  some  action  be 
taken  whereby  any  doubt  as  to  its  meaning  may  be  dispelled. 

V. 

In  many  parts  of  our  State,  especially  Sussex  County,  the 
school  districts  are  in  very  bad  shape.  Lines  have  been  contin- 
ually changed  until  it  is  almost  impossible  to  define  the  real  boun- 
daries. Some  districts  are  entirely  too  small,  while  others  are 
much  too  large. 

We  would  recommend  that  such  action  be  taken  by  the  Legis- 
lature as  will  result  in  a  redistricting  of  the  State. 

VI. 

A  number  of  towns  of  our  State  are  practically  outside  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State  Superintendent.  Their  teachers  are  not 
required  to  attend  the  State  examinations,  nor  are  they  required 
to  attend  the  County  Institutes.  These  towns  avail  themselves  of 
the  State  school  fund,  and  we  fail  to  understand  why  they  should 
be  exempt  from  State  supervision.  If  the  State  appropriates 
money  for  the  support  of  their  schools,  we  think  it  has  the  right 
to  see  that  the  money  is  properly  applied.  We  respectfully  call 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  matter. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  report  of  another  year's  labors  is  presented.  While  the 
evidence  of  sound  progress  in  educational  matters  in  our  com-i 
monwealth  must  cause  lively  gratification,  our  work  is  but  comr 
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menced.  Much  remains  to  be  done.  The  new  interest  awakened 
on  the  part  of  the  people  in  public  education,  with  a  steady  growth 
during  the  past  eight  or  ten  years,  inspires  the  hope  for  a  grand 
and  glorious  future.  In  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  I  have  been 
aided  by  my  efficient  and  worthy  colleague,  H.  C.  Carpenter. 
The  zeal  and  cordiality  that  have  characterized  his  labors  since 
we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  associated  together,  will  ever 
be  most  kindly  reme^nbered  and  appreciated.  I  desire  to  return 
thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  railroads ;  to  the  press  throughout 
the  State ;  H.  C.  Conrad,  Esq. ,  Actuary  of  the  Delaware  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Education  of  Colored  People,  and  all  friends  of 
education,  for  valuable  assistance  rendered.  I  have  endeavored 
to  discharge  my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  Thanking  you, 
most  honored  sir,  for  your  warm  and  hearty  interest  in  behalf  of 
the  Free  Schools  of  our  State,  and  indulging  the  hope  that  they 
will  ever  remain  the  bulwarks  thereof,  in  the  promotion  of  peace, 
intelligence  and  industry,

GENERAL   REMARKS. 

The  grammar  and  primary  school  classes  enrolled  8,125  chil- 
dren within  the  year,  and  the  high  school  classes  134.  The  in- 
crease in  the  former  was  619,  and  the  decrease  in  the  latter  34. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  demand  in  this  city  is  mainly  for 
the  rudiments  of  education.  Everybody  here  seems  satisfied 
that  a  little  learning  is  a  good  thing,  but  most  of  our  people  seem 
to  doubt  whether  a  high  school  education  is  worth  all  it  costs. 
Great  majorities  are  not  always  right,  and  it  will  probably  be  dis- 
covered in  time  that  the  majority  are  wrong  in  this  case. 

Edward  Everett  is  credited  with  this  utterance :  '*To  read  the 
English  language  well,  to  write  with  dispatch  a  neat,  legible 
hand,  and  to  be  master  of  the  first  four  rules  in  arithmetic,  so  as 
to  dispose  of,  at  once,  with  accuracy,  every  question  of  figures 
which  comes  up  in  practice,  I  call  this  a  good  education.  And  if 
you  add  the  ability  to  write  pure,  grammatical  English,  I  regard 
It  an  excellent  education.  These  are  the  tools.  You  can  do 
much  with  them,  but  you  are  helpless  without  them.  They  are 
the  foundation,  and,  unless  you  begin  with  these,  all  your  fiashy 
attainments,  a  little  geology,  and  all  other  ologies  and  osophies, 
are  ostentatious  rubbish.'* 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  feithfiilness  with 
which  the  teachers  have  labored  to  put  the  pupils  in  possession  of 
these  tools,  and  to  lay  this  foundation.  The  three  r's  were 
never  as  well  taught  before  in  our  schools.  And  the  higher 
classes  have  been  well  managed  and  taught.  In  making  my 
last  report,  a  sense  of  duty  compelled  me  to  say  that  the 
discipline  in  some  rooms  in  the  boys'  grammar  schools  had 
been  so  poor  that  the  boys  learned  their  lessons  or  not,  much  as 
they  pleased.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  great  improve- 
ment in  this  matter.  The  high  schools  have  been  in  excellent 
condition.  The  smallness  of  most  of  the  high  school  classes 
gave  the  pupils  in  them  superior  opportunities  for  getting  in- 
struftion. 

Good  schools  are  the  result  of  ability  and  diligence  on  the  part 
of  the  teachers,  qualities  that  in  the  nature  of  ming^  have  a  ten- 
dency to  decline.  Any  considerable  abatement  of  either  of  these 
qualities  diminishes  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.     When,  there- 
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fore,  schoob  have  attained  as  good  a  condition  as  ours  have  been 
in  for  some  time,  it  is  reason  for  congratulation  if  they  continue 
in  that  condition.  In  the  remarks  that  follow  I  have  endeavored 
to  point  out  a  few  of  the  improvements  that  have  been  made,  and 
to  suggest  where  others  need  to  be  made. 

READING. 

The  introduftion  of  the  reading  charts  and  the  two  additional 
readers  for  little  children,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  largely  in- 
creased the  facilities  for  teaching  the  first  lessons  in  reading.  Up 
to  the  time  these  were  introduced  there  was  not  near  enough 
easy  reading  matter  for  the  lower  grades.  The  primer  and  the 
first  reader,  the  only  reading  previously  provided  for  the  first 
three  grades,  contained  only  one  hundred  and  thirty  pages  of 
reading.  Six  hundred  pages  would  not  be  too  much  for  these 
grades.  There  is  much  difference  in  the  rate  at  which  children 
kam  to  read,  and  those  who  learn  most  rapidly  are  generally 
those  who  have  a  chance  to  read  many  books  and  papers  suitable 
to  their  years.  The  number  of  children  in  these  uree  grades  is 
greater  than  in  any  other  three  grades,  and  it  is  desirable  that 
3iey  should,  at  the  beginning  of  their  school  life,  be  given  lessons 
that  they  can  understand  and  enjoy.  Who  can  teO  how  many 
children  come  to  dislike  school  because  they  are  given  lessons 
that  are  too  difficult  for  them  ? 

The  a  b  c  method  in  starting  children  in  reading  has  gone  out 
of  use  in  our  schoob.  We  begin  by  presenting  whole  words  to 
the  children,  not  as  words  to  be  spelled,  but  as  signs  of  ideas. 
For  instance  the  children  are  shown  a  hat,  and  then  the  word  hat 
is  printed  on  the  blackboard ;  or  a  cat  is  mentioned,  and  the 
word  cat  printed  on  the  blackboard  ;  and  so  of  other  words.  By 
repetition  of  this  process  the  children  come  to  know  the  printed 
words  just  as  they  come  to  know  spoken  words  by  hearing  them. 
A  little  later  the  teacher  prints  on  the  blackboard  sentences  made 
in  part  of  the  words  the  children  have  learned,  and  teaches  the 
children  to  read  them.  As  they  learn  the  words  and  sentences, 
they  are  taught  to  copy  them  on  their  slates. 

Children  who  enter  school  without  knowing  a  letter,  in  a  very 
short  time  learn  to  read  and  print.  In  connection  with  these  les- 
sons the  children  are  taught  by  concert  exercises  to  spell  the 
words  they  have  been  taught  to  recognize  at  sight  By  this 
spelling  they  learn  the  names  and  powers  of  the  letters.     Many 
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children  know  the  alphabet  when  they  enter  school,  and  the  rest 
in  a  short  time  learn  it  without  much  special  effort  being  made  to 
teach  it  to  them.  Besides  the  use  of  the  reading  charts  and  the 
lessons  printed  by  the  teacher  on  the  blackboard,  the  following 
words,  each  printed  on  a  separate  card,  in  letters  an  inch  and  a 
quarter  long,  are  used  in  teaching  the  first  grade  pupils  :

These  words  are  presented  as  the  signs  of  ideas,  and  the  teach- 
er's first  work  with  them  is  to  get  the  children  to  associate  the 
idea  with  the  word.  The  question,  when  one  of  these  words  is 
presented  to  the  class,  is  not,  **  What  is  this  word,  and  how  do 
you  spell  it  ?*'  It  is,  ''What  does  this  word  make  you  think  of?*' 
These  cards  can  be  handled  very  quickly  by  the  teacher,  and  the 
words  resemble  those  in  the  reaaers  more  closely  than  do  the 
words  made  with  crayon  on  the  blackboard.  The  words  are 
mostly  from  the  first  reader,  and  the  knowledge  of  them  acquired 
from  the  cards  prepares  the  children  for  the  use  of  that  book. 

To  quicken  the  perceptive  powers  of  the  children,  and  to  fix 
the  association  of  words  with  ideas,  a  series  of  object  lessons  is 
eiven  in  the  lower  grades.  Objects  and  pictures  are  presented 
Defore  the  class,  and  the  names  of  their  parts,  qualities,  and 
actions  are  given  and  repeated  orally,  till  the  part,  quality,  or 
action  brings  the  word  quickly  to  the  memory  of  the  child. 
Then  the  word  is  written  on  the  blackboard,  and  pronounced, 
and  spelled,  and  copied  by  the  children  on  their  slates.  The  ob- 
ject of  this  exercise  is  not  primarily  pronunciation  and  spelling, 
though  both  of  these  are  taught  by  it ;  but  it  is  to  train  the  chil- 
dren in  accurate  observation,  and  to  teach  the  correct  words  for 
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expressing  the  ideas  they  get  by  their  observation.  These  les- 
sons quicken  the  pupil's  senses  and  increase  his  knowledge  of 
things  that  he  must  know  in  order  to  understand  the  books  he  is 
to  study  later.  To  the  teacher  they  open  up  a  wide  field  of  in- 
teresting and  pleasant  teaching.  Much  excellent  work  of  this 
kind  is  done  in  the  first  and  second  grades,  and  it  is  very  valuable 
preparation  of  the  children  for  learning  to  read. 

Some  teachers,  however,  do  this  kind  of  work  very  mechan- 
ically, and  fail  almost  entirely  in  getting  the  children  to  perceive 
the  thing  and  get  the  idea  which  the  object  or  picture  is  intended 
to  present  to  them.  I  think  there  are  some  teachers  in  our  corps 
who  fail  to  make  these  lessons  profitable  to  their  pupils  because, 
often,  when  the  time  comes  to  give  the  lesson,  they  from  neglect 
are  unprepared  to  do  their  part  well. 

What  I  have  said  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  teaching  that 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  a  b  c  method.  The  teachers,  however, 
while  working  on  the  general  principles  of  this  method,  vary 
their  exercises  from  lesson  to  lesson.  The  best  methods  fail  when 
tried  by  incompetent  or  indolent  teachers.  Good  results  are  not 
produced  where  there  is  a  lack  either  of  ability  or  diligence. 

Nearly  all  the  teachers  who  have  of  late  years  been  in  charge 
of  first  grade  pupils  have,  in  the  Training  School,  been  instructed 
in  natural  methods  of  teaching  the  first  lessons  in  reading. 
Some  have  had  more  training  in  these  methods  than  others,  but 
all  have  had  enough  help  to  start  them  in  the  new  method. 
There  is,  however,  a  strong  tendency  to  go' back  to  old  mechan- 
ical ways.  Why  is  this  ?  All  who  know  what  the  new  methods 
are,  know  that  they  produce  better  results.  The  new  methods 
make  it  necessary  for  the  teacher  to  be  a  thinker,  and  to  impart 
to  her  pupils  some  new  and  interesting  ideas  at  each  recitation. 
They  require  that  she  should  love  her  little  pupils,  and  enter 
heartily  into  their  feelings  and  interests.  The  new  methods  re- 
quire fresh  faculties  in  the  morning,  and  leave  them  weary  when 
the  day's  teaching  is  done.  Compared  with  this  kind  of  teach- 
ing, the  old  way  of  hearing  the  a  b  c  and  spelling  lessons  is  very 
light  work.  The  real  teaching  required  by  the  new  methods  is 
harder  work  than  merely  hearing  lessons,  and  this  is  perhaps  a 
reason  for  the  tendency  mentioned. 

Pupils  should  be  required  to  read  as  if  they  enjoyed  it,  and  so 
as  to  show  a  purpose  to  make  their  reading  understood.     The 
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absence  of  indications  of  a  purpose  to  read  well  is  a  common 
defect,  and  many  teachers  seem  to  be  so  accustomed  to  it  that 
they  do  not  realize  how  great  a  defect  it  is.  Reading  that  they 
would  call  poor  under  any  other  circumstances,  they  mark  in 
their  records  of  recitation  as  good.  When  teachers  accept  poor 
reading  as  good,  and  mark  it  so,  their  pupils  will  not  prepare 
themselves  to  read  well.  Occasionally  I  fina  a  teacher  who  seems 
to  feel  that  the  period  for  teaching  reading  is  a  resting  time,  when 
the  recitation  can  be  permitted  to  take  its  own  course.

MIDDLETOWN  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS.  .

To  the  Superintendents  of  Schools  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  hereby  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  the  Middletown  Schools  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  24,  1884. 

Number  of  pupib  enrolled,  two  hundred.  Average  attendance, 
one  hundred  and  eighty-five.  The  school  year  consists  of  forty- 
two  weeks.  There  are  four  departments ;  taught  by  one  male 
and  three  female  teachers,  whose  salaries  amount  to  $1,700. 

The  School  District  owns  no  school  house,  nor  land  on  which 
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to  erect  one,  but  since  the  two  districts  became  consolidated,  nine 
years  ago,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Middletown  Academy  have 
generously  allowed  the  use  of  that  building  for  public  school  pur- 
poses, at  the  nominal  rent  of  $5  per  annum,  said  trustees  keep- 
ing the  building  in  repair  and  providing  furniture  for  school 
rooms,  also  providing  and  keepmg  in  repair  the  dwelling  at- 
tached, for  the  use  of  the  Principal. 

Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  these  generous  men  for  what 
they  do  for  the  community  in  promoting  the  cause  of  education. 

The  sum  of  $1,200  is  raised  annually  by  taxation  ;  about  $300 
has  been  received  annually  as  tuition  from  non-resident  pupils. 
These  sums,  with  the  amount  received  from  the  State,  constitute 
the  school  fund. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  excellent, 
and  the  benefits  derived  from  it  are  plainly  manifest  in  the  in- 
creased efficiency  of  the  pupils  in  each  room. 

Examinations  for  promotion  are  held  by  the  Principal  twice  a 
year,  his  decision  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Exlucation. 

There  has  been  a  remarkable  change  in  the  sentiments  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  community  in  regard  to  public  schools  since 
our  present  school  law  went  into  operation.  Eight  years  ago, 
many  of  our  community  would  not  patronize  the  public  schools, 
but  as  they  have  become  acquainted  with  the  workings  of  the 
school  system,  prejudice  seems  to  have  been  replaced  by  feelings 
of  confidence,  and  now  it  is  almost  impossible  to  find  parents  who 
have  children  to  educate  who  are  not  warm  supporters  of  our 
schools. 

Allow  me  to  thank  you  for  your  kindness  and  cooperation 
dupng  the  past  year.

Sir  :  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  make  this  report  of  Smyrna 
Public  Schools.  Since  my  report  of  two  years  ago,  we  have  seen 
great  things  in  Smyrna.  Public  interest  in  public  education  has 
grown  in  strength  and  fervor  until  the  voice  of  opposition  is  no 
longer  heard  ;  the  corps  of  teachers  has  been  increased  ;  a  com- 
modious, convenient,  and  elegant  school  building  has  been  erect- 
ed, and  the  Board  of  School  Directors — of  which,  by  the  way, 
ex-Superintendent  Groves  has  become  a  member — ^has  learned  to 
appreciate  the  best  methods  of  instruction  and  to  demand  them 
at  the  hands  of  the  teachers  employed. 

A  short  description  of  the  new  house  may  be  of  interest.  The 
foundation  walls  are  of  stone,  bedded  about  three  and  a  half  feet 
below  the  surface.  The  superstructure  is  of  dark  red  stretcher 
bricks,  with  buff  sand-stone  trimmings  and  rows  of  ornamental 
black  and  white  bricks.  The  internal  wood-work  is  of  yellow 
pine,  finished  in  hard  oil  varnish.  The  external  wood  is  painted 
m  two  shades  of  olive  with  red  trimmings.  The  ceilings  are  white- 
coated  and  the  walls  sand-finished.  Special  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  arrangements  for  heating  and  ventilating.  Windows 
are  so  arranged  that  light  does  not  glare  in  pupils*  eyes.  The 
building  contains  eight  teaching  rooms  (one  of  which  is  at  present 
unoccupied),  corresponding  doak  rooms,  a  convenient  assem- 
bly room,  and  large,  handsome  halls.  The  contract  cost  was 
$14,625.  The  teaching  rooms  are  furnished  with  the  best  school 
desks  manufactured,  and  are  supplied  with  a  large  amount  lof 
blackboard  surface.     Four  of  them  have  slate  blackboards.

The  salary  of  the  6th  assistant  has  since  been  raised  to  $325. 
The  school  is  thoroughly  graded,  consisting  of  a  high  school,  two 
grammar  schools,  two  intermediate,  and  two  primary.  The  aim 
IS  to  prepare  pupils  for  college  or  for  business  life.

You  will  notice  that  the  average  attendance  for  each  teacher  is 
something  more  than  46  pupils.  At  certain  seasons  of  the  year 
the  primary  departments  are  much  crowded.  There  is  need  for 
another  teacher.  That  want  will  probably  be  supplied  at  the  be- 
ginning of  another  year.

t  Exirctcts  from  the  report  of  H.   C,  Conrad,  Actuary  for  the 

Delaware  Association. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee: 

In  submitting  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Actuary  of  the  Del- 
aware Association,  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  during 
the  past  year  there  have  been  no  steps  backward  in  the  work  of 
colored  education  in  the  State.  I  had  expected  that  the  increase 
in  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  to  the  colored  schools, 
from  $2,400  to  95, 000,  would  have  a  tendency  of  materially  en- 
^§^ng  the  schools.  No  particular  gain  has  been  made ;  and 
yet  I  am  convinced  that  the  continued  wet  weather  during  the 
winter,  which  rendered  the  roads  throughout  the  State  almost 
impassable,  was  largely  the  cause  of  the  failure  to  increase  the 
number  of  scholars  enrolled.  The  colored  people  appreciate 
V  very  fully  the  aid  extended  to  them  by  the  State.     The  present 

I  appropriation  has  very  greatly  lessened  their  burdens,  and  the 

school  year  just  past  has  resulted  in  bringing  them  much  nearer 
to  a  ''free  school''  system.  In  many  localities  the  amounts 
arising  from  the  State  appropriation  and  from  the  school  tax 
funds  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  schools. 
In  several  others  only  a  small  tuition  was  required  from  the 
scholars  in  addition  to  the  amount  appropriated.  The  increased 
appropriation  had  the  effect  of  starting  die  schools  earlier  in  the 
term,  a  very  large  part  of  the  schools  opening  in  November, 
whereas,  heretofore,  very  many  did  not  open  until  December 
and  January.  The  tendency  the  past  year  has  been  towards 
shortening  rather  than  lengthening  the  school  term,  the  idea 
being  to  divide  the  gross  amount  appropriated  to  each  school 
into  monthly  parts  large  enough  to  about  meet  the  expenses. 
The  result  has  been  that  the  total  number  of  months  ol  school 
taught  during  the  past  y^  is  10  months  less  than  the  year 
before.  In  several  localities  the  schools  were  continued  a  month 
or  more  beyond  the  term,  at  the  expense  of  the  people  inter- 
ested. The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  State,  outside  of 
Wilmington,  was  65.  Of  these  one  was  open  8  months ;  2  were 
open  7  months;  12  were  open  6  months;  2  were  open  5^^ 
months ;  2  were  open  5^  months ;  18  were  open  5  months ; 
2  were  open  4j^  ;  25  were  open  4  months,  ana  one  was  open 
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3J^  months.  The  average  length  of  the  school  term  for  the 
State  was  4^  months.  For  New  Castle  County  4^  months ; 
for  Kent,  4^  months,  and  for  Sussex  4^  months.  The  highest 
monthly  enrollment  for  the  schools  outside  of  Wilmington  was 
3,409,  showing  a  decrease  of  30  from  the  year  previous.  The 
number  of  schools  in  the  State  is  the  same  as  reported  last  year. 
The  total  amount  donated  to  these  schools  from  all  sources  for 
the  year  was  $8,235.89  as  compared  with  $6,351.97  for  the  year 
before,  showing  an  increase  for  the  past  year  of  $1,883.92.  The 
average  amount  paid  each  month  to  each  school  in  New  Castle 
County  was  $23.00.  In  Kent  County  $24.50,  and  in  Sussex 
County  $24.00.  There  has  never  been  a  year  when  the  conduct 
of  the  schools  has  been  more  harmonious.  With  but  very  few 
exceptions  the  pupils,  teachers  and  trustees  have  gotten  through 
the  term  without  disturbing  cause  of  any  kind.  As  a  rule  the 
teachers  have  proven  themselves  to  be  industrious,  and  intent 
upon  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  pupils  under  their  charge. 
During  the  month  of  February  a  meeting  of  the  teachers  of  me 
colored  schools  of  Delaware  was  held  at  Dover.  It  was  the  first 
effort  of  the  kind  ever  made,  was  entirely  in  charge  of  the  teach- 
ers themselves,  and  brought  together  a  large  and  interesting 
assemblage.  The  sessions  occupied  two  days  and  the  proceed- 
ings proved  of  much  advantage  to  those  attending.  It  was  de- 
cided to  continue  the  meetings  from  year  to  year,  the  next  one 
to  be  held  at  Seaford. 

The  colored  schools  during  the  past  year  have  been  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Free  Schools, 
as  provided  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  passed  April  19,  1883,  but 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  term,  at  the  request  of  the  Super- 
intendent, and  by  arrangement  with  the  Delaware  Association,  I 
have  continued  to  look  largely  after  the  detail  of  the  work  in 
much  the  same  way  as  for  uie  past  seven  years.  This  arrange- 
ment has  proved  satisfactory  and  the  work  has  moved  forward 
without  any  drawbacks.  As  regards  the  financial  arrangements, 
no  dela)rs  have  occurred  except  in  Kent  County,  where  some  of 
the  Collectors  have  been  tardy  in  paying  over  the  amounts 
arising  from  the  colored  school  taxes.  The  school  taxes  levied 
for  the  year  1882  were  relied  upon  for  the  support  of  the  schools 
during  the  last  term  (from  October  1883  to  July  1884,)  and  in  all 
cases  they  were  forthcoming  when  needed  except  in  two  or  three 
instances  in  Kent  County,  where  a  delay  occurred  that  would 
have  seriously  incommoded  the    teachers    had  not  interested 
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friends  advanced  the  amounts  needed.  I  was  prevented  from 
making  a  general  visiting  tour  among  the  schools  during  the 
term  owing  largely  to  me  very  bad  condition  of  the  roads. 
Some  points  were  visited  both  oy  the  Superintendent  and  my- 
self, and  the  schools  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  T.  N.  Williams,  Superinten- 
dent of  Free  Scnools,  and  to  H.  C.  Carpenter,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, for  the  uniform  courtesy  received  by  me  at  their 
hands,  and  also  to  acknowledge  the  pleasant  business  relations 
existing  between  the  three  County  Treasurers  and  myself.  Fol- 
lowing will  be  found  reports  showing  the  work  for  the  year,  in 
detail,  in  the  three  counties.

Bu;ckwalter's  Spellers,  in  place  of  the  American  series. 

Barnes*  General  History,  m  place  of  Anderson's. 

Raub's  English  Grammar,  in  place  of  Swinton's. 

Steele's  Hygienic  Physiology,  in  place  of  Hutchinson's. 

Hill's  Elements  of  Rhetoric  and  Composition,  in  place  of 
Quackenbos' . 

Cowperth wait's  Business  System  of  Penmanship,  in  place  of 
Payson,  Dunton  &  Scribner's. 

Also,  there  have  been  added  to  the  list  the  following : 

Barnes'  New  National  Seriej?  of  Readers. 
Wentworth's  Arithmetical  Problems.

OPINION  OF  W.  SAULSBURY  ON  QUESTIONS  SUB- 
MITTED TO  HIM.  BY  THE  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

Dover,  January  27,  1885. 

To  the  House  of  RepresentaMves  : 

I  have  received  a  duly  certified  copy  of  the  preambles  and 
resolutions  adopted  by  your  honorable  body  on  the  i^th  inst., 
asking  my  opinion  in  respect  to  certain  questions  therem  stated. 
My  opinion  m  respect  to  these  questions  is  entitied  to  the  same 
consideration,  and  no  more,  as  that  of  any  other  man  of  equal 
intellig:ence  and  learning ;  and  I  mav  say  the  same  in  respect  to 
the  opinions  of  the  other  judges  of  the  State. 

Neither  the  Chancellor,  nor  the  Common  Law  Judg^es,  can  take 
cognizance  of  these  questions,  and  have  no  jurisdiction  or  power 
to  decide  them.  This  communication,  therefore,  must  be  con- 
sidered as  unofficial. 

The  jurisdiction  and  authority  to  decide  these  questions  is,  by 
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the  Constitution  of  the  State,  vested  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives exclusively,  and  no  court,  and  no  judge  has  jurisdiction  to 
review  or  reverse  the  decision  which  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives may  make  in  respect  to  these  questions.  Your  right,  gen- 
tlemen, to  decide  them  is  exclusive  and  absolute,  and  your  de- 
cision in  respect  to  them  will  be  final  and  irreversible,  whatever 
that  decision  may  be. 

The  words  of  the  Constitution,  Article  ii.  Sec.  6,  are  as  fol- 
lows :  * '  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members  in  such  a  manner  and  under  such 
penalties  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient.*' 

The  law  of  legislative  assemblies,  in  my  opinion,  is  this:  "  If  an 
election  is  made  of  the  person  who  is  ineligible,  that  is,  incapable 
of  being  elected,  the  election  of  such  person  is  absolutely  void, 
even  though  he  is  voted  for  at  the  same  time  with  others  who  are 
eligible  and  who  are  accordingly  elected,  and  this  is  equally  true 
whether  the  disability  is  known  to  the  electors  or  voters  or  not, 
whether  a  majority  of  all  the  votes,  or  a  plurality  only,  is  necessary 
to  the  election,  and  whether  the  votes  are  given  orally  or  by 
ballot.*'  Article  ii.  Sec.  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State, 
declares  that,  **  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  have  been  a  citi- 
zen and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years  next  preceding  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  after  his  election,  and  the  last 
year  of  that  term  an  inhabitant  of  the  county  in  which  he  shall 
be  chosen,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  in  the  public  busi- 
ness of  the  United  States  or  this  State." 

This  clause  of  the  Constitution  operates  by  its  own  force.  The 
questions  submitted  assume  the  ineligibility  of  W.  T.  Watson  at 
the  date  of  the  election. 

If  he  was  then  ineligible,  the  ineligibility,  so  far  as  respects 
membership  of  the  present  House  of  Representatives,  is  incura- 
ble. The  first  Tuesday  in  January,  1885,  has  passed.  W.  T. 
Watson  had  not  then  been  a  citizen  and  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State  three  years  next  preceeding  the  first  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lature after  the  election.

That  meeting  was  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  this  present  month 
of  January,  1885,  at  which  time  the  said  Watson  had  resided  in 
this  State  only  two  years  and  four  months,  as  declared  in  the 
preamble  to  the  resolutions  which  you  have  adopted.  He  was 
not  therefore  eligible  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election,  and 
could  not  by  possibility  become  eligible  at  the  time  when  your 
body  was  bound,  by  the  Constitution,  to  meet,  and  at  which  you 
did  meet. 

His  election,  if  such  it  may  be  called,  was  therefore  void  as 
much  so  as  if  the  Constitution  of  the  State  had  declared  in  ex- 
press terms  that  William  T.  Watson  should  not  be  eligible  to  a 
seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  this  State  which  shall 
meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  1885. 

The  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  is 
by  ballot,  which  may  be  defined  to  be  a  piece  of  paper  with  the 
name  or  names  written  or  printed  upon  it  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons to  be  voted  for. 

In  such  election  the  principle  of  plurality  is  adopted,  and  the 
candidate  or  candidates  who  has  or  have  the  highest  number  of 
votes  is  or  are  elected,  although  he  or  they  may  have  but  a 
small  part  of  the  whole. 

Your  sixth  question  states  that  there  were  other  persons  voted 
for  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  in  the  same  county 
at  the  same  election,  who  were  constitutionaly  elig^ible,  each  of 
whom  received  a  less  number  of  votes  than  the  said  William  T. 
Watson,  and  you  ask  my  opinion,  whether  the  person  among 
those  receiving  the  highest  number  of  such  votes  is  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  House  as  a  representative  in  the  General  Assembly 
for  Kent  County;  and,  in  your  second  question,  you  ask,  does 
the  voting  for  a  man  by  a  majority  of  votes,  who  is  constitution- 
ally ineligible  and  determined  so,  elect  the  man  who  receives, 
and  who  was  eligible,  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  minor- 
ity ticket?  I  suppose  that  these  questions  are  meant  to  meet 
questions  that  may  arise  on  a  state  of  facts  known  to  exist  in  the 
County  of  Kent,  although  not  fully  disclosed  in  the  questions 
submitted  to  me,  namely,  that  at  the  last  general  election  in  said 
county,  at  which  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  were 
voted  for,  there  were  three  tickets  voted,  popularly  known  as 
the  Democratic  Ticket,  the  Republican  Ticket,  and  the  Temper- 
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ance  Ticket.  Your  second  cjuestion  is  one  ^'hich  has  been  much 
discussed  and  differently  decided,  where  it  has  arisen  for  decision 
by  legal  tribunals  in  the  different  States  of  the  Union,  but  what- 
ever those  decisions  may  have  been,  they  are  not  binding  upon 
you,  and  are  no  authority  to  govern  your  decision.  They  are 
entitled  to  respectful  consideration,  so  far  as  the  reasons  upon 
which  they  are  based  are  concerned,  but  as  decisions  of  a  question 
they  are  without  authority  and  can  have  no  controlling  effect 
upon  your  determination  of  the  question  before  you.  The  ques- 
tion has  never,  to  my  recollection,  arisen  in  this  State. 

I  cannot  imaeine  a  state  of  circumstances  in  which  it  could 
arise  for  judicial  determination  in  judicial  tribunals  in  this  State 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  election  and  qualifications  of  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State,  because  the  House  of 
Representatives,  as  before  said,  is  the  exclusive  judge  of  the  elec- 
tion and  qualifications  of  its  own  members. 

Your  second  question  is  as  follows:  **  Does  the  voting  for  a  man, 
by  a  majority  of  voters,  who  is  constitutionally  ineligible  and  de- 
termined so,  elect  the  man  who  received,  and  was  eligible,  the 
highest  number  of  votes  on  the  minority  ticket?'* 

No  one,  I  suppose,  could  contend  reasonably  that  a  majority 
of  votes  cast  for  a  constitutionally  ineligible  candidate  could  elect 
anybody,  either  the  ineligible  candidate  or  a  candidate  having 
the  next  highest  number  of  votes  to  others  who  were  eligible 
and  declared  elected. 

But  that  is  a  very  different  question  from  the  one  which  would 
arise  in  a  case  where  seven  men  were  required  to  be  elected  and 
six  only  on  one  ticket  are  eligible,  and  one  on  another  ticket  being 
eligible  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  others  and 
the  next  highest  to  the  one  of  the  six  receiving  the  lowest  number 
of  votes  of  the  six  eligible  and  declared  elected.  Then,  the 
question  would  be,  would  such  a  person  be  elected,  not  because 
a  majority  of  the  voters  cast  their  ballots  for  an  ineligible  person, 
but  because  he,  beine  eligible,  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  to  the  six  already  elected,  and  thus  complete  the  number 
seven  who  should  be  chosen. 

Opinions  and  judicial  decisions  in  this  country  are  divided  in 
respect  to  the  (question  of  election  which  you  are  now  considering 
and  which  it  b  presumed  you  meant  to  raise  by  your  second 
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inquiry.    Two  theories  exist  upon  the  subject    One  is,  that  votes 

fiven  for  an  ineligible  candidate  are  merely  ineffectual  to  elect 
im,  and  that  they  are  not  to  be  thrown  out  as  blanks  and  the 
election  given  to  the  eligible  candidate  having  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes.  The  other  theory  is,  that  all  votes  given  for  an 
ineligible  candidate  are  to  be  thrown  away  and  rejected  as  having 
no  force  or  operation  in  law. 

That  if  the  votes  cast  for  an  ineligible  candidate  would  not 
confer  the  office  on  him,  they  do  not  possess  the  faculty  or 
capacity  of  depriving  an  eligible  candidate  of  his  right  of 
election. 

That  the  majority  vote  operates  only  in  one  direction,  namely, 
to  elect,  and,  by  electing  one  defeats  another,  but  cannot  defeat 
no  more  than  elect  if  they  are  cast  for  an  ineligible  candidate. 
That  the  elective  franchise  cannot  operate  in  such  a  way,  and 
thus  defeat  when  it  cannot  elect. 

The  general  principle  applicable  to  elections  in  this  country  is, 
that  the  plurality  and  not  the  majority  of  votes  shall  determine 
the  question  of  the  election  of  representatives  in  legislative  bodies, 
and  this  is  the  law  governing  such  elections  in  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware. 

Section  ii  of  Chapter  i6,  entided  General  Provisions  Respect- 
ing Elections,  103  Laws  of  Delaware,  is  as  follows  :  **  In  all  elec- 
tions, unless  it  be  otherwise  expressly  provided,  a  pluralty,  or  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  make  a  choice,  except  when  this 
principle  is  defeated  by  two  persons  having  the  same  number  of 
votes  for  the  same  office.'* 

It  is  said  in  Gushing' s  Law  and  Practice  of  Legislative  Assem- 
blies, Section  118,  **  In  elections  in  which  the  principle  of  plurality 
is  adopted,  the  candidate  who  has  the  highest  number  of  votes  is 
elected,  although  he  may  have  received  but  a  small  part  of  the 
whole;  and  where  several  persons  are  voted  for  at  the  same  time, 
for  the  same  office,  those  (not  exceeding  the  number  to  be 
chosen)  who  have  respectively  the  highest  number  of  votes  are 
elected;  but  where  two  or  more  persons  have  an  equal  number  of 
votes  there  is  no  election,  and  a  new  trial  must  take  place  unless 
some  other  mode  of  determining  the  question  is  provided  by 
law."  And  in  Section  119  of  the  same  work,  the  author  remarks 
that,  '  'according  to  the  definition  just  given,  a  majority,  as  dis- 
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tin^uished  from  a  plurality,  being  the  greater  of  any  two  or  equal 
divisions  of  the  whole  boay.  the  candidate  who  is  elected,  where 
only  one  is  to  be  chosen,  must  receive  more  votes  than  are  given 
for  all  the  other  candidates  put  together.  And  where  two  or 
more  persons  are  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  those  who  are 
elected  must  each  of  them  receive  a  number  not  less  than  the 
greater  of  the  two  nearest  or  equal  numbers  into  which  the  whole 
number  can  be  divided." 

Delaware,  in  common  with  most  of  her  sister  states,  has,  by 
her  legislation,  adopted  the  plurality  principle. 

I  have  already  said  that  two  theories  have  influenced  le^ 
opinions  and  legal  decisions  on  this  subject.  Both  these  theories 
have  been  advocated  by  able  and  learned  lawyers  and  judges, 
and  numerous  decisions  might  be  cited  in  support  of  the  one  and 
the  other. 

The  former  theory  is  attempted  to  be  supported  on  these 
grounds: 

First  That  while  the  votes  cast  for  the  ineligible  candidate  on 
the  first  ballot  are  not  effective  to  elect  him,  they  are  effective  to 
defeat  the  highest  candidate  on  other  ballots. 

Second,  That  the  persons  voting  for  the  inelie^ible  candidate 
did  not  intend  that  any  one  on  the  other  ballots  should  be  elect- 
ed, and  that  to  allow  the  highest  candidate  on  the  second  ballot 
to  be  declared  elected  would  be  to  defeat  the  popular  will. 

Third,  That  the  opposite  theory  is  not  in  harmony  with  the 
spirit  of  our  institutions  and  theory  of  our  system  of  elections. 

Fourth,  That  those  voting  for  the  ineligible  candidate  did  not 
know  and  are  not  presumed  to  know  that  he  was  ineligible,  and 
that  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  voter  of  the  ineligibility  of  a 
candidate  for  whom  he  voted  must  be  proved,  and  not  assumed, 
or  presumed. 

Lord  Coke,  in  his  First  Institute  of  the  Laws  of  England — ^and 
lawyers  and  judges  are  fond  of  citing  his  remarks,  says:  **Reason 
is  the  life  of  the  law,  nay,  the  common  law  itself  is  nothing  but 
reason,  for  then  we  are  said  to  know  the  law  when  we  apprehend 
the  reason  of  the  law;  that  is,  when  we  bring  the  reason  of  the 
law  so  to  our  own  reason  that  we  perfectly  understand  it  as  our 
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To  vote  means  to  choose  by  suffrage :  to  elect  by  some  ex- 
pression of  will,  and  a  vote  means  the  expressing  desire,  will, 
preference,  or  choice. 

The  law  of  this  State  declares  that  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot. 
And  it  therefore  follows  that  if  all  the  persons  who  cast  a  ballot 
for  W.  T.  Watson  had  declared  at  the  same  time  that  it  was 
their  choice  that  no  person  on  the  opposing  tickets  should  be 
elected  a  representative  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  such 
declaration  would  have  been  useless  and  of  no  force  because  the 
evidence  of  their  will  and  choice  was  not  made  by  a  ballot.  Is  it 
not  reasonable  to  suppose  therefore,  that  the  only  way  in  which 
the  declaration  of  their  will  in  this  respect  could  be  legally  made, 
so  as  to  prevent  the  election  of  an  eligible  candidate,  is  to  vote 
by  ballot  for  some  other  eligible  person  and  give  such  other  per- 
son a  plurality  of  the  votes  cast. 

If  voters  do  not  pursue  this  course  in  order  to  make  their  votes 
effective,  ought  they  to  be  permitted  to  allege  that  they  intend- 
ed, by  doing  an  act — the  voting  for  an  ineligible  candidate — to 
accomplish  the  same  purpose  that  they  might  have  accomplished 
by  votmg  for  an  eligible  candidate  ? 

Ought  the  voting  for  an  ineligible  person  for  an  office,  and  the 
voting  for  an  eligible  person  for  office,  be  permitted  to  have  the 
same  effective  force  ?  While  the  latter  may  have  the  effect  of 
defeating  an  eligible  candidate,  ought  the  former  to  be  allowed  to 
have  a  hke  effect  ? 

Ought  not  a  person  voting  to  be  presumed  to  intend  to  accom- 
plish the  object  for  which  only  a  vote  can  be  given  ? 

If  that  person  fails  by  reason  of  the  vote  being  cast  in  favor  of 
an  ineligible  person,  would  not  sound  reason  and  plain  common 
sense  decide  that  no  other  effect  should  follow  ? 

If  the  persons  voting  for  W.  T.  Watson  did  not  intend  that 
any  one  whose  name  was  on  the  other  ballots  should  be  elected, 
why  did  they  not  vote  for  some  eligible  person,  and  by  voting  for 
such  an  one,  thus  prevent  the  election  of  any  person  on  those 
other  ballots.  This  was  the  way,  plain  and  simple,  of  accom- 
plishing their  object  and  manifesting  their  intention.  But  it  is 
said  that  to  allow  the  next  highest  candidate  on  other  ballots  to 
be  declared  elected  would  be  to  defeat  the  popular  will. 
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Ought  you,  gentlemen,  in  this  case,  to  recognize  any  popular 
will  not  manifested  as  required  by  law. 

The  law  of  the  State,  expressing  the  popular  will,  declares  that 
the  plurality  of  votes  shall  elect.  And  it  nowhere  declares  that 
voting  pieces  of  paper,  either  blank,  or  with  the  names  of  ineligi- 
ble persons  printed  or  written  on  them,  such  as  women,  non- 
residents, persons  who  are  not  citizens  of  the  State,  or  persons 
otherwise  meligible,  shall  have  any  effect  whatever  in  determining 
who  are  or  are  not  elected  to  office. 

How  are  you  to  determine  that  the  persons  voting  for  Mr. 
Watson  did  not  know  that  he  was  ineligible  ?  Are  you  to  pre- 
sume they  were  ignorant  in  respect  to  the  man  of  their  choice  to 
represent  them  in  your  body. 

If  they  were  thus  ignorant  to  whom  can  their  ignorance  be 
chargeable  ?  No  one  was  bound  to  inform  them  in  respect  to  the 
non-eligibility  of  the  man  of  their  own  choice. 

If  they  did  not  in  fact  know,  was  it  not  their  duty  to  inquire 
and  ascertain  the  fact  of  his  eligibility  or  non-eligibility,  and  if 
they  did  not  pursue  the  proper  mode  of  ascertaining  these  neces- 
sary facts,  ought  they  not  to  be  held  to  the  consequences  of  their 
negligence  ? 

It  is  universally  admitted  by  lawyers  and  judges,  as  I  under- 
stand, that  if  a  voter  has  knowledge  of  the  ineligibility  of  the 
candidate  for  whom  he  votes  his  vote  cannot  operate  to  defeat 
the  candidate  havine  the  highest  number  of  votes,  though  such 
an  one  may  have  only  a  plurality  and  although  a  larger  number 
of  votes  may  have  been  cast  for  the  ineligible  candidate. 

That  ignorance  of  the  law  excuses  no  man  is  an  axiom  in  law. 

This  axiom  is  applicable  in  all  the  civil  transactions  of  life.  It 
is  applicable  in  the  prosecution  of  persons  for  the  commission  of 
crime.  Every  man  is  presumed  to  know  the  law,  and  ought 
not  the  voter,  when  he  goes  to  the  polls  to  deposit  his  vote  in 
favor  of  a  particular  candidate  to  represent  him  in  a  public  office, 
to  be  presumed  to  know  the  constitutional  and  leral  qualifications 
necessary  to  be  possessed  by  a  person  who  should  be  elected  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  such  office. 

If  it  should  be  said  that  the  question  under  consideration  is 
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one  compounded  of  law  and  fcict,  first  in  respect  to  the  person 
voted  for,  and  secondly  in  respect  to  his  possessing  the  necessary 
qualificatians  for  the  office,  ou^ht  not  the  same  rule  to  be  ap- 
plied in  the  case  of  voting  that  is  applied  in  the  civil  transactions 
of  life.  It  is  true,  that  voting  is  the  exercise  of  a  political  right 
as  contra  distinguished  from  the  exercise  of  a  civil  right?  Ought 
not  the  same  rule  as  to  the  knowledge  of  law  to  be  applied  in  the 
exercise  of  the  one  as  to  the  exercise  of  the  other?  In  making  a 
civil  contract,  parties  to  such  contract,  seeking  to  avoid  it  on  the 
ground  of  ignorance  of  the  facts  in  respect  to  which  the  contract 
was  made,  to  be  successful  must  prove  not  only  that  he  was 
ignorant  of  the  facts,  but  that  he  had  used  ordmary  care  and 
diligence  to  ascertain  them,  and  that  he  had  been  cleceived  by 
the  misrepresentations,  fraud,  or  deceit  of  the  other  party  to  the 
contract. 

Is  there  any  reason  why  the  same  rule  should  not  be  applied  in 
considering  the  political  right  of  voting  ? 

I  make  these  observations,  and  submit  these  questions,  ais 
worthy  of  your  consideration  in  determining  the  subject  which  is 
exclusively  within  your  cognizance  as  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  as  the  exclusive  judges  of  the  election,  qualifi- 
cation and  return  of  the  members  of  your  own  body. 

I  do  not  feel  myself  at  liberty,  extra-judicially,  to  express  any 
opinion  in  respect  to  them — in  respect  to  their  application  to  a 
matter  which  I  cannot  judicially  decide. 

They  have  never  been  decided  judicially  in  this  State.  No 
judge  and  no  court  can  decide  them  so  as  to  be  binding  upon 
you,  and  I  do  not  think  myself  justified  in  expressing  opinions 
with  a  view  of  influencing  your  action,  or  which  may  have  a  ten- 
dency to  influence  your  action,  on  questions  upon  which  there  is 
a  division  of  opinion  among  courts  of  greatest  eminence  in  other 
States,  and  which  have  not  been  decided  authoritatively  by  the 
judicial  tribunals  of  this  State. 

The  question  of  vacancy  is  raised  by  the  resolutions  which  you 
have  submitted.  The  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State 
upon  this  subject  are  as  follows  : 

'*  If  the  office  of  representative,  or  the  office  of  senator  become 
vacant  before  the  regular  expiration  of  the  term  thereof,  a  repre- 
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sentative  or  a  senator  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and 
shall  hold  the  office  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term. 

*  *  Where  there  is  a  vacancy  in  either  house  of  General  Assembly 
and  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session,  the  Governor  shall 
have  power  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancy,  which 
writ  shall  be  executed  as  a  writ  issued  by  the  Speaker  of  either 
house  in  case  of  vacancy/* 

The  word  vacancy,  in  its  most  extensive  signification,  may  be 
said  to  mean  unfilled — the  state  of  bein^  destitute  of  an  incum- 
bent— ^want  of  the  regular  officer  to  officiate  in  a  place. 

The  Constitution  does  not  define  the  word  vacancy.  The 
Legislature  seems  to  have  given  interpretation  to  this  word,  as 
used  in  the  Constitution,  by  providing,  in  Sections  37,  38  and  39 
of  Chapter  18  of  the  Laws  of  the  State. — Code^  127, 

These  sections  are  as  follows  : 

*' Section  37.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  either 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  whether  by  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  removal  of  a  member,  by  a  tie  vote  at  the  general  elec- 
tion, or  otherwise,  the  Speaker  of  the  house  in  which  the  vacan- 
cy happens,  (if  the  General  Assembly  be  then  sitting)  or  (if  it 
be  not  sitting  at  the  happening  of  such  vacancy)  the  Governor 
shall  immediately  issue  writs  of  election  for  filling  such  vacancy, 
directed  to  the  SheriflT  of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  hap- 
pens. 

**  Section  38.  If  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Sen- 
ate be  issued  after  an  adjournment  without  day  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  holding  of  the 
general  election,  the  said  writ  shall  be  executed  at  the  time  of 
holding  the  next  general  election  ;  the  election  to  fill  the  vacancy 
pursuant  to  said  writ  being  held  by  the  same  persons  and  in  all 
respects  as  the  general  election,  unless  a  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  in  the  meantime  be  convened  by  the  Governor. 

*  *  Section  39.  If  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives after  an  adjournment  without  day  of  the  General 
Assembly,  no  writ  of  election  shall  be  issued  under  Section  37, 
unless  the  Governor  shall  also  issue  a  writ  for  convening  the 
General  Assembly.** 

It  is  evident  that,  even  if  there  be  a  vacancy  in  your  body,,  the 
writ  of  election  can  only  be  issued  by  your  Speaker. 
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The  words  "death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  member,'*  em- 
ployed in  Section  37  recited,  evidently  mean  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  of  a  member,  and  have  reference  to  an  incumbent  of 
the  office  of  Representative.  The  words  "  by  a  tie  vote  at  the 
general  election,**  cannot  have  that  reference,  and  no  other  words 
used  in  that  section  can  relate  to  a  vacancy  occurring  that  do  not 
relate  to  an  incambent,  unless  the  words  **or  otherwise"  should 
be  construed  as  not  relating  to  an  incumbent. 

The  word  ** otherwise"  is  a  word  of  extensive  signification. 
The  Code  having  enumerated  the  events  upon  which  a  vacancy 
may  arise  applicable  to  an  incumbent,  if  the  enumeration  had 
stopped  there  the  word  *  *  othen^use  "  could  not  have  enlarged  the 
scope  of  the  terms  used;  but  the  Legislature  have  used  the  words 
**  by  a  tie  vote,"  which  do  not  apply  to  an  incumbent.  They  cer- 
tainly knew  that  a  vacancy  might  happen  by  a  non-election  if  it 
was  possible  that  a  vacancy  could  happen  otherwise  than  by  a  tie 
vote. 

They  have  not  provided  for  the  case  of  a  vacancy  arising  from 
non-election  unless  by  a  tie  vote,  and  it  is  reasonable,  therefore, 
to  infer  that  they  did  not  contemplate  any  other  vacancy  to  arise 
than  a  vacancy  by  a  tie  vote,  ana  the  statute  referred  to  therefore 
cannot  reasonably  be  presumed  to  have  reference  to  any  other 
causes  or  events  than  those  enumerated.  I  am  not  prepared, 
therefore,  to  say  that  any  provision  has  been  made  by  statute  for 
a  case  of  vacancy  which  is  not  occasioned  by  the  causes  enumer- 
ated. 

It  is  therefore  worthy  of  your  consideration  whether,  if  you 
should  declare  a  vacancy  to  exist  which  you  may  feel  yourselves 
bound  to  fill,  some  other  provision  by  law  shall  not  be  made  to 
meet  the  case. 

The  Governor  of  the  State  could  not  go  behind  the  returns  of 
election  of  members  elected  to  your  body  from  Kent  County, 
which  show,  I  presume,  that  Mr.  Watson  was  elected,  and  issue 
a  writ  for  the  election  of  some  one  else  in  his  place. 

That  return,  necessarily,  was  a  matter  within  your  exclusive 
jurisdiction. 

I  answer  your  third  question  in  the  negative. 

Only  twenty -one  members,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
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State,  can  be  chosen  as  representatives  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives; seven  from  each  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State. 
Eleven  of  these  being  a  majority  of  the  whole  House  constitute 
a  quorum  of  the  body  to  do  business. — Section  <5,  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution, 

You  have  declared  that  twenty  persons  have  been  legally 
chosen  members  of  your  body. 

Those  twenty  persons  have  appeared,  taken  the  oath  of  office, 
and  are  now  members  of  the  House,  of  Representatives,  and  are 
acting  as  such. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  gentlemen,  that  you  are  a  legal  and 
constitutional  House  of  Representatives,  and  have  the  legal  and 
constitutional  right  to  act  as  such. 

I  do  not  understand,  from  the  preambles  and  resolutions  sub- 
mitted to  me,  that  you  have  declared  that  a  vacancy  exists  in 
your  body. 

I  do  not  think  that  a  writ  of  election  should  issue  by  your 
Speaker,  who  alone  can  issue  such  writ,  if  under  the  circumstan- 
ces it  is  necessary  and  proper,  before  a  vacancy  is  declared  by 
your  House  to  exist,  and  I  am  compelled  to  say  that  if  no  vacan- 
cy has  been  declared,  none  can  be  said  to  exist.  I  have  submit- 
ted the  above  remarks  to  aid  you  as  far  as  I  can  in  determining 
that  question. 

A  conscientious  discharge  of  your  duties,  as  you  understand 
them,  is  the  only  rule  which  can  or  should  govern  your  action. 
Whatever  that  action  may  be  is  not  subject  to  review  or  reversal 
by  any  power  or  authority.

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  the  opinion  of  Hon. 
Joseph  P.  Comegys,  Chief  Justice,  in  answer  to  the  same  ques- 
tions, which  was  read,  as  foUows  : 
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OPINION  OF  HON.  JOSEPH  P.  COMEGYS,  CHIEF 

JUSTICE. 

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware : 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen — The  questions  submitted  by 
your  honorable  body  are  important  ones,  and  new  in  our  legisla- 
tive experience.  For  the  first  time,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  from 
the  foundation  of  the  State,  in  1776,  till  now,  no  one  for  whom 
the  requisite  number  of  votes  was  cast  for  a  seat  in  the  General 
Assembly  has  been  unable  to  take  it  for  want  of  the  requisite 
qualification.  By  your  resolutions  it  appears  that  William  T. 
Watson,  Esquire,  a  candidate  in  Kent  for  the  office  of  Represen- 
tative in  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  whom  a  majority  of  the 
ballots  was  cast  at  the  last  general  election,  had  not,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  session,  resided  in  the  State  more  than  two  years 
and  four  months,  and  was  therefore  ineligible.  The  constitutional 
provision,  with  respect  to  the  qualification  of  Representatives,  is 
m  these  words  : 

*  *  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and 
inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years  next  preceding^  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  legislature  after  his  election,  and  the  last  year  of  that 
term  an  inhabitant  of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  from  the  State  on  the  public 
business  of  the  United  States  or  this  State.'' — Article  //,  Sec,  2, 

There  are  certain  disqualifying  circumstances  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  Section  12  of  the  above  article  of  the  Constitution; 
but  I  am  not  now  concerned  with  them. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  discussion  of  the  questions,  or  any  of 
them,  presented  by  your  resolutions,  it  may  not  be  thought  im- 
proper in  me,  nor  without  advantage  to  you,  to  submit  a  few  re- 
marks upon  the  subject  of  the  exercise  of  your  judicial  functions 
with  respect  to  the  premises — for  of  such  a  character  they  really 
are.  You  are  to  consider  and  decide,  for  yourselves,  first, 
whether  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  representative  really  exists. 
Having  determined  that  in  the  affirmative  (should  you  do  so)  you 
are  then  to  decide,  second^  when  this  vacancy  happened.  To 
assist  you  in  this  matter,  you  have  called  upon  my  brethren  and 
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myself,  composing  the  judiciary  of  the  State,  to  aid  you  with  our 
counsel,  or  opinions,  as  lawyers. 

Although  you  act  as  a  judicial  body  in  deciding  such  questions 
as  the  circumstances  of  this  case  raise,  yet  as  they  are  purely 
political  (I  do  not  mean  party)  ones,  without  any  precedent  of  our 
own  requiring  you  to  decide  in  a  particular  way,  you  are  with- 
out anything  to  govern  you  that  can  rightly  be  called  authority. 
The  Constitution  of  the  State,  nor  any  statute  law,  providing  in 
terms  anything  upon  the  subject  of  a  candidate  for  the  General 
Assembly  unqualified  though  receiving  a  majority  of  votes,  you 
are  to  be  controlled,  in  making  up  you  judgment,  by  nothing  ex- 
cept what  your  own  good  sense  shall  prompt  you  is  the  proper 
way  to  solve  the  problem,  with  the  aid  of  such  light  as  you  may 
find  shed  upon  the  inquiry  by  experiences  elsewhere.  Judges, 
with  us,  are  bound  by  the  judgments,  unreversed,  of  the  courts 
of  the  State.  These,  and  decisions  elsewhere,  which  from  their 
antiquity  and  the  unvarying  acquiescence  they  have  received  at 
the  hands  of  our  judiciary  nave  become  rules  of  property,  or  for 
the  determination  of  other  rights,  are  and  should  be  treated  as 
authorities y  and  binding;  but  where  such  decisions  have  not  been 
formally  adopted  here  and  become  interwoven  with  the  fabric  of 
our  jurisprudence  so  as  to  be  recognized  as  law,  they  are  merely 
precedents,  to  be  followed,  or  not,  according  to  the  deliberate 
judgment  of  those  whose  duty  it  becomes  to  consider  them.  For 
example:  there  are  certain  fixed,  well  settled  rules  adopted  by 
the  courts  of  England  and  America  for  the  interpretation  of  wills, 
which  are  so  deeply  imbedded  in  the  law  that  no  court  would 
venture  to  declare  against  them.  There  are  other  rules,  with  re- 
spect to  other  matters,  which  are  not  so  universally  adopted,  and 
yet  are  observed  in  a  majority  of  the  courts.  These,  wnere  con- 
sideration of  them  is  required  for  the  first  time,  are  to  be  followed 
or  not  as  may  seem  reasonable  to  the  tribunal  called  to  pass  upon 
them.  When  //  has  decided,  then  the  judgment  given  is  an 
authority,  to  be  followed  until  overruled. 

As  I  have  before  observed,  the  questions  to  be  decided  by  you 
have  never  undergone  examination  and  determination  in  this 
State.  Such  being  the  case,  you  are  in  a  position,  and  in  fact 
are  required  by  the  exigency  existing,  to  lay  down  a  law  for 
yourselves — in  doing  which  you  will,  without  cioubt,  aim  to  make 
up  a  judgment  that  you  can  support  by  suflicient  reasons.  While 
the  precedents  should  be  well  considered,  to  ascertain  whether 
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your  minds  approve  them,  they  are  not  guides  which  you  must 
follow  ;  but  you  should  yield  to  them,  if  you  are  entirely  satisfied 
with  the  reasons  given  to  support  them. 

Having  said  thus  much,  I  will  now  proceed  to  discuss  what  I 
consider  the  chief  question  in  this  case — Is  there,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, a  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Representatives  ? 

I  state,  in  the  outset  of  the  inquiry,  that  while  there  are  Eng- 
lish and  American  decisions,  and  able  ones,  which  hold  that  bal- 
lots cast  for  an  ineligible  candidate  are  votes  thrown  away,  and 
therefore  his  eligible  opponent  is  elected,  yet  the  bulk  of  them 
hold  the  contrary.  They  were  all  cited  and  commented  upon  by 
counsel  and  commissioners  in  the  celebrated  Electoral  Commis- 
sion case';  and,  according  to  my  understanding,  there  was  not 
among  the  latter,  at  least,  any  dissent  from  the  proposition — that 
ballots  enough  cast  for  an  ineligible  candidate  to  elect  him,  pro- 
vided they  were  not  obviously  intended  to  be  thrown  away,  had 
not  the  effect  to  elect  his  opponent,  but  (according  to  some  of 
them)  were  to  be  treated  as  defeating  him,  on  the  ground  that  a 
majority  had  voted  against  him,  or  decided  that  he  should  not  be 
elected.  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  document  of  Confess 
with  the  title,  **  Count  of  the  Electoral  Votes,  &c.,**  published 
by  order  of  that  body.  The  case  is  this,  then  :  you  have  the 
bulk  (as  I  have  said)  of  the  American  decisions,  that  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  your  body.  You  have  also  the  opinions  of  commis- 
sioners in  the  Electoral  Commission  to  the  same  effect.  But  (as 
I  have  also  said)  they  are  not  conclusive  of  your  action.  You 
are  to  set  a  precedent  for  those  to  come  after  you,  as  well  as 
make  a  law  for  yourselves.  If  there  is  more  reason,  and  good 
sound  sense,  in  the  judgment  of  the  majority  than  you  feel  there 
is  opposed  to  it,  follow  that  judgment,  but  not  otherwise.  Sat- 
isfy your  own  understandings,  with  the  light  before  you,  that 
a  certain  conclusion  is  the  right  one ;  and  then  adopt  it.  In  one 
aspect,  it  will  be  a  judgment  upon  the  election  ana  qualification 
o!  a  member ;  as  to  that,  it  cannot  be  questioned  elsewhere. 
That  is  to  say:  if  you  decide  there  is  no  vacancy,  some  other  per- 
son voted  for  is  entitled  to  fill  the  seat.  The  induction  of  him 
into  it  closes  the  whole  matter. 

With  respect  to  the  question  of  vacancy^  we  have,  Jirst,  the 
following  provision  of  our  Constitution  of  1776  : 

**Art.  5.    The  right  of  suffrage  in  the  election  of  the  members 
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for  both  houses  shall  remain  as  exercised  by  law  at  present ;  and 
each  house  shall  choose  its  own  Speaker,  appoint  its  own  officers, 
judge  of  the  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  settle  its  own  rules 
of  proceedings,  and  direct  writs  of  election  for  supplying  inter- 
mediate vacancies y^^  &c. 

Second.     In  that  of  1792  it  is  thus  provided  : 

'*When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house,  writs  of  election 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Speakers  respectively,  or,  in  cases  of  ne- 
cessity, in  such  other  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law;  and 
the  persons  thereupon  chosen  shall  hold  their  seats  as  long  as 
those  in  whose  stead  they  are  elected  might  have  done,  if  such 
vacancies  had  not  happened/' — Revised  Code,  Article  II,  Sec- 
tion I  J. 

This  provision  is  reenacted  in  the  Amended  Constitution  of 
1 83 1  (our  present  organic  law)  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  a 
like  article  and  section  therein.  There  are  also,  in  the  same 
article,  the  following  sections  at  the  end  of  the  original  third 
section,  which  were  inserted,  by  way  of  amendment  thereto,  by 
the  convention  of  1831  : 

**  If  the  office  of  representative,  or  the  office  of  senator,  become 
vacant  before  the  regular  expiration  of  the  term  thereof,  a  repre- 
sentative, or  senator,  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and 
shall  hold  the  office  for  the  residue  of  said  term. 

When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  either  House  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  the  General  Assembly  is  not  then  in  session,  the 
Governor  shall  have  power  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such 
vacancy;  which  writ  shall  be  executed  as  a  writ  issued  by  the 
Speaker  of  either  House  in  case  of  vacancy.*' — Revised  Code, 
(Index  to  Constitution)  xxvii. 

I  have  now  cited  all  to  be  found  in  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
upon  the  subject  of  a  vctcancy  in  the  legislative  body  or  General 
Assembly. 

In  Chapter  18  of  the  Revised  Code,  Section  37,  it  is  enacted 
thus :  *  *  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  either  branch  of 
the  General  Assembly,  whether  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
of  a  member,  by  a  tie  vote  at  the  general  election,  or  otherwise^ 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  in  which  the  vacancy  happens  (if  the 
General  Assembly  be  then  sitting)  or  (if  it  be  not  sitting  at  the 
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happening  of  the  vacancy)  the  Governor  shall  immediately  issue 
writs  of  election  for  filling  such  vacancy,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  happens/' — Rev,  Code^  127. 

The  Legislature  had,  at  the  Tanuarv  sessions  1849,  by  the  third 
section  of  an  act  passed  on  the  27tn  of  February  in  relation  to 
contested  elections  (loth  Vol.,  page  384,  &c.,)  provided  for  the 
case  of  a  tie  vote  for  members  of  either  branch,  requiring  certifi- 
cates of  the  fact  of  such  vote  to  be  made  to  the  Governor,  thus 
treating  the  case  as  one  making  a  vacancy  in  that  branch,  with 
reference  to  the  election  of  a  candidate  for  a  seat,  in  which  the  tie 
occurred.  Whether  they  had  power  to  treat  as  a  vacancy  the 
case  of  a  tie  vote,  is  by  no  means  certain.  Nothing  was  provided 
with  respect  to  other  kinds  of  vacancy. 

These  are  all  the  statutory  enactments  with  respect  to  vacancies. 
Now  let  us  reason  about  the  matter. 

How  can  the  case  before  you  be  considered  to  be  a  vacancy  in 
your  House  ? 

A  vacancy,  with  reference  to  an  office,  means,  generally  con- 
sidered, that  there  is  no  one  lawfully  filling  it,  or  having  right  to 
do  so.  Thus  considered,  it  may  properly  be  said  to  be  vacant 
But,  I  submit,  this  language  cannot  be  used  with  respect  to  the 
office  of  representative,  where  an  eligible  person  is  voted  for  to  fill 
it.  Fourteen  eligible  persons  are  usually  voted  for  by  the  elec- 
tors— that  is,  seven  by  each  political  party ;  twenty-one,  where 
there  are  three — as  in  the  last  campaign  in  Kent.  One  of  the 
twenty-one  was  ineligible,  but  all  the  others  were  qualified.  The 
ineli^ble  one  received  a  great  many  more  votes  than  the  highest 
candidate  on  the  opposing  tickets,  but  all  the  votes  cast  for  him 
were  nugatory — of  no  effect.  Whatever  the  ignorance  of  the 
voters  as  to  his  want  of  the  constitutional  quahfications,  all  the 
same  the  votes  for  him  could  count  nothing  in  the  way  of  election^ 
and  were  simply  wasted  or  void.  There  was,  in  effect,  so  far  as 
his  candidacy  was  concerned,  no  more  exercise  of  the  suffrage  of 
choice  of  a  seventh  representative  for  Kent,  than  if  every  voter 
had  named  upon  his  ticket  but  six  persons  as  representatives — 
which  the  law  (unwisely  as  I  think)  now  allows.  Now,  as  a  test, 
suppose  those  who  voted  the  ticket  with  Mr.  Watson's  name 
upon  it  had  only  voted  for  six  candidates,  while  the  supporters 
of  the  other  tickets  each  voted  for  the  full  number  of  seven  ; 
would  there  be  any  vacancy  in  the  office  in  such  case?  Certainly 
24 
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not.  Then  how  can. one  be  said  to  exist  because,  instead  of 
voting  for  only  six  persons,  the  majority  party  voted  for  seven, 
but  one  of  them  could  not,  constitutionally,  be  voted  for  at  all, 
nor  fill  the  seat  when  elected  to  it. 

Again.  Suppose  all  the  tickets  for  which  the  majority  in  Kent 
at  the  last  election  voted  had  been  illegal  from  havmg  some 
device  written  or  printed  upon  them,  or  by  being  too  short  or  too 
long,  and  were  therefore  cast  aside;  would  not  tne  highest  among 
the  fourteen  candidates  for  the  same  place,  voted  for  by  the  others 
making  up  the  minority,  be  entitled  to  the  seats  lost  by  the 
majority?  It  is  no  answer  to  say,  the  law  made  the  votes  illegal; 
for  the  Constitution  is  equally  condemnatory  of  a  vote  for  one 
not  a  citizen  of  three  years,  by  declaring  him  ineligible.  How 
could  there  be  said  to  be  a  vacancy  when  there  were  persons 
legally  voted  for  to  fill  the  places  ?  In  a  sense,  the  majority  were 
entitled  to  seat  their  candidates;  but  they  lost  their  title  as  to  one 
of  them  by  their  want  of  observance  of  a  constitutional  require- 
ment. It  makes  no  difference  that  they  did  not  intend  to  lose 
it — the  question  being  whether  they  did,  or  not.  It  will  not  do 
to  deny  an  election  to  a  candidate  who  has  the  most  legal  votes, 
because  his  opponent,  if  duly  qualified,  would  have  had  more 
than  he. 

It  is  not  to  be  lost  sight  of,  in  considering  this  question,  that, 
by  our  statute,  plurality  decides  in  elections.  The  general  rule 
of  law  is,  that  where  a  decision  by  a  body  of  men  is  to  be  made, 
only  a  majority  of  the  body  can  make  it,  in  the  absence  of  pro- 
vision to  the  contrary.  Hence  (that  is  because  of  the  rule)  where 
a  majority  is  required,  or  there  is  express  provision  for  it,  or  cir- 
cumstances compel  it,  the  ineligibility  of  a  candidate  who  received 
such  majority  is  said  not  to  work  the  election  of  his  opponent, 
nor  should  it;  otherwise,  less  than  a  majority  would  elect,  and 
thus  the  law  be  defeated.  But  where  a  plurality  elects,  as  in  this 
State,  the  case  is  quite  different  if  any  eligible  candidate  be  voted 
for.  It  is  no  less  than  if  the  majority  had  voted  blank  tickets,  or 
stayed  away  from  the  election.  In  the  congressional  election  in 
this  State  m  1864  the  majority  party  refused  to  vote  because 
armed  Federal  soldiers  were  stationed  at  the  polls.  There  was, 
virtually,  no  candidate  but  one  for  congress.  He  was  returned 
elected,  and  rightfully  so.  The  majority  was,  in  sentiment, 
against  him ;  but  they  thought  fit  to  withhold  their  vote — ^thus 
placing  themselves  in  the  same  situation,  in  effect,  as  were  those 
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who  voted  for  Mr.  Watson  last  fall.  Not  to  vote  at  all,  and 
voting  for  an  ineligible  candidate  are,  to  the  plain  mind,  the  same 
thing;  and  the  distinction  drawn  by  some  of  tne  decisions  between 
throwing  away  a  vote,  and  voting  for  an  inelig'ible  candidate,  are 
rather  mnciful  than  substantial;  and  the  eflfort  shows  how  in- 
genious minds  can  contrive  a  reason  to  support  a  theory,  or 
existing  necessity. 

It  is  also  to  be  considered,  and  kept  in  mind  also,  that  this  is 
the  case  of  twenty-one  men  running  for  the  office  of  Represen- 
tative in  the  General  Assembly — that  is,  three  sets  of  candidates, 
of  seven  each,  for  the  same  places  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. Elach  one  is  for  a  seat ;  three  are  for  each  seat.  How 
then  is  the  case  with  respect  to  the  seat  in  the  Kent  membership 
(which  Mr.  Watson  was  voted  for)  different  from  what  would 
have  been  the  effect  if  all  those  voted  for  by  the  majority  had 
been  ineligible  ?  Not  in  any  sense.  Further,  in  order  to  test  the 
quality  of  the  decision  made  by  most  of  the  courts — that  voting 
for  an  ineligible  person  by  the  most  numerous  party  does  not 
operate  to  elect  his  eligible  opponent — suppose  the  party  voting 
for  Mr.  Watson  had  not  been  a  majority  party,  but  a  plurality 
one;  of  course  its  opponents  together  would  have  had  more  votes 
than  it.  Now,  how  could  the  rule,  as  laid  down,  be  applied  so 
as  to  exclude  the  highest  eligible  candidate  on  the  ticket  of  the 
most  numerous  party  of  the  opposition  from  the  office  the  ineli- 
gible candidate  was  voted  for?  It  could  not  be,  at  all.  Why 
not?  Because  the  only  support  it  has  is  the  assumption  that  it  is 
most  reasonable  it  should  prevail — for  that  the  majority,  though 
wasting  its  vote  upon  an  ineligible  candidate,  did  not  mean  that 
his  opponent  should  be  elected  ;  but,  as  was  said  in  the  Electoral 
Commission  case  by  one  of  the  Judge  Commissioners,  voted 
against  him.  Now,  if  this  rule  is  worth  anything,  it  is  of  as  much 
value  in  the  one  case  as  the  other ;  for,  in  that  supposed,  there 
still  might  only  be  a  bare  plurality  to  elect,  which  would  demon- 
.strate  a  majpnty  voting  against  the  ineligible  plurality  candidate. 
Why  should  the  rule  be  applicable  in  the  one  case  and  not  in  the 
other — ^for  a  majority  voting  for  an  ineligible  candidate  would  be 
no  more  hostile  to  the  election  of  his  opponent,  in  the  case  of 
but  two  candidates,  than  would  be  a  majority  made  up  of  two 
opposing  parties  (each  non-plurality  but  between  them  outnum- 
bering the  other  one)  to  the  candidate  who  would  have  been 
elected  if  eligible  ? 
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It  is  true  the  rule  is  not  of  universal  application,  for  it  is  con- 
ceded that  it  is  not  pertinent  in  a  case  where  the  majority  can  be 
supposed  to  have,  designedly,  thrown  their  votes  away — ^as  by 
voting  blanks,  or  for  persons  notoriously  unqualified.  It  would 
be  very  dangerous,  however,  to  have  a  qualification  of  that  kind, 
for  a  dominant  party,  in  case  of  contest,  would  pass  upon  the 
question  of  notoriousness,  or  other  fact  brought  forward  to  nega- 
tive intent ;  and  what  the  result  would  be  one  may  easily  imagine 
from  a  consideration  of  the  history  of  the  contest  about  the  result 
of  the  Presidential  election  in  1876.  The  idea  of  some,  if  not 
all,  of  the  Electoral  Commissioners  who  expressed  themselves 
with  respect  to  this  aspect  of  the  rule,  was  that,  except  in  cases 
like  those  instanced  above,  intendment  was  in  favor  of  ignorance, 
and  intent  to  do  what  was  done  was  not  to  be  imagined.  When 
people  have  opportunity  to  know,  and  are  in  reason  called  upon 
to  ascertain  a  fact  vital  to  their  interests,  the  reasonable  pre- 
sumption is  that  they  have,  in  some  form,  taken  the  necessary 
steps  to  obtain  the  requisite  knowledge.  If  so,  how  can  it  be  in- 
ferred of  them  that  they  were  ignorant  of  what  they  were  about 
— made  a  mistake  merely,  in  the  course  they  pursued  ?  Every- 
body knows  that,  in  this  State,  at  least,  candidates  to  be  sup- 
ported by  a  party  are  selected  by  committee-men,  chosen  for  the 
purpose,  by  the  voters,  in  primary  meetings.  As  this  duty  is 
committed  to  them,  their  constituents  must  be  held  to  have 
bound  themselves  by  the  action  of  their  agents,  and  they  in  turn 
are  presumed  to  have  made  all  necessary  inquiry  as  to  eligibility. 
No  mere  presumptions  can  be  fitly  made.  Under  such  circum- 
stances, when  other  parties  made  like  inquiry  as  to  the  candidates 
they  select,  and  made  no  mistake  in  the  selections  of  them, 
ought  one  of  those  candidates  who  has  a  plurality  of  legal  votes 
to  be  denied  the  benefit  of  such  fact,  simply  because  he  did  not 
get  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast — the  law  making  election  by 
plurality  legal  ?  Ought  so  manifest  a  wron^  to  prevail,  upon  the 
plea  of  its  greater  harmony  with  our  political  system — as  the 
cases  put  it  ?  It  seems  to  me  much  more  in  accordance  with 
good  reason  and  sound  policy  also  (to  say  nothing  of  the  law  of 
plurality  in  elections)  to  hold  people  to  the  consequences  of  mis- 
takes which  could  have  been  so  easily  avoided,  as  the  one  made 
in  this  case  might  have  been.  The  privilege,  liberty,  of  choosing 
those  to  whom  the  legislative  power  is  to  be  entrusted,  is  a  very 
high  and  responsible  one,  which  has  been  exercised  too  carelessly 
on  many  occasions.     A  decision  by  this  House  which,  while  it 
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gives  due  effect  to  our  system  of  plurality  election,  will  also 
make  the  voter  more  careful  in  the  selection  of  his  agents  to 
choose  candidates  for  him,  will  have  a  most  salutary  effect. 

There  is  another  ground  for  opinion  that  there  is  no  constitu- 
tional vacancy  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  There  is  an 
unoccupied  seat  in  your  body,  unquestionably,  but  there  is  not, 
therefore,  such  a  vacancy  as  the  Constitution  contemplates.  As 
above  quoted,  vacancy^  only,  is  mentioned  with  respect  to  the 
office  ot  Senator  or  Representative ;  there  is  no  declaration  of 
what  shall  make  such.  There  is,  in  the  case  of  the  Executive 
office — it  being  said  in  the  14th  section  of  Art.  Ill,  that  "upon 
any  vacancy  happening  in  the  office  of  Governor  by  his  death, 
removal,  resignation,  or  inability,  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  shall 
exercise  the  office,'*  &c.  In  considering  the  question,  what 
makes  a  vacancy  in  either  house,  reference  may  well  be  made  to 
this  clause  as  a  guide  for  an  opinion  ;  for,  with  great  reason,  it 
may  be  concluded  that  the  clause  above  designated  mentions  the 
only  circumstances,  or  accidents,  that  the  convention  contem- 
plated in  using  the  term  vacancy.  In  all  instruments,  where  a 
term  is  used  generally  in  one  place  without  examples  to  indicate 
the  extent  or  quality  of  its  meaning,  and  what  was  really  in- 
tended to  be  expressed  by  the  use  of  it,  is  the  question  ;  other 
parts  of  the  same  instrument,  where  there  are  illustrations  of  the 
sense  in  which  it  is  used  with  reference  to  a  similar  event  or  con- 
tingency, may  be  and  should  be  looked  to  to  determine  the 
meaning  of  the  word  or  phrase  when  used,  generally,  without 
definition.  Applying  this  doctrine  to  the  case  in  hand,  it  is  rea- 
sonable to  hold  that  what  was  meant  by  vacancy  in  the  Senate  or 
House,  was  the  kind  of  vacancy  designated  as  to  occur  in  the 
Executive  office. 

Now,  the  section  (37)  of  the  election  law  I  have  before  quoted 
provides  for  the  contingency  of  a  tie  vote  for  member  of  either 
branch.  Such  a  vote  undoubtedly  operates  a  case  oi  failure  to 
elect;  but  it  is  that  only.  It  is  no  vacancy ^  as  contemplated  by 
the  Constitution,  though  classed  in  that  section  among  the  in- 
stances of  vacancy  given.  Only  such  events  or  circumstances 
make  vacancies  in  a  constitutional  sense,  as  are  above  set  forth  in 
the  case  of  a  vacant  executive  chair.  Such  is  my  opinion.  I  do 
not  say  the  law-making  power  could  not  provide  for  filling  an 
empty  seat ;  for  I  have  no  doubt  they  could,  and  in  the  manner 
done  in  such  a  case.     But  what  I  wish  to  be  clear  in  stating  is, 


that  what  is  no  vacancy  by  the  Constitution,  and  is  not  provided 
for  by  law,  is  a  case  to  be  provided  for,  if  the  Legislature  so  will. 
It  has  been  supposed  that  the  words  '*  or  otherwise,'*  used  in  that 
section  after  the  words  *  *  by  a  tie  vote  at  the  general  election, '  * 
are  broad  enough  to  cover  this  case,  if  it  shall  be  your  opinion 
that  the  candidate  of  the  opposition  to  Mr.  Watson's  party  who 
had  the  most  votes  is  not  to  be  treated  as  elected  ;  but  I  respect- 
fully submit,  in  opposition  to  that  view,  that  the  import  of  them 
ou^ht  not,  by  construction,  to  be  extended  beyond  a  subject  to 
which  they  naturally  apply  (if  I  may  use  the  expression),  which 
subject  is  inability — ^an  example  of  vacancy  to  be  found,  as  above 
quoted,  in  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  having  reference  to 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor.  The  effect  of  those  words, 
in  this  view,  is  only  to  include  inability,  as  in  the  Governor's 
case,  and  not  circumstances  producing  an  empty  seat.  Be  that, 
however,  as  it  may,  the  language  in  the  3d  section  of  Art.  II  of 
the  Constitution  (which  was  introduced  by  way  of  amendment 
thereto  after  an  experience  of  thirty-nine  years)  is  of  such  a  na- 
ture as  to  exclude  the  idea  of  a  vacancy  except  where  the  seat 
had  been  filled  by  a  party  duly  elected  thereto.  Note  that 
language,  which  I  repeat : 

**  If  the  office  of  representative,  or  the  office  of  senator,  become 
vacant  before  the  regular  expiration  thereof ,  a  representative  or 
a  Senator  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  shall  hold  the 
office  for  the  residue  of  said  term. 

* '  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  either  house  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session,  the  Governor 
shall  nave  power  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancy; 
which  writ  shall  be  executed  as  a  writ  issued  by  the  Speaker  of 
either  House  in  case  of  vacancy." 

The  words  in  the  first  clause,  before  the  regular  expiration 
thereof  can  mean  nothing  else  than  a  vacancy  happening  after 
the  term  began,  and  not  one  existing  at  the  time  it  began;  they 
would  be  wholly  inappropriate  in  the  latter  case.  The  term  va- 
cancy  in  a  seat  implies,  normally,  prior  occupancy  of  it,  and  not 
want  of  qualification  to  fill  it.  This  latter  circumstance  may  con- 
stitute a  vacancy  in  the  office,  but  not  one  contemplated  by  the 
Constitution,  or  within  its  provisions ;  and  therefore  to  be  legis- 
lated about,  if  Section  37  of  the  election  laws  is  not  to  be  con- 
strued to  include  that  kind  of  vacancy  under  the  terms  *  *  or 
otherwise. ' ' 
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Besides — the  words,  ** the  residue  of  said  term,"  also  negative 
a  constitutional  vacancy  in  this  case ;  for  they  imply  a  term,  or 
period  of  occupancy,  begun,  and  which  the  successful  candidate 
at  the  special  election  is  to  fill  out.  This  is  more  evident  from 
the  feet,  that  the  Governor,  in  a  case  of  want  of  eligibility,  could 
do  nothing — for  the  very  good  reason  that  the  fact  of  eligibility 
is  one  he  cannot  inquire  into^the  House,  for  a  seat  in  which  the 
ineli^ble  candidate  was  voted  for,  being  the  sole  judge  of  the 
qualifications  of  its  members.  It  is  not  to  be  imagined  that  the 
great  lawyers  who  shaped  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  in 
1 83 1,  provided  for  a  case  that,  by  no  possibility,  could  ever 
happen. 

The  view  that  failure  to  elect  is  no  constitutional  vacancy,  and 
that  the  terms  **  or  otherwise  "  in  the  election  law  do  not  enlarge 
its  scope  as  limited  in  the  constitutional  provisions  for  a  vacancy 
in  the  Governor's  office,  is  supported  by  the  constitutional  pro- 
visions (Section  16  of  Article  ll)  about  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
State  Treasurer,  where  the  failure  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
elect  is  expressly  made  a  vacancy,  and  the  other  examples  of  it 
are  the  same  as  in  the  Governor's  case.  Why  make  failure  to 
elect  a  vacancy,  if  the  term  used  elsewhere  with  reference  to  the 
houses  of  the  Legislature  was  broad  enough  to  cover  it  ? 

I  declare  myself  unable  to  accede  to  the  decisions,  that  where 
the  most  votes  cast  are  ineffectual  to  elect  a  candidate  for  an  office 
— as  were  those  given  to  Mr.  Watson  in  this  case — ^there  is  no 
election,  although  all  the  other  votes  were  perfectly  valid,  and,  as 
such,  effectual  ones.  The  ground  upon  which  they  rest,  as  be- 
fore stated,  is  that  they  show  at  least  opposition  to  the  election  of 
the  other  candidate.  This  strikes  me  as  an  utterly  untenable 
doctrine  in  any  case  where  a  majority  vote  is  not  necessary  to 
elect — as  it  is  not  in  Delaware.  Where  such  is  the  case,  it  is  the 
only  doctrine  that  can  be  recognized  ;  but  where  such  is  not  the 
case,  it  would,  if  carried  to  the  extent  to  which  it  must  be  held 
to  go,  produce  the  result  of  defeating  an  election  where  the  high- 
est candidate  has  but  a  bare  plurality  (that  is  more  than  either  of 
his  opponents)  and  yet  has  a  number  far  short  of  a  majority  of 
the  whole.  If  the  rule  of  these  decisions  is  to  be  adopted,  there 
can  never  be  an  election  for  the  legislature  where  there  are  more 
than  two  tickets  voted,  if  he  for  whom  the  most  of  them  were 
cast,  though  falling  short  of  half  of  all,  was  and  continues  to  be 
ineligible,  by  being  under  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  by  not 
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havingf  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  three  years, 
by  being  concerned  in  an  army  or  navy  contract,  or  being  the 
holder  of  an  office  under  this  State  or  the  United  States.  This, 
to  my  mind,  is  a  result  which  should  compel  those  inclined  to 
follow  the  decisions  to  pause  and  ask  themselves  whether  the 
doctrine  of  them  is  to  oe  allowed  to  defeat  the  law — that  the 
person  for  whom  the  most  legal  votes  are  given  at  an  election, 
where  a  majority  of  all  cast  is  not  required,  shall  hold  the  office. 
I  say  legal  votes;  for  no  other  can  be  considered  in  deciding  this 
case — which  is  one  of  passing  upon  the  qualifications  of  a  mem- 
ber. In  my  opinion  the  House  has  no  right  (I  do  not  say  power) 
to  settle  the  question  before  it  by  any  presumptions  whatever. 
They  are  to  pass  upon  the  votes  cast  for  Mr.  Watson  exactly  as 
they  would  if  the  ballots  containing  his  name  had  been  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1 88 1  prescribing  their  requisites.  There  is  no 
possible  distinction  between  the  cases — ^and  the  purpose  or  intent 
not  to  make  a  mistake,  but  to  defeat  the  opposite  ticket  or  tickets, 
would  be  as  strong  in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other. 

Another  illustration  of  the  unsoundness  of  the  doctrine.  The 
House  appoints  its  committee  to  inquire  into  the  qualifications  of 
its  members.  A  defeated  candidate  contests,  in  legal  form,  the 
right  of  one  on  the  prevailing  ticket  to  a  seat,  on  the  ground  that 
he  had  and  has  a  contract  with  the  government  to  supply  timber 
for  the  navy.  The  committee  inquires  into  the  fact  ana  reports 
it  to  be  true,  and  the  report  is  accepted.  Here  is  a  case  provided 
for  by  the  Constitution — which  declares  it  to  be  one  of  ineligibility. 
The  contestant  had  plurality  of  the  effectual  votes  cast,  those 
thrown  for  the  contractor  not  being  entitled  to  be  counted  in  a 
contest.  Would  there  be  any  reasonable  doubt  that  the  contestant 
was  entitled  to  his  seat?  If  a  distinction  be  suggested  between  a 
ballot  by  an  unqualified  person,  and  a  vote  given  by  a  legally 
qualifiea  voter  for  one  whose  choice  is  constitutionally  forbidden, 
I  say  it  seems  to  me  like  dividing  a  hair  **  'twixt  south  and  south- 
west side  *  *  (using  pardonably,  I  hope,  a  not  inappropriate  quota- 
tion) which  I  think  a  grave  body  like  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives should  not  give  its  countenance  to.  Plurality  of  legal  votes, 
in  Delaware,  decides  elections — nugatory  votes  cast  for  uncon- 
stitutional candidates  are  not  to  be  counted  where  inquiry  into 
the  validity  of  an  election  is  made.  Plurality  being  the  law,  and 
not  majonty,  how  (I  repeat)  can  there  be,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
a  vacant  seat  when  somebody  has  a  plurality  of  legal  votes  for 
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iif  Suppose  three-fourths  of  the  voters  should  stay  away,  and 
not  vote  at  an  election,  would  those,  who  went  and  voted,  be 
deprived,  under  the  plurality  system,  of  the  benefit  of  their 
choice?  Certainly  not  Suppose  however  the  three-fourths 
went,  and  voted  for  an  ineligible  candidate,  would  not  the  eligible 
one  be  entitled  as  well  in  this  case  as  the  plurality  candidate  was 
in  the  other?  If  not,  why  not?  If  I  am  answered  that  they 
made  a  mistake,  I  reply  to  that,  that  neither  the  Constitution  nor 
the  law  of  this  State  takes  any  account  of  mistakes  made  by  a 
voter;  and  that  if  either  did,  in  the  case  of  many,  it  should  do  it 
in  the  case  of  a  few,  or  one  even;  and,  in  a  contest  for  the  legis- 
lature where  (as  in  the  famous  case  in  oiu"  history  of  Tharp 
against  Roe)  the  majority  vote  was  very  small,  count  the  tax  re- 
ceipt ballots,  and  due  bill  ballots  (for  such  are  not  infrequently 
cast)  as  mistakes  which  should  be  allowed  to  the  contestant  if  he 
could  show  they  were  intended  to  be  tickets  on  which  his  name 
was  placed  as  a  candidate.  This  would  seem,  to  the  plain  mind, 
to  be  a  mischievous  consequence  of  the  rule  of  the  decisions; 
yet  it  is  the  very  one  which  must  follow  from  your  adoption  of  it, 
whenever  there  shall  be  a  very  close  contest  for  a  seat  in  either 
House  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  voters  have  made  mistakes, 
designedly  or  not,  by  wasting  their  strength  as  electors  through 
ignorance  or  carelessness.  If  by  the  former,  that  is  no  excuse 
whatever  in  law,  or  reason  even,  where  so  valuable  a  privilege  is 
concerned;  if  by  the  latter,  then  the  answer  must  be — if  such 
were  allowed  there  would  be  no  end  of  contests.  In  whatever 
light  I  regard  the  decisions,  I  cannot  view  them  as  having  any 
application,  in  reason,  to  elections  where  a  plurality  decides,  as 
in  this  State.  Here,  no  seat  can  be  said  to  be  vacant  because  of 
want  of  majority  of  legal  votes  for  a  qualified  candidate,  where 
he  has  a  plurality  of  them,  no  matter  how  that  may  be  brought 
about.  It  is  impossible  to  show  anv  clause  or  feature  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State,  or  of  the  laws  upon  our  statute  book, 
opposed  to  this  proposition.  Then  how  can  there  be  a  vacancy 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  because  Mr.  Watson,  an  ineligi- 
ble candidate,  had  more  votes  than  anyone  else  except  the  six 
valid  candidates  nominated  with  him  ? 

Those  who  favor  the  notion  that  the  reviewing  body  in  a  case 
like  the  present  has  the  right  to  decide  what  the  voters  meant,  so 
that  their  supposed  will  shall  not  be  defeated,  surely  cannot  con- 
template what  would  flow  fi'om  adopting  it    One  effect  would  be 
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(as  before  shown)  that  if  a  candidate  for  the  Legislature,  ineligi- 
ble  by  the  ConsHiuHon,  in  a  county  of  three  thousand  voters, 
where  three  tickets  were  voted  for,  received  a  half  dozen  more 
votes  than  either  of  his  competitors,  both  eligible,  received,  his 
vote  must  virtually  be  counted  so  as  to  defeat  that  one  of  his 
opponents  having  plurality  of  the  legal  votes — although  the 
statute  says,  in  effect,  that  the  candidate  (which  must  mean 
constitutional  candidate — it  would  be  insulting  to  your  under- 
standings to  pretend  otherwise)  having  the  plurality  of  votes  on 
his  side  shall  be  elected.  Such  a  contention  denies  the  validity 
of  the  law  of  the  land,  and  sets  up,  in  effect,  another — that  where 
the  person  getting  the  highest  number  of  votes,  though  far  less 
than  a  majority,  is  ineligible,  the  plurality  rule  shall  not  govern. 
In  other  words,  where  there  are  more  candidates  than  two,  one 
of  them  (to  obtain  the  office)  must  get  more  votes  than  were 
thrown  for  a  candidate  who,  because  of  ineligibility,  would  have 
no  claim  on  earth  to  the  seat  if  elected  to  it  by  all  the  voters  com- 
bined !  It  is  hard  to  combat  so  insupportable  a  proposition  as 
the  one  under  examination  ;  it  refutes  itself  A  person  who  is 
forbidden  by  the  Constitution  to  sit  in  your  body  is  a  candidate 
for  the  House  against  fourteen  others  wno  are  candidates  also,  all 
qualified ;  he  receives  more  votes  than  any  other  one,  but  they 
all  receive  some,  and  together  near  thirteen  times  as  many  as  he; 
yet,  if  this  rule  is  to  be  applied  in  the  case  before  you  (as  some 
think  it  should  be),  it  ought  to  be  also  in  the  case  imagined. 
Think  of  the  effect  of  it !  The  will  of  the  people  under  our  law 
(for  the  law  is  their  will)  would  be  defeated,  just  because  those 
who  voted  for  the  ineligible  candidate  made  a  mistake  !  Whether 
they  did  or  not,  is  pure  conjecture ;  and  if  they  did,  what  right 
is  there  in  any  canvassing  board  to  give  effect  to  invalid  tickets, 
because  names  are  on  them,  any  more  than  to  tax  receipts,  due 
bills,  and  other  papers  sometimes  cast,  in  perfect  ignorance,  by 
the  voter  ?  Is  he  to  be  denied  the  privilege  of  proving  that  he 
meant  to  vote  a  certain  ticket,  while  the  votes  of  those  who 
selected  and  voted  for  a  candidate,  unqualified  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, are  treated  as  Actors  in  deciding  upon  the  result  of  ai>  elec- 
tion governed  by  plurality  of  votes  cast,  where  there  are  several 
candidates?  If  so,  then  it  will  be  determined  that  imagination, 
presumption,  surmise,  may  be  resorted  to  to  determine  a  fact  of 
intent  of  voters  in  one  case;  and  positive  proof  denied  in  another. 
Surely  nothing  so  startling  will  be  sanctioned  by  this  enlightened 
body.     Where  a  majority  of  those  qualified  who  cast  baUots  can 
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alone  elect,  the  rule  is  applicable  ;  but  where  a  plurality  decides, 
the  rule  would  defeat  the  very  object  of  plurality,  which  is  to  give 
the  man  who  has  the  highest  number  of  votes  that  can  elect  a 
candidate  voted  for  success  in  the  contest.  In  any  other  view 
the  term  plurality  has  no  meaning.  In  another  election  some 
other  ineligible  candidate  might  be  taken,  and  get  more  votes 
than  either  of  his  eligible  opponents,  and  so  no  election  again. 

In  view  of  all  the  above,  it  is  but  mere  form  for  me  to  say — 
that  in  my  opinion  you  have  no  case  before  you  of  vacancy  in 
your  body. 

If  you  should  be  of  a  different  opinion  and  think  there  is,  then 
my  further  opinion  is,  that  as  the  election  of  the  constitutional 
members  was  complete  when  the  polls  were  closed  on  election 
day,  the  vacancy,  if  you  choose  to  call  it  so,  existed  then,  neces- 
sarily^— by  the  finding  of  your  committee,  and  its  approval  by 
your  body,  that  Mr.  Watson,  at  the  time  of  the  finding,  had  only 
been  a  citizen  of  the  State  for  about  two  years  and  four  months. 
This  must  be  beyond  dispute.  Then  the  case  cannot  be  one  of 
vacanc^t  for  the  Governor  could  not  now  order  a  writ  of  election 
to  fill  It,  as  it  happened  when  the  term  of  the  old  Legislature  had 
expired  ;  nor  can  you  order  a  writ,  as  the  so-called  vacancy  has 
not  happened  during  this  session.  The  only  way,  I  think,  to  get 
over  the  trouble,  if  me  vacancy  idea  is  to  prevail,  is  to  pass  a  law 
for  a  special  election  to  fill  it,  which  can  be  done  in  a  few  hours.

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  the  opinion  of  the 
Hon.  John  W.  Houston,  Associate  Judge,  in  answer  to  the  same 
questions,  which  was  read,  as  follows  : 
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OPINION  OF  HON.  JOHN  W.  HOUSTON,  ASSOCIATE 

JUDGE.

Dover,  January  24,  1885. 

JV.  A.  ComegySy  Esq,,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor,  in  reply  to  your  communication  of  the 
20th  inst. ,  to  submit  to  vou  my  opinion  in  writings  upon  the  ques- 
tions propounded  in  tne  resolutions  adopted  m  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  the  19th  instant. 

The  first  inquiry  is  as  follows  :  **The  said  William  T.  Watson 
being  ineligible  at  the  time  he  was  voted  for,  is  there,  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  any  authority  vested  in  either 
the  Governor  or  Speaker  of  the  House  (and  if  so,  which)  to  issue 
a  writ  of  election  authorizing  the  election  of  any  other  person  to 
fill  the  place  which  the  said  William  T.  Watson  would  have  been 
entitled  to  had  he  been  eligible  ? '  * 

In  answer  to  that  inquiry,  my  opinion  is  that  there  is,  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  tne  State,  authority  vested  in  the  Gov- 
ernor to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  the  seat  which  Mr.  Watson 
would  have  been  entitled  to,  had  he  been  eligible ;  but  if  the 
Governor,  for  any  reason,  omitted  to  exercise  that  authority,  the 
question  whether  there  is  any  authority  in  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  issue  the  writ  for  that  purpose,  de- 
pends, I  think,  on  a  reasonable  interpretation  of  all  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  and  laws  in  relation  to  vacancies  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  when  considered  together,  as  there  is  no  special 
provision  in  it  for  such  a  case.  In  uie  first  place,  it  provides  that 
* '  there  shall  be  seven  representatives  chosen  in  each  county, ' ' 
after  prescribing  what  shall  be  their  qualifications;  and  in  the  next 
place,  that  '*if  the  office  of  representative,  or  the  office  of  senator, 
becomes  vacant  before  the  regular  expiration  of  the  term  thereof, 
a  representative  or  a  senator  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
and  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  residue  of  said  term.'* 

'*  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  either  house  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session,  the  Governor 
shall  have  power  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  ; 
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which  writ  shall  be  executed  as  a  writ  issued  by  the  Speaker  of 
either  house  in  case  of  vacancy.'* — Article  11,  Section  3,  para- 
graphs 5  and  6. 

The  next  provision  is  a  general  one,  and  is  as  follows  : 

**When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house,  writs  of  election 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Speakers  respectively,  or  in  cases  of  neces- 
sity, in  such  other  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law;  and  the 
persons  thereupon  chosen  shall  hold  their  seats  as  long  as  those  in 
whose  stead  they  are  elected  might  have  done,  if  such  vacancies 
had  not  happened.'* — Article  II,  Section  13. 

It  is  manifest,  I  think,  from  the  terms  employed  in  the  provis- 
ion, that  **if  the  office  of  representative,  or  the  office  of  senator, 
become  vacant  before  the  regular  expiration  of  the  term  thereof, 
a  representative  or  a  senator  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
and  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  residue  of  said  term,"  that  it  has 
reference  only  to  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  representative  or 
senator  who  has  been  duly  elected  to  it  for  the  prescribed  term, 
and  which  has  afterwards  become  vacant  before  the  expiration  of 
it,  and  is  to  be  filled  for  the  residue  of  the  term  merely,  and  that 
it  therefore  has  no  application  to  a  vacancy  which  occurs  in 
either  house  from  the  failure  to  fill  the  seat  of  any  preceding 
member  of  it  on  the  regular  expiration  of  his  term"  of  office,  by 
the  election  of  a  duly  qualified  and  eli^ble  person  for  it.  The 
succeeding  clause  of  the  Constitution  simply  declares  .that  when 
there  is  a  vacancy  in  either  house,  and  the  General  Assembly  is 
not  in  session,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  issue  a  writ  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancy,  without  requiring  him  to  do  it,  while 
the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  on  tne  subject  provides  that 
"Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  either  branch  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  whether  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of 
a  member,  by  a  tie  vote  at  the  general  election,  or  otherwise,  the 
Speaker  of  the  house  in  which  the  vacancy  happens  (if  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  be  then  sitting)  or  (if  it  be  not  sitting  at  the  hap- 
pening of  such  vacancy)  the  Governor  shall  immediately  issue 
writs  of  election  for  filling  such  vacancy,  directed  to  the  SheriiT 
of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  happens.*' — Chapter  18, 
Sec,  J7,  Rev.  Code,  127,  But  notwithstanding  the  provision  of 
the  Constitution  last  referred  to,  and  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
just  quoted,  apply  to  such  a  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives as  resulted  from  the  ineligibility  of  Mr.  Watson  to  a 
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seat  in  it,  and  the  latter  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  im- 
mediately issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  that  vacancy,  I  consider 
the  words  of  Section  13  of  Chapter  2  of  the  Constitution,  before 
recited  in  full,  general  and  broad  enough  to  confer  authority  on 
the  Speaker  of  it  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  the  vacancy,  if 
on  the  meeting  of  the  House  after  the  general  election  it  satisfac- 
torily appeared  to  the  body  that  the  vacancy  was  still  existing,  and 
had  not  been  filled  in  the  meantime  by  the  authority  and  action 
of  the  Governor.  And  my  opinion  is  that  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  so  intended,  inasmuch  as  by  the  several  provisions 
inserted  by  them  in  it  for  that  purpose,  it  is  apparent  that  they 
appreciated  the  importance  of  providing  against  vacancies  for  any 
cause  in  the  prescribed  equality  of  membership  and  representa- 
tion of  the  three  counties  in  each  house  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  yet,  they  did  not  in  the  Constitution  even  make  it  the 
duty  of  the  Governor  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  a  vacancy 
in  the  event  provided  for,  but  deemed  it  sufficient  to  leave  the 
exercise  of  that  necessary  power  in  the  broad  and  general  and 
imperative  terms  contained  in  the  last  provision  of  the  instru- 
ment on  the  subject,  **  Whenever  vacancies  happen  in  either 
house,  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  by  the  Speakers  respect- 
ively.*' Besides,  it  was  a  power  and  a  function  which  more  ap- 
propriately pertained  to  each  house  and  the  Speaker  of  it,  than 
to  the  executive  department  of  tlie  government.  By  the  Con- 
stitution, *  *  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members  ;  and  a  majority  of  each  house 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business."  And  if  in  my  opin- 
ion I  could  not  find  in  the  constitutional  provisions  in  regard  to 
vacancies  any  authority  conferred  on  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives by  the  writ  of  election  to  be  issued  by  its  Speaker,  to  fill 
such  a  vacancy  as  now  exists  in  it,  because  it  should  have  been 
but  was  not  filled  by  such  a  writ  issued  by  the  Governor,  I 
should  think  it  might  with  reason  be  derived  from  the  final  pro- 
vision of  the  7th  Section  of  the  2d  Article  of  the  Constitution, 
*  *  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish 
any  of  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  and  shall  have  all  other  pow- 
ers necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  legislature  of  a  free  and  inde- 
pendent State,  * '  The  statute  referred  to  makes  no  provision  for  a 
vacancy  like  this,  in  case  the  Governor  should,  under  any  circum- 
stances, fail  to  perform  the  duty  imposed  by  it  upon  him,  and  if 
it  is  supposed  that  in  consequence  of  his  failure  to  perform  the 
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diity,  the  power  now  to  fill  it  in  any  other  mode  is  entirely  gone, 
the  answer  is  that  the  statute  cannot  impair  or  diminish  any 
power  conferred  on  the  Speaker  of  the  House  in  relation  to  the 
matter  by  the  Constitution.  Of  course,  it  is  implied  in  what  I 
have  already  written,  that  I  consider  the  fact  that  Mr.  Watson 
was  ineligible  at  the  time  he  was  voted  for  at  the  late  g^eneral 
election,  and  so  continued  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature 
for  the  want  of  the  qualification  of  residence  required,  constitutes 
and  occasions  a  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  con- 
templated by  the  Constitution,  for  I  cannot  think  the  framers  of 
it  intended  to  limit  the  provisions  we  find  in  it  for  filling  vacancies 
in  both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  to  filling  them  for  a  portion  or 
the  residue  of  a  term,  and  leave  a  vacancy  of  a  seat  in  either 
body  unfilled  for  the  entire  term  of  it,  when  the  phraseology  of 
any  of  the  provisions  in  it  is  broad  enough  to  embrace  vacancies 
of  all  kinds. 

In  my  opinion  the  voting  for  a  person  who  is  ineligible  to  a  seat 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  at 
the  election,  does  not  elect  the  person  who  was  eligible  and  re- 
ceived the  greatest  number  of  votes  on  the  minority  ticket  at  the 
election. 

The  failure  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  Mr.  Watson's  in- 
eligibility to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives  would  not 
in  my  opinion  aflfect  or  impair  the  constitutional  powers  and  func- 
tions of  the  body,  as  the  Constitution  provides  that  a  majority  of 
each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  which 
means  that  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  each  House  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  exercise  of  its  legislative  powers  and  functions 
in  general,  and  as  much  so  as  if  all  the  members  of  it  had  been 
duly  elected  and  qualified  and  were  in  session  with  the  majorit}'^ 
at  the  time. 

As  the  foregoing  covers  all  the  inquiries  propounded  in  the 
resolutions  substantially,  there  is  no  occasion,  I  trust,  for  answer- 
ing them  any  further,  or  more  in  detail.

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The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  the  opinion  of  the 
Hon.  Edward  Wootten,  Associate  Judge,  in  answer  to  the  same 
questions,  which  was  read,  as  follows  : 


OPINION  OF  HON.  EDWARD  WOOTTEN,  ASSOCIATE 

JUDGE. 

To  Hon.   IV,  A,  ComegySy  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives : 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the 
House,  over  which  you  preside,  my  opinion,  as  requested  by  the 
House,  on  the  several  questions  submitted  to  me. 

My  answer  to  the  first  question  is,  that  there  is  not  only  au- 
thority vested  in  the  Speaker  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  State,  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  him  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  the  House  (as  it  did  appear  in  the  case  of  William  T.  Watson, 
by  the  advice  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  case  was  referred, 
and  the  adoption  by  the  House  of  its  report),  but  it  thereupon 
became  his  imperative  duty^  under  the  Constitution  and  statutes 
of  the  State,  to  immediately  issue  a  writ  of  election  for  filling 
such  vacancy. — Article  //  ojf  the  Constitutions  Chapter  i8  of  Re- 
vised Code,  Section  57. 

My  answer  to  the  second  question  is,  that  the  '*  voting  for  a 
man  by  a  majority  of  voters  who  is  constitutionally  ineligible" 
does  not  elect  the  man  who  received,  and  was  eligible,  the  highest 
number  of  votes  on  the  minority  ticket.  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
constitutional  or  statutory  provision  from  which  such  an  inference 
could  be  drawn. 

There  is  a  statute  which  provides,  that  whenever  any  person 
intending  to  contest  the  election,  or  eligibility,  of  any  one  re- 
turned as  a  member  of  either  branch  of  the  ueneral  Assembly, 
he  shall,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly,  give  written  notice  of  such  intention  to  the  person 
whose  seat  he  intends  to  contest,  and  within  ten  days  after  such 
notice  shall  deliver  to  him  a  written  specification  of  the  several 
grounds  upon  which  it  is  intended  to  contest  said  election,  or  the 
eligibility  of  the  person  so  returned. 
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Nobody  contested-  Mr.  Watson's  election,  and  the  provisions 
of  this  statute  of  course  do  not  apply  to  the  case  now  before  the 
House.  There  is  no  provision  in  either  the  Constitution  or  laws 
under  which  another  person  could  be  admitted  to  take  the  vacant 
seat,  except  one  elected  at  an  election  called  and  held  under  au- 
thority of  the  Speaker's  writ. 

The  third  question  is  a  very  serious  one,  and  one  of  too  grave 
importance  to  be  decided  in  a  summary  way.  I  must  say,  how- 
ever, that,  in  my  judgment,  to  say  the  least,  it  will  be  very  unwise 
and  unsafe  for  the  members  of  the  House  to  risk  any  action  of 
importance  upon  doubtful  constitutionality. 

The  Constitution  declares  that  there  shall  be  seven  representa- 
tives chosen  in  each  county,  making,  in  the  aggregate,  twenty- 
one  members  in  the  House;  and  it  further  declares  that  a  majority 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. — Article  II and  Sections 
2  and  6  of  the  Constitution. 

The  statute  in  requiring  so  short  a  notice  of  the  election,  as 
five  days  only,  seems  to  contemplate  the  necessity  of  a  full  House, 
which  is  constitutionally  twenty-one  members, — Revised  Code, 
page  128, 

To  the  fourth  question,  I  answer  that  I  have  no  doubt  of  there 
being  such  a  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Representatives  as  is  con- 
templated and  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  and  statutes  of 
the  State.  The  statute  declares  that  '  *  whenever  a  vacancy  shall 
happen  in  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  whether  by 
the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  member,  by  a  tie  vote  at 
the  general  election,  or  otherwise,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  in 
which  the  vacancy  happens,  (if  the  House  be  then  sitting,  as  it 
now  is,)  shall  immediately  issue  a  writ  of  election." — Revised 
Code,  page  127. 

To  the  fifth  question,  I  will  content  myself  by  saying,  that  I 
think  the  Constitution  is  a  sufficient  answer.  It  declares  that 
each  house  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifications 
of  its  own  members. — Article  II,  Section  6. 

My  answer  to  the  sixth  question  is  negatively  and  sufficiently 
answered  hereinbefore. 
26 
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I  must  say  that  I  am  at  a  loss  to  conceive  of  any  ground  upon 
which  to  hang  a  doubt  about  any  of  the  questions  presented.

The  Speaker  also  laid  before  the  House  the  opinion  of  the 
Hon.  William  G.  Whiteley,  Associate  Judge,  in  answer  to  the 
same  questions : 

OPINION  OF   HON.  W.  G.  WHITELEY,  ASSOCIATE 

JUDGE. 

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware : 

Gentlemen — I  submit  the  following,  as  my  opinion,  upon  the 
questions  submitted  to  me  as  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior 
Court. 

First  Question.  *  *  The  said  William  T.  Watson  being  ineligi- 
ble at  the  time  he  was  voted  for,  is  there,  under  the  Constitution 
or  laws  of  this  State,  any  authority  vested  in  either  the  Governor, 
or  Speaker  of  the  House,  (and  if  so,  which),  to  issue  a  writ  of 
election  authorizing  the  election  of  any  other  person  to  fill  the 
place  which  the  said  William  T.  Watson  would  have  been  enti- 
tled to  had  he  been  eligible  ? 

The  constitutional  test  of  inelieibility  as  to  residence  is  not  that 
he  had  not  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years 
"at  the  time  he  was  voted  for  ;*'  but  that  he  must  have  been  a 
citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years  nexfpreceding  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  after  nis  election. — Section  2, 
Article  H  of  Constitution, 

A  person  who  had  not  been  such  citizen  and  inhabitant  at  the 
time  ne  was  voted  for,  but  would  have  been  before  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Legislature  after  his  election,  would  be  certainly 
eligible. 

The  question  of  eligibility  '^  at  the  time  he  was  voted  for y''  is 
therefore,  in  my  opinion,  not  to  be  considered.    The  Constitution 
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fixes  the  time  when  such  want  of  residence  produces  ineligibility, 
viz:  the  first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  after  his  election.     If 
upon  the  day  of  such  meeting  he  has  been  a  citizen  and  inhabi- 
^  tant  of  the  State  for  three  years,  it  matters  not  how  much  short 

of  that  time  he  had  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  upon  the  day  of 
election. 

Such  being  the  plain  language  of  the  Constitution,  who  is  to 
determine  the  question  ?  Can  it  be  any  other  than  that  body  to 
which  he  claims  to  be  elected  ?  In  the  case  presented  by  your 
resolutions,  is  not  your  house  the  sole  judge  ?  Section  6  of 
Article  II  of  the  Constitution  says  :  **Eacn  house  shall  judge  of 
the  elections,  returns  and  quahfications  of  its  own  members." 
Your  house,  upon  its  meeting,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January, 
referred  Mr.  Watson's  credentials  to  the  appropriate  committee, 
and  it,  upon  some  subsequent  day,  reported  that  he  was  not 
eligible  on  account  of  the  want  of  the  constitutional  citizenship  and 
habitation — ^the  committee  reporting  that  he  had  only  resided  in 
the  State  two  years  and  four  months  preceding  the  first  meeting 
i  of  the  Legislature  after  his  election,  and  was  therefore  ineligi- 

ble. This  report  your  body  adopted.  Afterwards  you  passed  a 
resolution  that  he  was  disqualified.  Whether  this  resolution  in 
express  words  declared  his  seat  vacant,  I  know  not;  but  such  was 
its  constitutional  and  legal  effect.  Vacant,  when?  Upon  the 
adoption  of  the  committee's  report  and  subsequent  resolution, 
most  certainly.  You  did  not,  as  you  could  not  decide,  that  he 
was  not  one  of  the  seven  persons  in  Kent  County  who  had  re- 
ceived at  the  late  election  tne  highest  number  of  votes  for  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives.  You  did  not  decide  that 
the  votes  cast  for  him  were  nullities.  You  did  not  decide  that  he 
was  ineligible  upon  the  day  of  the  election.  You  decided  that 
he  had  not  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  three 
years  next  preceding  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  the  day  of 
your  meeting.  This  at  least  was  all  you  could  constitutionally 
decide. 

^  The  vacancy  then  occurred  whilst  your  House  was  *  ^sitting. ' ' 

The  Constitution,  Section  13,  Article  II,  provides,  "When 
vacancies  happen  in  either  House,  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Speakers  respectively,  or,  in  cases  of  necessity,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law."  The  only  provision  of 
law  is  Section  37,  Chapter  18,  Revised  Code,  p.  127.     '*  When- 
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ever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  either  branch  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, whether  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  mem- 
ber, by  a  tie  vote  at  the  general  election,  or  otherwise,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  in  which  the  vacancy  happens  (if  the 
General  Assembly  be  then  sitting,)  or  (if  it  be  not  sitting  at  the 
happening  of  such  vacancy,)  the  Governor  shall  immediately 
issue  writs  of  election  for  filling  such  vacancy,  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  happens. ' ' 

If  then  the  vacancy  occurred,  as  it  undoubtedly  did,  during 
the  sitting  of  the  Legislature,  can  there  be  any  possible  doubt 
but  that  both  the  Constitution  and  the  law,  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,  require  that  the  writ  of  election  should  be  issued  im- 
mediately by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  ? 

The  Governor  is  only  directed  to  issue  such  writ  when  there  is 
a  tie  vote  at  the  election,  or  when  the  vacancy  occurs  when  the 
General  Assembly  is  not  in  session.  And  I  may  add,  that  the 
issuing  of  the  writ  when  a  vacancy  does  occur  is  not  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  either  the  Governor  or  Speaker — the  language  of  the 
Constitution  and  of  the  land  being  mandatory — ^'  shall  issue  writs 
of  elections,  &c.  * '  I  therefore  answer  your  first  question  as  fol- 
lows : 

That  the  said  William  T.  Watson  was  not  disqualified  because 
he  had  not  been,  at  the  time  he  was  voted  for,  a  citizen  and  in- 
habitant of  this  State  for  three  years  ;  but  he  was  disqualified  to 
be  admitted  and  sworn  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, because,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature, 
being  the  first  meeting  thereof  after  his  election,  he  had  not  then 
been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  three  years;  that 
the  House  of  Representatives,  in  session,  having  declared  him  in- 
eligible upon  this  account  and  his  seat  vacant,  it  devolved  upon 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  issue  a  wnt  of 
election  authorizing  the  election  of  some  person  to  fill  his  place. 

Second  Question.  *  *  Does  the  voting  for  a  man  by  a  majority 
of  voters,  who  is  constitutionally  ineligible,  and  determined  so, 
elect  the  man  who  received,  and  was  eligible,  the  highest  number 
of  votes  on  the  minority  ticket. ' ' 

I  answer.  No  !  It  is  against  the  theory  of  our  form  of  govern- 
ment    And  though  this  may  be  a  new  question  in  our  State,  it 
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has  been  decided  over  and  over  again  in  the  courts  of  several  of 
the  other  States,  and  by  both  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  in  reference  to  members  of  their 
bodies. 

Instead,  therefore,  of  enlarging  upon  the  argument  as  to  the 
theory  of  our  government,  I  will  give  the  substance  of  some  of 
these  decisions,  referring,  however,  first  to  our  own  law  and  to 
a  text  writer  of  undoubted  authority.  Section  2,  Chapter  18  of 
Code,  page  103.  *'In  all  elections,  unless  it  be  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided,  a  plurality,  or  the  highest  number  of  votes, 
shall  make  a  choice,  &c.*' 

Judge  Cooley,  in  his  work  upon  Constitutional  Limitations,  pp. 
619-20,  in  speaking  of  what  is  a  sufficient  election,  says:  *'If 
several  persons  are  to  be  chosen  to  the  same  office,  the  requisite 
number  who  shall  stand  highest  on  the  list  will  be  elected.  But 
without  such  plurality  no  one  can  be  chosen  to  a  public  office, 
and  if  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  was  in- 
eligible, the  votes  cast  for  him  will  still  be  effectual,  so  far  as  to 
prevent  the  opposing  candidate  bei?ig  chosen^  and  the  election 
must  be  considered  as  having  failed.  * '  For  this  opinion  he  cites 
several  authorities  in  the  States  of  Maine,  Wisconsin,  California, 
&c.,  &c. 

In  our  neighboring  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Supreme  Court, 
so  late  as  1867,  decided  this  very  case.  The  case  was  that  of  a 
minority  candidate  for  sheriff  applying  to  the  court  to  oust  the 
sheriff,  to  whom  the  return  had  been  given,  on  account  of  some 
constitutional  disqualification.  The  court  says,  **But  surely  it 
cannot  be  maintained,  that  in  any  possible  contingency,  the  office 
can  be  g-iven  to  him — the  minority  candidate.  The  votes  cast  at 
an  election,  for  a  person  who  is  disqualified  from  holding  office, 
are  not  nullities ;  they  cannot  be  rejected  by  the  inspectors,  nor 
thrown  out  of  the  count  by  the  return  judges;  the  disqualified 
person  is  a  person  still,  and  every  vote  thrown  for  him  is  formal.^* 

So  in  another  case.  It  was  said  that  the  election  of  a  disquali- 
fied person,  though  voidable,  is  not  ipso  facto  void. 

There  have  been,  however,  two  decisions,  one  in  Indiana  and 
one  in  Illinois,  that  if  the  ineligibility  was  notorious,  so  that  the 
electors  must  be  deemed  to  have  voted  with  full  knowledge  of  it, 
the  votes  for  the  ineligible  candidate  must  be  declared  void,  and 
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the  next  highest  candidate  must  be  chosen.  But  these  cases 
cannot  be  considered  of  authority — at  least  of  sufficient  authority 
to  override  the  decisions  in  so  many  of  the  other  States.  The 
courts  in  these  States  (Indiana  and  Illinois)  appear  to  have  fol- 
lowed decisions  in  England,  where  the  elective  franchise  was,  at 
the  time  the  decisions  were  rendered,  much  more  restricted  than 
it  is  in  this  country.  At  that  time,  in  England,  the  right  to  vote 
was  the  exception;  here  it  was  then  and  is  now  the  rule.  The 
constituents  of  a  member  of  Parliament  running  from  a  few  dozen 
voters  to  a  few  hundreds  in  England,  but  here  the  whole  white 
male  population  over  twenty-one  years  had,  or  could  easily 
qualify  themselves  to  have,  the  right  to  vote.  And  though  they 
have  in  England  since  these  decisions  enlarged  the  right  of  suf- 
frage, we,  in  this  country,  by  the  adoption  of  the  I4tn  and  15th 
amendments,  have  made  it  almost  universal.  So  the  same  argu- 
ment against  the  principle  of  these  decisions,  arising  from  the 
difference  in  the  two  countries  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  right 
of  suffi'age,  still  exists  and  applies.  In  England,  with  their  small 
constituencies,  there  might  be  some  plausibility  in  the  argument 
that  the  electors  could  have  notice  of  the  disqualification  of  a  can- 
didate, and  if  with  that  notice,  they  still  voted  for  him,  their  votes 
would  be  thrown  away,  and  considered  as  not  having  been  given 
at  all,  and  consequently  the  candidate  having  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes  would  be  elected.  But  in  this  country,  where 
now  the  whole  male  population  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
white  and  colored,  are  entitled  to  the  right  of  suffrage,  and 
where  the  voters  or  electors  are  not  countea  by  hundreds  nor  by 
thousands,  but  by  millions,  how  can  it,  with  any  plausibility,  be 
said  that  the  electors  could  have  notice  of  the  disqualification  of  a 
candidate  ?  and  it  is  the  voting,  with  this  notice,  that  under  the 
decisions  referred  to,  renders  the  votes  worthless.  There  are 
other  arguments,  which  could,  with  equal  force,  be  urged  against 
the  theory  and  grounds  of  these  decisions,  but  sufficient  has  been 
said  to  show,  I  think,  that  they  would  not  be  recognized  in  our 
courts,  and  I,  therefore,  relying  upon  the  authority  of  the  cases 
first  referred  to,  answer  your  second  question,  that  **the  vbtin^ 
for  a  man  by  a  majority  of  voters,  who  is  constitutionally''  ineligi- 
ble and  determined  so*  *  does  not  elect  '  'the  man  who  received,  and 
was  eligible,  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the,  minority  ticket." 

Third  Question,     '  *  Would  the  failure  to  fill  the  place  which 
the  said  William  T.  Watson  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he 
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been  eligible,  affect  the  legal  and  constitutional  duties  of  the 
House,  and  can  the  House  exercise  all  the  constitutional  powers 
and  functions  as  fully  as  if  twenty-one  members  had  in  fact  quali- 
fied?" 

I  cannot  see  how  the  failure  to  fill  Mr.  Watson's  place  could 
by  any  possibility  affect  the  legal  and  constitutional  duties  of  the 
House,  or  prevent  the  exercise  by  the  House  of  all  its  constitu- 
tional powers  and  functions.  By  the  Constitution,  Sec.  6,  Art. 
II,  a  majority  of  the  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness. Eleven  members  therefore,  if  the  other  ten  seats  were  all 
vacant,  for  any  cause,  or  the  vacancies  produced  in  any  way,  can 
pass  laws,  appoint  State  officers,  and  do  any  and  all  legislative 
acts  which  only  require  a  majority  vote.  In  reference  to  those 
matters  which  by  the  Constitution  require  more  than  a  majority 
vote,  as,  for  instance,  impeachments  and  constitutional  amend- 
ments, if  there  are,  from  absence,  death,  resignation,  declaration 
of  seats  vacant,  or  for  any  other  cause,  a  less  number  of  members 
than  twenty-one,  present  and  acting  in  the  House  when  a  vote 
upon  either  of  these  questions  is  taken,  and  it  does  not  receive 
the  constitutional  majority — two-thirds,  or  three-fourths,  as  the 
case  may  be — it  fails  to  pass.  That  is  all  there  is  of  it.  The 
acts,  powers  and  functions  of  those  members  who  are  there,  if  a 
quorum,  are  as  constitutional  and  legal  as  though  the  House  was 
full  and  all  the  members  thereof  in  their  seats. 

I  must  add,  however,  that  when  the  House  declares,  by  the 
adoption  of  the  committee's  report,  or  by  a  resolution,  that  the 
seat  of  any  one  claiming  to  be  a  member  is  vacant,  or  that  the 
person  claiming  to  be  a  member  is  disqualified,  the  requirement 
of  the  Constitution  is  imperative,  or,  in  other  words,  mandatory, 
that  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  issue  his  writ  of  election  to 
fill  the  vacancy  or  seat  of  the  person  thus  disqualified,  and  the 
act  of  Assembly  requires  the  wnt  to  be  immediately  issued.  But 
if  the  Speaker  should  refuse  or  neglect  to  so  issue  his  writ  of 
election,  that  would  not  invalidate  any  future  action  of  the  House 
within  its  constitutional  limits  and  restrictions,  but  would  leave 
the  Speaker  liable  (and  amenable  to  whatever  that  liability  might 
be)  to  a  charge  of  a  neglect  or  refiisal  to  perform  his  constitu- 
tional duty. 

Fourth  Question,  *'The  said  William  T.  Watson  being  ineli- 
gible, is  there  any  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Representatives  ol 
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the  State  of  Delaware  as  contemplated  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
State?'' 

The  Constitution,  Section  i,  Article  II,  declares,  that  legisla- 
tive power  in  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  General  Assembly, 
which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  ; 
and  in  Section  2  of  said  article  it  further  declares  in  reference  to 
representatives  :  *  *  There  shall  be  seven  representatives  chosen 
in  each  county,  &c."  Each  county,  then,  is  entitled  to  seven 
representatives,  and  its  representation  is  not  constitutionally  full 
unless  there  are  seven  persons  sitting  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives from  such  county.  There  must  be  seven  persons  who  are 
entitled  to  be  there.  But  if  one  of  the  seven  chosen  is  ineligible, 
or  disqualified,  under  some  provision  of  the  Constitution,  and  the 
House  of  Representatives,  upon  its  meeting,  ascertains  this  ineli- 
gibility, or  disqualification,  and  refuses  to  swear  him  in,  or  if  he 
has  been  sworn  in,  turns  him  out,  has  the  county  from  which  he 
claims  to  be  elected  its  full  constitutional  number  of  representa- 
tives ?  It  has  not  seven  !  The  Constitution  says  it  shall  have 
that  number.  Can  you  constitutionally  deny  to  such  county  its 
full  representation,  and  base  your  denial  upon  a  quibble  as  to 
what  the  word  "vacancy,"  in  the  Constitution,  means?  There 
should  be  no  such  narrow  interpretation  and  construction  of  con- 
stitutional language  as  to  hold  that  an  office  must  have  been  filled 
(or  be  full)  before  it  can  be  vacant.  Constitutions  express  them- 
selves in  general  words;  they  do  not  deal  in  particulars;  the  laws 
do  that ;  and  I  think  the  constitutional  meaning  of  the  words 
** vacant"  and  ** vacancies,"  in  this  connection,  is,  that  when- 
ever any  one  of  our  counties  has  not  the  prescribed  number  of 
Senators  or  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  representation  from  such  county.  Considering 
the  word  "vacancy"  philologically,  one  of  its  correct  and  proper 
meanings  is  ' '  the  state  of  a  post,  employment  or  office  when 
destitute  of,  and  wanting  an  incumbent;  a  place  or  office  which  is 
empty  or  not  filled." —  Worcester' s  Dictionary, 

An  office,  or  post,  or  place,  to  which  a  person  has  been  elected 
or  appointed,  is  vacant  if  he  has  been  prevented  from  taking  it. 

But  there  is  more  than  this  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Watson.  He 
was  elected  at  the  general  election  in  November  one  of  the  seven 
representatives  from  Kent  County.  He  was  declared  elected  to 
that  place  by  the  Board  of  Canvass  of  that  county.     He  was  in 
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office  as  such  representative  from  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Canvass  until  your  committee  reported  him  disqualified 
and  such  report  was  adopted  by  the  House.  He  therefore  held 
and  enjoyed  the  office  of^  representative  in  the  General  Assembly 
for  two  months.  He  filled  the  office.  The  office  was  full,  there- 
fore, and  when  you  refused  to  permit  him  to  remain  a  member, 
turned  him  out  on  account  of  a  constitutional  disqualification, 
which  you  had  but  then  constitutionally  and  legally  ascertained, 
there  was  upon  hb  retirement  from  the  House  a  part  of  a  term 
of  office  unfilled — which  is  such  a  vacancy  as  will  satisfy  the  most 
narrow  interpretation  which  can,  by  any  possibility,  be  put  upon 
the  Constitution.  That  Wm.  T.  Watson  was  constitutionally  and 
legally  a  representative  until  the  House  of  Representatives  de- 
clared otherwise,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  This  point  has  been 
decided  over  and  over  again  by  legislative  bodies,  notably  by 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
and  by  the  courts  of  several  oi  the  States.  The  election  of  a  dis- 
qualified person,  though  voidable,  is  not,  as  I  have  said  in  answer 
to  the  second  question,  ipso  facto  void.  By  such  authorities  then, 
Mr.  Watson  was  a  lawful  member  until  the  declaration  of  such 
disqualification  was  made  by  the  House  of  Representatives.  He 
filled  the  office  from  his  election  by  the  people  up  to  the  time  of 
your  declaration  of  his  disqualification.  I  therefore  am  of  the 
opinion,  that  William  T.  Watson,  being  ineligible  on  account  of 
a  disqualification,  there  is  such  a  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives as  is  contemplated  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State. 

As  to  the  fifth  question,  I  think  the  answers  herein  given  to 
the  first  and  fourth  questions  sufficiently  answer  this  one. 

As  to  the  sixth  question,  I  think  the  answer  herein  given  to  the 
second  question  sufficiently  answers  this  one. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

We,  the  committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  House  to 
inquire  into  and  examme  the  present  condition  of  the  State 
Library,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following : 

On  examination  we  found  the  Library  in  as  good  condition  as 
could*  be  expected.  The  room  which  has  been  set  apart  for  a 
Library  is  now  entirely  too  small,  and  the  Librarian  is  compelled 
to  place  books,  when  received,  in  piles  on  the  floor.  Every 
available  space  in  the  building  is  filled  to  repletion,  and  the 
shelves  are  bending  under  their  heavy  weight.  More  space  is 
absolutely  needed  for  the  convenient  arrangement  of  the  books, 
and  unless  something  is  done,  and  that  speedily,  ^reat  injury  will 
result  to  them.  We  were  informed  by  the  Librarian  that,  owing 
to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Library,  he  has  to  separate  the 
Reports  received,  from  time  to  time,  and  place  them  on  shelves 
in  different  alcoves,  thus  entailing  upon  him  unnecessary  trouble 
and  delay  when  books  are  wanted.  We  have  in  our  Library  as 
good  a  collection  of  law  books  as  can  be  found  in  any  of  the  Libra- 
ries of  our  sister  States,  and  we  ought  to  take  the  proper  care  of 
them.  The  building,  in  the  first  place,  ought  to  be  fireproof, 
and  secondly,  increased  space  given  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  books.  A  room  should  also  be  fixed  up  for  the  convenience 
of  lawyers  who  visit  the  Library  to  consult  the  Reports.  The 
want  of  such  a  room  is  badly  needed.  The  present  room  used 
for  that  purpose  does  not  meet  the  requirements;  it  is  poorly 
ventilated  and  otherwise  unfit  for  the  reception  of  visitors.  To 
enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  Library  an  addition  will  have  to  be 
built.  There  is  plenty  of  ground  belonging  to  the  State  which 
can  be  used  for  that  purpose.  The  annex  should  be  large,  so  that 
it  will  take  years  to  fill  it  with  books.  The  number  of  volumes 
received  annually  is  very  large  and  unless  plenty  of  room  is  given, 
in  a  few  years  the  Library  will  be  in  the  same  crowded  condition 
that  it  is  now. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  have  made  a  general  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Library,  and  we  think  that  more  room  is 
certainly  needed.  We  therefore  recommend  the  appointment  of 
a  joint  committee,  three  on  the  part  of  the  House  and  two  on  the 
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part  of  the  Senate,  to  take  into  consideration  the  best  plan  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  State  Library  and  to  report  their  pro- 
ceedings to  this  Legislature. 

We  further  beg  leave  to  report  that  there  are  about  loo  vol- 
umes of  books  in  the  Library,  known  as  the  **Law  Library,*' 
which  need  rebinding.  They  are  valuable  as  books  of  reference, 
and  they  are  very  much  in  demand,  but'  in  their  present  condi- 
tion they  are  not  fit  to  be  used.  The  bindings  are  rotten,  and 
the  backs  of  some  of  them  are  entirely  off.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  a  joint  committee  be  appointed  and  authorized  to  have 
them  rebound,  and  to  draft  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  amount 
of  the  cost  of  their  binding.

MEMORIAL  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  DELAWARE 

COLLEGE. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Delaware : 

The  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing facts  for  the  attentive  consideration  of  your  honorable 
body : 

Delaware  College  is  the  only  College  in  the  State.  We  have 
a  number  of  excellent  schools  and  academies,  to  whose  utility 
and  efficiency  we  cheerfully  bear  witness  ;  but  we  have  only  one 
college.  Of  this  the  people  of  the  State  are  justiy  proud.  It 
was  established  by  State  authority  at  an  early  day ;  it  has  been 
under  State  control  ever  since ;  and  many  of  our  most  useful 
and  eminent  citizens  have  been  educated  within  its  walls. 

Although  not  richly  endowed,  nor  abundantly  equipped,  Hke 
some  of  her  older  and  wealthier  sisters,  Delaware  College  has 
been  noted  for  the  soundness  and  thoroughness  of  her  training, 
and  her  alumni  have  been  distinguished  in  after  life  for  virtue, 
honor  and  fidelity  to  principle ;  and  have  thus  illustrated  the 
character  of  our  State  and  her  cherished  institution.  The  aim 
of  the  college  government  has  ever  been  to  make  judicious,  good 
and  useful  citizens  ;  and  the  instruction  given  has  always  tended 
in  that  direction. 

At  no  time  in  its  history  has  it  had  a  better  qualified  or  more 
faithful  and  efficient  corps  of  professors  than  at  the  present ;  and 
at  no  time  during  its  entire  existence  of  sixty  years  has  it  done 
more  thorough  and  excellent  work  than  it  is  doing  now. 
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In  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  exact  date  is  not 
given,  the  General  Assembly  passed  an  act  *  *  To  Elstablish  a  Col- 
lege in  the  Village  of  Newark  or  its  Vicinity,  for  the  Education 
of  Youth  in  the  English,  Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  besides 
the  Arts  and  Sciences." 

It  further  provided  that  *  *  the  said  college  shall  be  forever  here- 
after called  and  known  by  the  name  of  *  Delaware  College.'  " 

The  control  of  the  college  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  board 
of  trustees  not  exceeding  thirty,  to  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State. 

By  the  same  act  certain  revenues  were  set  apart  and  pledged 
for  the  building  and  endowment  of  said  college,  and  were  to  be 
paid  over  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  trustees. 

By  joint  resolution  adopted  January  28th,  1824,  it  was  resolved, 
"Tnat  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  time  being,  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  purchase,  on  the  best  terms 
that  can  be  procured,  for  and  on  behalf  of  *  Delaware  College,' 
with  the  money  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  that  institution,  a 
part  of  the  funded  debt  of  the  United  States,  or  some  kind  of 
productive  stock,  at  his  discretion,  and  that  the  dividends  on  the 
same,  together  with  any  donations  in  money  that  may  hereafter 
be  made  to  said  institution,  be  expended  by  him  annually,  in 
similar  purchases,  as  he  shall  judge  most  to  its  advantage  ;  the 
whole  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  same,  and  to  be  de- 
nominated 'the  College  Fund,'  of  which  fund  he  shall  be  the 
trustee. 

From  subsequent  legislation  it  seems  that  no  college  was  estab- 
lished under  me  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and 
the  General  Assembly,  February  5th,  1833,  passed  another  act 
entided, 

**An  act  to  establish  a  college  at  Newark." 

The  corporate  name  in  this  act  was  "The  Trustees  of  Newark 
College."  The  number  of  trustees  was  not  to  exceed  thirtv-. 
three,  and  they  were  named  in  the  act,  and  included  many  of  the 
leading  citizens  of  the  State.  Their  powers  were  defined,  and 
in  all  essential  features  the  government  of  the  college  has  re- 
mained the  same  ever  since,  and  with  nearly  the  same  number  of 
trustees. 
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By  the  5th  section  of  this  act,  it  is  provided  that  **the  State 
Treasurer  shall  transfer  and  pay,  on  the  order  of  said  board, 
signed  by  their  president  and  attested  by  their  secretary,  to 
**The  Trustees  of  Newark  College'*  aforesaid,  all  the  stock  and 
money  of  the  college  fund  created  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the 
General  Assembly,  adopted  at  Dover  the  twenty-eighth  of  Janu- 
ary, eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-four ;  and  said  stock  and 
money  shall  be  part  of  the  endowment  of  the  college  aforesaid, 
and  shall  be  held,  apportioned  and  used  as  such  by  the  said 
trustees. '  * 

By  a  joint  resolution,  adopted  February  i8th,  1839,  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  was  **  required  to  transmit  to  the  president  of 
Newark  College  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  laws  of  Dela- 
ware, including  the  Digest,  the  8th  volume  and  the  acts  in 
pamphlet  subsequent  to  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  to- 
gether with  such  journals  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature  as 
may  be  convenientlv  spared,  and  a  series  of  such  federal  executive 
documents  of  which  triplicate  copies  may  now  be  in  possession 
of  the  State,  to  be  placed  and  kept  in  the  library  of  said  college.  * ' 

By  act  of  February  17th,  1841,  the  State  Treasurer  was  directed 
to  make  certain  payments  for  the  benefit  of  the  college. 

By  act  of  February  7th,  1843,  the  name  was  changed  back  to 
*  *  Delaware  College. ' ' 

By  act  of  February  24th,  1843,  the  sale  of  liquor  to  students 
was  prohibited. 

By  act  of  February  loth,  1851,  the  college  was  reincorporated, 
with  the  same  features  essentially  as  before. 

By  the  fifth  section  of  this  act  a  normal  school  was  provided 
for  the  preparation  of  teachers,  into  which  pupils  shall  be  ad- 
mitted from  the  district  schools  of  this  State,  at  reduced  rates  of 
tuition,  upon  their  written  pledge  to  serve  for  at  least  one  year,  if 
required,  as  teachers  in  the  district  schools,  upon  such  terms  as 
the  board  shall  deem  reasonable.'' 

By  the  ninth  section  of  this  act  direction  as  to  the  use  of  the 
endowment  fund  is  given. 

And  by  the  eleventh  section  the  college  is  to  be  supplied  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  with  certain  public  documents. 

By  act  of  February  13th,  1855,  the  Governor  was  made  ex 
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officio  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  has  so  continued 
ever  since,  a  period  of  thirty  years. 

The  above  brief  summary  embraces,  it  is  believed,  the  sub- 
stance of  all  the  legislation  that  has  been  had  in  regard  to  Dela- 
ware College  from  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one  until  the  7th 
of  February,  1867,  a  period  of  forty-six  years. 

In  this  latter  year  occurred  an  event  which  may  be  properly 
regarded  as  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  Delaware  College,  and 
one  which  united  it  still  more  closely  to  the  State,  and  placed  it 
still  more  under  State  control. 

In  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  passed  an  act  donating  to  the  several  States  thirty  thous- 
and acres  of  the  public  lands,  or  an  equivalent  of  land  scrip,  for 
each  of  their  representatives  in  the  national  legislature.  This 
entitled  the  State  of  Delaware  to  ninety  thousand  acres  of  land 
scrip. 

The  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  these  lands  or  scrip  was  to 
be  invested  in  State,  United  States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks,  at 
not  less  than  five  per  centum  :  **And  the  moneys  so  invested 
shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain 
forever  undiminished,  (except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  the 
fifth  section  of  this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  in- 
violably appropriated  by  each  State  which  may  take  the  benefit 
of  this  act  to  the  endowment,  support  and  maintenance  of  at 
least  one  college,  where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  ex- 
cluding other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military 
tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
of  the  Suites  may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the 
liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life." 

This  grant  was  made  on  certain  conditions,  to  wit:  **The 
previous  assent  of  the  States  shall  be  signified  by  legislative 
acts."  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  should  be  lost  the  State  must 
replace  it.  The  interest,  without  diminution,  must  be  applied  as 
mentioned  above.  Except  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  ten  per 
centum,  may  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  site  or  experimental 
farm.  No  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  to  be  applied  to  the 
purchase,   erection,   preservation  or  repair  of  buildings.      The 
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State  must  provide  one  college  within  five  years  or  lose  the 
grant 

The  State  must  signify  her  acceptance  within  two  years  or  lose 
the  benefit. 

Our  State  did  not  accept  within  two  years,  but  on  the  twenty- 
third  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  Congress  extended 
the  time  three  years  from  that  date.  Taking  advantage  of  this 
extension,  our  own  legislature,  by  an  act  passed  February  7th, 
1867,  accepted  the  act  of  the  national  legislature  "upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  and  set  forth  in  said  act  of  Congress,*' 
and  the  Governor  of  this  State  was  '  *  authorized  and  instructed 
to  ^ve  due  notice  of  such  acceptance  to  the  government  of  the 
United  States.** 

On  the  14th  of  March  following,  an  act  entided,  **An  act  estab- 
lishing a  college  for  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  in  this  State,  *  * 
was  passed. 

The  preamble  recites : 

The  act  of  Congress  of  July  2d,  1862  : 

1.  That  by  said  act  it  is  **the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  the 
buildings,  grounds  and  appliances  necessary  to  carry  out  the  ob- 
jects 01  said  act :  ** 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  have  pro- 
posed to  convey  to  the  State  of  Delaware  a  joint  and  equal 
mterest  in  the  grounds,  buildings,  libraries,  apparatus  and  vested 
funds  of  said  college  proper,  upon  the  condition  that  the  said 
State  shall  vest  the  income  to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  said 
lands  in  a  board  of  trustees,  not  more  than  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  representatives  of  the  State,  and  the  remainder  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  present  board,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
at  Newark,  in  connection  with  said  college,  an  institution  which 
shall  meet  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Congress,  and  extend 
to  the  people  of  our  State  the  benefits  of  its  provisions,  therefore, 
it  was  enacted: 

*'That  the  proposition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Delaware 
College  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted  ;  and  that  Delaware 
College  is  adopted  and  established  as  the  institution  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  State  of  Delaware  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2d,  1862.** 
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It  was  further  provided  by  this  act  that  Delaware's  quota  of 
the  land  scrip,  which  amounted  to  ninety  thousand  acres,  should 
be  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  by  the  State  Treasurer  *'in 
interest-bearing  bonds  of  this  State  or  the  United  States,  at  his 
discretion,  the  principal  of  which  bonds  shall  be  forever  held 
sacred  for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  the  act  of  Congress  afore- 
said, and  shall  not  be  transferable  except  by  a  special  act  of  the 
Legislature.*' 

By  the  fifth  section  of  the  same  act  the  State  Treasurer  was 
directed  to  pay  over  semi-annually  the  interest  on  the  fund  aris- 
ing from  the  sale  of  said  land  scrip. 

By  the  sixth  section,  **the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Delaware  Col- 
lege shall  devote  said  interest  to  the  maintenance  of  such  course 
or  courses  of  instruction  in  said  college  as  shall  carry  out  the 
intent  of  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid  ;  and  shall  provide  for  the 
gratuitous  instruction  of  one  pupil  from  each  hundred  in  the 
State,  who  shall  be  annually  nominated  to  be  pupils  in  said  col- 
lege in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  prescribe. ' ' 

By  the  eighth  section  the  Governor  was  authorized  to  appoint 
five  trustees  from  each  county  on  behalf  of  the  State. 

The  ninth  section  is  in  these  words  : 

*  *  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  shall  report 
such  amendments  to  this  act,  or  such  further  acts  or  laws  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects  contem- 
plated by  this  act, ' ' 

From  this  provision  your  honorable  body  will  understand  that 
we  are  not  merely  stating  facts  and  urging  legislation  in  behalf  of 
a  time  honored  institution  of  our  own  State,  as  private  citizens, 
but  also,  and  more  particularly,  as  guardians  of  a  public  and 
official  trust,  committed  to  our  care  by  the  highest  authority  of 
the  State,  and  made  obligatory  by  her  positive  mandate. 

By  act  of  March  15th,  1869,  the  number  of  State  students  was 
not  to  exceed  thirty.  These  were  to  be  nominated  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  from  the  respective  hundreds. 

By  act  of  February  17th,  1869,  the  college  was  incorporated 
with  nearly  identical  powers  as  before,  but  the  number  of  trustees 
was  increased  to  thirty-two  by  making  the  president  of  the  col- 
lege a  member  ex  officio. 
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By  act  of  March  i6th,  1871,  the  professor  of  chemistry  was 
appointed  State  Chemist  for  two  years,  and  has  been  so  contin- 
ued ever  since.  By  the  same  act  one  thousand  dollars  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  purchase  of  chemical  apparatus  and  material. 

By  act  of  March  29th,  1871,  the  number  of  State  students  was 
limited  to  ten  from  each  county;  and  the  provision  that  they 
should  be  appointed  annually  was  stricken  out. 

By  act  of  March  30th,  1871,  all  the  funds  arising  from  the  land 
scrip  were  directed  to  be  transferred  to  the  State  Treasurer  and 
held  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  ;  and  he  was  further  directed 
**to  keep  said  funds,  bonds  and  other  securities  and  scrip  in  the 
Farmers  Bank  at  Dover,  and  to  keep  a  separate  and  distinct 
account  of  said  trust  funds,  and  to  make  a  full  and  detailed  report 
of  the  condition  thereof  to  the  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  on 
the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  and  also  to  the  Legislature  at 
each  biennial  session. ' ' 

By  joint  resolution  of  March  20th,  1871,  the  Governor  was 
*  *  authorized  to  issue  to  the  President  of  Delaware  College,  upon 
his  requisition,  such  arms,  equipments,  and  military  stores,  be- 
longing to  the  State,  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  for 
the  purpose  of  instruction  in  that  institution.'* 

By  act  of  March  27th,  1873,  three  thousand  dollars  a  year, 
annually  for  two  years,  were  appropriated  to  Delaware  College. 
This  was  **to  provide  free  instruction,  of  a  suitable  character,  for 
ten  students  from  each  county,  whenever  such  students,  on  pre- 
senting themselves  for  admission,  shall  obligate  themselves  to 
teach  m  the  free  schools  of  the  State  for  not  less  than  one  year." 
These  free  scholarships  were  to  be  filled  by  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  and  were  in  addition  to  the  former  ones. 

By  the  second  section  of  the  act  in  relation  to  free  schools  in 
this  State,  passed  March  25th,  1875,  the  President  of  Delaware 
College  is  made  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

By  act  of  March  26th,  1875,  fourteen  of  the  State  bonds,  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  college,  were  directed  to  be  cancelled 
and  supplied  by  new  ones. 

By  act  of  February  22d,  1877,  the  old  bonds,  eighty-three  in 
number,  were  all  to  be  cancelled,  and  instead  thereof  a  certificate 
of  indebtedness  was  directed  to  be  issued  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  for  the  sum  of  eighty- 
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three  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  thereon  to  be  paid  semi-annu- 
ally on  the  first  of  January  and  July  in  each  year. 

The  foregoing  summary  of  the  legislation,  in  regard  to  Dela- 
ware College,  is  given  because  it  is  believed  that  its  exact  status^ 
and  its  relations  to  the  State,  are  not  fully  and  generally  under- 
stood.    From  this  brief  review  the  following  points  seem  clear. 

1.  That  Delaware  College,  from  the  beginning  has  been  a 
State  institution,  created  by  State  authority,  assisted  by  State 
aid,  and  governed  by  State  control. 

2.  That  by  far  the  larger,  more  valuable  and  productive  part 
of  the  funds  have  arisen,  for  the  last  eighteen  years,  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  national  land  scrip,  which  the  State 
nolds  in  trust,  and  under  solemn  obligation  to  apply  the  income 
to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  act  of  Congress  making  the 
grant. 

3.  That  the  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  have  no  private  or 
individual  interest,  but  are  acting  solely  in  their  official  capacity 
as  guardians  of  the  interests  of  the  State  and  college,  and 
specially  charged  with  the  duty  of  bringing  the  condition  of  this 
institution  before  your  honorable  body,  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion  may  require. 

The  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  would  further  state  that  ever 
since  the  reorganization  of  the  college,  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  until  the  present  time,  the  fi-ee  State  scholarships 
have  nearly  all  been  filled  continuously  by  students  named  by  the 
the  members  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  had  these  students 
paid  tuition  like  the  others  the  receipts  would  have  been  gready 
m  excess  of  all  grants  or  appropriations  that  have  been  heretofore 
made  by  the  State  to  the  college.  This  fact  is  mentioned  to  show 
that  the  college  has  in  no  just  sense  been  a  public  charge,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  has  been  the  means  of  doing  a  good  and  valuable 
work  for  the  State  at  much  less  cost  than  it  could  have  otherwise 
been  had.  Especially  has  this  been  so  in  the  preparation  of  good 
and  faithful  teachers  of  her  public  schools,  who  are  gready  in- 
debted to  the  instruction  received  at  Delaware  College  for  their 
efficiency  and  success. 

Litde  remains  to  be  said  further,  except  to  present  a  statement 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  property  belonging  nominally  to 
to  the  college,  but  virtually  to  the  State. 
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The  real  estate  consists  of  about  five  acres,  fronting  three  hun- 
dred feet  on  the  north  side  of  the  main  street  in  the  centre  of  the 
beautiful  village  of  Newark.  The  centre  of  this  plot  is  an  eleva- 
tion, the  ground  descending  north  and  south,  and  is  crowned 
with  the  handsome  college  buildings.  These  consist  of  a  main 
building  three  stories  high,  with  two  wings.  These  are  finished 
and  furnished  in  a  comfortable  manner. 

The  main  building  is  seventy-five  by  forty  feet ;  the  wines 
seventy  by  twenty-two  each.  Within  these  walls,  besides  the 
students'  rooms,  there  are  the  auditorium,  society  halls,  reading 
room,  professors'  rooms,  and  boarding  department. 

The  grounds  are  adorned  by  stately  trees ;  and  the  whole  col- 
lege real  estate  is  a  credit  to  the  State  and  to  her  people,  as  well 
as  to  the  enterprise  and  public  spirit  of  those  whose  foresight  and 
patriotism  projected  and  established  it. 

In  addition  to  the  real  estate  there  is  a  library  of  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  volumes,  chemical  apparatus  and  philosophical 
apparatus. 

From  the  best  information  and  estimates  attainable,  the  value 
of  the  property,  in  detail,  is  as  follows  : 

Real  estate  without  buildings, $10,000 

Buildings, 30,000 

Library, 3,000 

Chemical  apparatus,     ....    J 2,000 

Philosophical  apparatus, 5,000 

Making  in  the  aggregate, $50,000 

It  is  to  preserve,  enlarge,  and  make  this  property  more  useful 
and  attractive  that  the  trustees  bring  these  matters  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly  at  this  time. 

The  auditorium  is  too  small  to  be  convenient  or  comfortable. 
The  laboratory  is  also  too  small,  but  besides  this  it  is  ineligibly 
located  as  at  present  used.  While  only  used  for  work  and  ex- 
periments incident  to  the  instruction  of  students,  it  answered  the 
purpose  ;  but  since  the  analyzing  and  testing  of  all  kinds  of  fer- 
tilizers has  been  added  to  the  work  of  the  professor  of  chemistry, 
the  fumes  and  odors  arizing  therefrom  penetrate  the  interior  of 
the  college  buildings,  and  are  not  only  offensive  and  injurious 
but  at  times  almost  intolerable,  and  will  undoubtedly  render  the 
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institution  unpopular  with  students,  and  thus  destroy  both  its 
usefulness  and  patronage. 

It  is  proposed  to  remedy  both  these  defects  by  adding  an  addi- 
tion to  the  auditorium,  and  placing  the  laboratory  in  the  base- 
ment under  it.  In  the  opinion  of  those  thought  competent  to 
judge,  this  can  be  safely  and  economically  done ;  and  we  have 
the  opinion  of  the  professor  of  chemistry  that  the  basement  can 
be  so  constructed  and  arranged  that  tne  obnoxious  fumes  and 
odors  will  then  give  no  further  annoyance. 

Besides  affording  more  room  in  the  auditorium,  and  better  and 
more  suitable  accommodations  for  the  laboratory,  the  extension 
would  enable  the  trustees  to  give  a  handsome  finish  and  more 
attractive  appearance  to  what  is  now  the  rear  of  the  college,  but 
what  hereafter  must  necessarily  be  regarded,  in  a  degree  at  least 
as  a  front ;  for  since  the  construction  of  the  Baltimore  and  Phila- 
delphia Railroad,  which  runs  only  a  few  rods  from  the  college 
walls,  it  is  exposed  to  full  view  of  all  passers,  and  at  present  is 
by  no  means  a  creditable  prospect.  This  new  condition  seems  to 
render  some  improvement  in  this  direction  absolutely  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  Just  named,  there  are  some 
repairs  urgently  needed  even  in  order  to  preserve  the  buildings 
we  have.  They  have  been  in  use,  such  use  as  college  boys  give 
them,  for  nearly  eighteen  years.  The  floors,  doors,  windows, 
window-sills,  and  so  forth,  need  repairs.  The  buildings  need 
painting-  also.  Other  items  of  less  importance  might  be  named 
but  it  IS  not  necessary.  What  we  have  stated  are  sufficient  to 
show  their  character  and  necessity. 

From  the  nature  of  these  improvements  it  is  not  easy  in  ad- 
vance to  state  in  figures  what  the  cost  will  be.  The  trustees, 
however,  have  endeavored  to  obtain  as  near  an  approximation  as 
they  could,  and  are  advised  by  competent  men,  upon  whom  they 
rely,  that  the  improvements  now  aosolutely  necessary  will  cost 
in  the  aggregate,  $8,000.  And  this  sum  they  ask  your  honorable 
body  to  appropriate  for  these  purposes.  They  do  not  ask  it  as  a 
personal  favor  to  themselves,  but  because  they  are  like  your- 
selves trustees,  charged  with  a  public  and  official  duty,  imposed 
upon  them  by  the  General  Assembly  itself.  They  wul  submit  a 
bill  for  the  purpose  of  canying  out  the  views  herein  expressed, 
should  they  meet  your  approbation,  and  to  which  we  agam  invite 
your  attentive  consideration. 
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Adopted  unanimously  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Delaware 
College,  and  ordered  to  be  signed  by  the  officers  on  behalf  of  the 
Board.

mington, the  ground  having  excellent  jirainage. 

The  building  is  well  constructed  of  red  brick  on  a  good  stone 
foundation  with  all  inside  partition  of  brick,  and  it  is  three  full 
stories  high,  with  basement  under  the  whole;  covered  with  slate 
roof,  provided  with  good  tin  valleys  and  gutters. 

The  basement  story  ceilings  are  9  feet  high;  first  story  12  feet; 
second  story,  11  feet;  third  story,  10  feet.  The  front  of  building 
Is  186  feet  by  52  feet;  wing,  141  feet  by  42  feet,  containing  two 
open  corridors  running  the  entire  length  of  front  wing,  9  feet 
wide  on  first,  second  and  third  floors,  with  three  open  stairways, 
and  it  contains  132  rooms,  besides  water  closets  and  bath  rooms 
on  each  floor. 

There  are  two  steam  boilers,  of  24  and  64  horse-power  respec- 
tively, used  for  heating  and  cooking,  with  all  necessary  utensils, 
and  radiators,  with  force  pump  to  convey  water  throdgh  the  build- 
ing, one  elevator  and  three  dumb  waiters,  three  water  tanks  of  a 
capacity  of  10,000  gallons  each,  with  proper  steam  and  gas  pipes 
through  the  entire  building  for  heating  and  lighting  the  same.

In  compliance  with  the  resolutions  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  making  inquiry  of  me  as  to  what  railroad  and  canal  com- 
panies have  Kiiled  to  pay  capitation  tax  to  the  State,  and"  for  what 
time  they  have  failed  to  pay  said  tax,  and,  if  possible,  to  state 
what  amount  of  tax  is  due  the  State  from  saia  corporations,  I 
beg  leave  to  report :  That  upon  examination  of  the  Dooks  of  ac- 
count of  my  predecessors  and  myself,  I  find  that  the  Junction  and 
Breakwater  Railroad  Company  made  its  last  payment  of  capita- 
tion tax  December  30th,  1875.  The  Breakwater  and  Frankford 
Railroad  has  paid  no  tax  since  its  organization.  Since  the  con- 
solidation of  said  roads  under  the  name  of  The  Delaware,  Mary- 
land and  Virginia  Railroad  no  tax  has  been  paid.  That  tne 
Delaware  and  Chesapeake  Canal  Company  has  not,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, paid  anything  by  way  of  said  capitation  tax.  That  the 
various  steamboat  and  transportation  lines  now  canying  on  the 
business  of  transporting  passengers  have  likewise  failed  to  pay  to 
the  State  any  tax  whatsoever,  except  steamers  Ariel  and  Major 
Reybold,  which  paid  respectively  April  25th  and  June  6th,  1865, 
and  no  payments  have  since  been  made  by  them. 

I  am  unable  to  report,  however,  the  amount  of  tax  due  from 
the  said  several  companies.

Strike  out  all  afler  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  th«  following: 

"Section  i.  That  the  person  occupying  the  chair  of  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  in  Delaware  College,  at  Newark,  Delaware, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  declared  ex  ojfficioS\M&  Chemist. 

"Section  2,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Chemist 
annually  to  analyze  samples  of  all  fertilizers  which  may  be  offered 
for  sale  within  this  state,  and  for  this  purpose  he  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  take  from  not  less  than  five  original  packages  of 
said  fertilizers,  which  may  be  in  the  possession  of  any  manufac- 
turer, dealer,  or  person  using  the  same,  two  samples  not  exceed- 
ing one  pound  in  weight,  one  sample  to  be  retained  by  the  State 
Chemist,  and  the  other  sample  to  be  sent  by  the  State  Chemist, 
in  a  sealed  bottle  or  can,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall 
keep  the  same  ;  and  in  case  any  manufacturer  should  request 
another  analysis,  then  the  sample  retained  by  the  Secretary  of 
Stale,  at  the  reauest  of  any  manufacturer,  shall  be  sent  to  any 
chemist  which  ine  Secretary  of  State,  State  Chemist  and  manu- 
fecturer  shall  agree  upon. 

"Section  3.  That  every  bag,  barrel  or  other  package  of 
commercial  fertilizer  manufactured  or  sold  in  this  state  shall  have 
plainly  stamped  thereon  the  number  of  net  pounds  of  fertilizer  in 
the  package,  the  name,  brand  or  trade  mark  under  which  the 
fertilizer  is  sold,  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer,  the 
place  of  manufacture,  and  chemical  analysis,  stating  the  per- 
centage of  ammonia,  of  potash  soluble  m  water,  of  available 
phosphoric  acid,  and  of  insoluble  phosphoric  acid  ;  and  any 
manufacturer  or  dealer  who  shall  misrepresent  the  proportions  of 
ammonia,  phosphoric  acid  and  potash,  or  either  of  them,  con- 
tained in  such  fertilizer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  on  indictment  shall  be  fined  two  hundred 
dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  three  hundred  dollars  for  each 
subsequent  offense. 

"Section  4.  That  every  manu&cturer  or  importer  of  com- 
mercial fertilizers,  before  offering  the  same  for  safe  in  this  state, 
shall  file  with  the  State  Chemist  a  paper  giving  the  names  of  his 
principal  agents  and  also  the  name  and  guaranteed  analysis  of  the 
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fertilizer  or  fertilizers  offered  for  sale  by  him,  and  an^  manu&c- 
turer  or  importer  who  shall  refuse  to  eive  the  information  herein 
required  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  domrs  for  the  first  offense  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense. 

"Section  5.  That  every  manufacturer,  importer,  agent  or 
seller  of  any  commercial  fertilizer  shall  pay  annually  to  the  State 
Chemist  an  anlaysis  fee  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  and  every  brand 
offered  for  sale  within  this  state,  the  said  fee  to  be  payable  upon 
receipt  of  the  certificate  or  certificates  of  analysis  required  by  this 
act.  Provided,  that  whenever  the  manufacturer  or  importer  shall 
have  paid  the  fee  herein  required  for  any  persons  acting  as  agents 
or  sellers  for  such  manufacturer  or  importer  such  agents  or  sellers 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  fee  named  in  this  section. 

"  Section  6.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  perBOn  or  per- 
sons purchasing  any  fertilizers  from  any  manufacturer  or  venders 
in  this  state  for  their  own  use,  and  who,  themselves,  the  pur- 
chasers, are  citizens  of  the  state,  may,  if  they  desire,  submit  fair 
samples  of  fertilizers  to  the  State  Chemist,  but  in  order  to  protect 
the  manu&cturers  or  venders  from  the  submission  of  analysis  of 
spurious  samples,  the  person  or  persons  selecting  the  same  shall 
do  so  in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  disinterested  persons,  which 
samples  shall  be  taken  from  one  or  more  packages,  and  bottled, 
corked  and  sealed  in  presence  of  said  witnesses,  and  this  sample 
package  or  bottle  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  disinterested  person, 
who  is  to  forward  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  purchaser  to 
the  State  Chemist  when  the  purchaser  so  desires,  and  upon  the 
receipt  by  him  of  any  such  sample  package  the  State  Chemist  is 
hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  for  such  anal^ysis  five 
dollars  and  return  to  such  purchaser  or  purchasers  a  certificate  or 
certificates  of  analysis;  the  certificate  shall  in  all  cases  set  forth 
the  components  of  said  fertilizers  with  their  respective  quantities, 
date  of  analysis  and  the  name  or  names  of  persons  submitting  the 
samples,  and  be  signed  by  the  State  Chemist,  who  is  hereby 
required  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  same,  and  the  said 
certificates,  or  record,  when  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  State 
Chemist,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  state. 

"Section  7,  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  have  authority  to 
bind  persons  offending  against  this  act  in  sufficient  surety  for  ap- 
pearance  at  court  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
97  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State. 
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"Section  8.  Any  person  or  persons  purchasing  any  fertil- 
izer or  fertilizing  materials  from  any  manufacturer  or  vender  who 
shall,  upon  analysis  by  the  Slate  Chemist,  discover  that  he  has 
been  defrauded  by  reason  of  adulterations  or  deficiencies  of  con- 
stituent elements  either  of  quality  or  quantity  in  the  fertilizer  or 
fertilizing  materials  so  purchased,  shall  recover  in  any  action  he 
may  institute,  upon  proof  of  the  fact,  twice  the  amount  paid  to 
or  demanded  by  the  manu&cturer  or  vender  of  the  same  ;  but  in 
all  cases  where  the  vender  is  an  agent  of  a  manu&cturer,  or  sub- 
agent  of  such  agent,  the  judgment  of  the  court  shall  be  rendered 
against  the  manulacturer,  unless  upon  trial  the  said  agents  are 
found  to  be  guilty  of  the  frauds  perpetrated.  And  in  case  the 
purchase  is  made  of  a  manufacturer  or  of  an  agent  of  any  person 
or  persons  residing  out  of  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Delaware, 
manulacturing,  compounding,  preparing  and  furnishing  for  sale 
any  such  commercial  manures  or  artincially  manufactured  fer- 
tihzers,  the  purchaser  thereof  may  at  his  option  proceed  by 
attachment,  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  cases  of  non-resident 
and  absconding  debtors,  against  any  property,  rights  or  credits 
of  any  person  or  persons  selling,  manufacturing,  compounding, 
or  furnishing  said  manures  or  fertilizers  when  such  property, 
rights  and  credits  can  be  found  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 

"Section  9.  The  term  'commercial  fertilizer,'  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  any  and  every  substance  imported, 
manufectured,  prepared  or  sola  for  fertilizing  or  manurial  pur- 
poses, except  barn-yard  manure,  marl,  lime,  ashes,  and  plaster, 
and  chemicals  used  in  compounding  artificial  fertilizers. 

"Section  10.  The  State  Chemist  shall,  during  the  months 
of  April  and  August,  publish,  in  two  newspapers  in  each  county 
of  this  state,  the  results  of  all  analyses  made  by  him  other  than 
those  made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  this  act.  Said 
published  analyses  shall  set  forth  the  percentage  of  ammonia, 
potash  soluble  in  water,  of  available  and  insoluble  phosphoric 
acid,  with  a  statement  of  the  commercial  value  of  each  mgredient, 
which  valuation  shall  be  uniform  and  not  above  the  real  com- 
mercial value  of  such  ingredients.  He  shall  also  make  a  report 
of  the  operations  of  his  office  to  the  Governor  of  the  state  an- 
nually, giving  the  number  of  analyses  made  and  the  amount  of 
proceeds  of  office ;  said  report  to  be  presented  to  the  General 
Assembly  at  each  session  thereof,  the  same  as  the  Auditor's  and 
State  Treasurer's  are  made. 
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''Section  ii.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

"Section  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately."

Mr.  Moore  moved  that  the  House  do  now  adjourn  sine  die, 
Which  motion  Prevailed. 

The  Speaker  said : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  hour  for  adjournment  without  day  having  arrived,  permit 
me  to  express  my  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  testimony 
you  have  shown  that  I  have  not  altogether  failed  in  mv  desire  to 
perform  faithfully  and  impartially  the  duties  devolved  upon  me 
as  your  presiding  officer.     When  first  I  assumed  the  duties  in- 
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cumbent  upon  the  chair,  I  feared  that  my  inability  and  inexperi- 
ence might  prove  a  detriment  to  the  progress  of  the  business  of 
this  body,  but  am  ^lad  to  know  that  with  your  kind  indulgence 
and  aid,  our  combmed  efforts  have  not  been  a  failure.  In  con- 
clusion let  me  say  to  each  of  you,  that  however  much  we  may 
have  differed  during  our  deliberations  upon  matters  of  legislation, 
I  hope  that  when  we  part  sine  die  our  recollections  of  this  ses- 
sion will  be  pleasant  and  friendly  towards  one  another.  Wishing 
you  all  a  lon^,  happy  and  prosperous  future,  I  declare  the  House 
adjourned  without  clay.

Governor  of  Delaware: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  second  bien- 
nial report  as  Commissioner  of  Fish  and  Fisheries,  for  the  years 
1883  and  1884. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  operations  of  the  Commissioner 
have  been  confined  exclusively  to  carp,  which  are  the  only  fish 
obtainable  fi'om  the  department  at  Washington.  And  even  the 
supply  of  this  fish  from  the  government  department  was  supended 
for  a  while,  as  in  May  last  1  received  a  letter  from  Prof.  Spencer 
F.  Baird,  U.  S.  Fish  Commissioner  at  Washington,  stating  that 
the  supply  of  carp  was  exhausted  and  that  there  would  be  no 
further  distribution  until  the  fall.  Later  in  the  year  I  addressed 
Prof.  Baird  in  relation  to  the  subject,  and  received  from  him  the 
following  response:

Commissioner  of  Fisheries^  WUmingiony  DeL  : 

Dear  Sir  :  I  cannot  determine  what  number,  if  any,  of  fish 
we  can  send  to  the  State  Commissioners  for  distribution,  until 
provision  is  made  for  the  supply  c^  all  applicants  on  file  in  our 
office.     The  product  of  the  season  was  materially  reduced  by 
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cold  weather  in  May,  and  I  am  apprehensive  now  that  we  will 
have- hardly  enough  to  meet  requests  on  file.

As  applications  fi'om  persons  throughout  the  State  continued 
to  come  in  after  I  received  notification  that  no  fiirther  shipments 
would  be  expected  for  awhile  from  Washington,  I  supplied  all 
such  applications  promptly  fi'om  my  private  pond,  at  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Kennebec  Ice  and  Coal  Company,  in  Wilming- 
ton. Each  applicant  was  fiimished  with  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
small  fry  carp.

In  addition  a  number  of  carp  were  placed  in  the  Brandywine 
and  Shellpot  creeks,  and  in  me  Cool  Spring  reservoir,  at  Wil- 
mington. 

Although  I  have  been  made  aware,  by  general  report,  that  the 
carp  supplied  to  the  above  parties  thrived  in  a  satis&ctory  man- 
ner, but  few  of  the  recipients  took  the  slight  trouble  of  acc^uaint- 
ing  me  with  the  actual  results.  I  have,  however,  heard  directly 
from  Mr.  Barney  Reybold,  of  Delaware  City,  who  laid  off  about 
twenty-five  acres  of  his  ferm  in  a  series  of  ponds,  systematically 
arranged  for  the  successful  culture  of  food  fish.  I  supplied  him 
with  one  hundred  and  fifty  carp  from  my  private  pond  and  two 
hundred  from  the  department  at  .Washington,  which  he  distribu- 
ted through  his  ponos.  He  separated  the  small  fry  and  the  year- 
lings, and  adopted  all  other  measures  necessary  for  the  successful 
culture  of  fish,  with  the  most  gratifying  results.  Mr.  Reybold  is 
enthusiastic  in  the  work  he  has  startra  so  thoroughly,  and  de- 
serves great  credit  for  the  efforts  he  is  taking  to  demonstrate  that 
fish  culture  in  Delaware  can  be  made  a  profitable  as  well  as  an 
interesting  occupation. 
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All  reports  received  were  uniform  in  regard  to  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  carp  distributed,  most  of  which  increased  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen inches  in  size  during  a  single  year. 

THE   CARP — HOW    IT   MAY  BE   CULTURED, 

As  the  operations  of  the  Fish  Commissioner  have  thus  far  been 
confined  exclusively  to  carp,  and  as  this  fish  is  destined  to  be- 
come one  of  the  best  ana  most  profitable  of  American  food 
fishes,  I  deem  it  a  matter  of  importance,  as  well  as  interest,  to 
extract,  and  submit  herewith,  fi^om  the  r^>ort  of  the  Hons.  Hu- 
bert Brainard  and  Hiram  A.  Cutting,  Fish  Commissioners  for 
the  State  of  Vermont,  the  following  points  in  relation  to  carp, 
and  a  series  of  questions  and  answers  pertinent  to  their  cultiva- 
tion and  treatment : 

GERMAN   CARP. 

The  carp  were  originally  from  Central  Asia,  from  whence  they 
were  introduced  into  Europe  a  few  centuries  ago,  and  from  the 
continent  to  England  in  1504. 

It  is  said  that  Captain  Henry  Robinson  brought  carp  from 
Holland  into  the  United  States  in  1830,  and  put  them  into  his 
ponds  at  Newburg,  N.  Y.,  from  whence  they  escaped  into  the 
Hudson.  As  nothing  practical  came  of  this,  the  real  introduc- 
tion of  carp  into  this  country  dates  May  26th,  1877,  when  345 
carp  of  different  varieties  were  delivered  to  Prof  S.  F.  Baird,  the 
United  States  Fish  Commissioner.  The  distribution  of  their 
young  commenced  in  the  fall  of  1879,  and  has  continued  to  the 
present  time. 

The  question  is  often  asked  of  us  as  to  the  water  best  adapted 
to  them.  We  would  saj^,  the  carp  prefers  a  pond  containing  a 
muddy  bottom,  with  various  water  plants  growing  therein,  but 
neither  of  these  is  absolutely  essential.  It  feeds  upon  vegetable 
food,  and  such  worms  ana  lower  forms  of  animal  life  as  are 
within  its  reach  ;  but  rarely,  if  ever,  upon  other  fishes.  It  will, 
however,  eat  spawn,  even  its  own  eggs,  if  forced  by  hunger.  It 
is  very  fond  of  vegetable  food,  such  as  lettuce,  cabbage,  leaves 
of  various  water  pm.nts,  seeds,  grain,  meal,  bread,  crackers,  com 
bread,  etc.  Most  anything  you  can  feed  to  chickens  can  be  fed 
to  carp. 

If  the  water  is  shallow  and  warm  in  summer,  and  there  be 
plenty  of  food,  either  natural  or  fed  to  them  artificially,   the 
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growth  of  the  carp  will  truly  surprise  you.  There  are  well  au- 
uienticated  reports  of  its  reaching  three  pounds  or  more  in  one 
year,  and  of  six  pounds  in  two  years.  If  no  artificial  food  is  fur- 
nished and  natural  food  scarce,  or  the  water  cold  and  deep,  the 
growth  will  be  much  less  rapid.  When  the  water  becomes  quite 
cold  in  the  fall,  they  will  partly  bury  themselves  in  the  mud,  and 
lie  in  a  dormant  state  until  the  spring  fairly  sets  in  and  the  ice  is 
out  of  the  pond.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  United  States  this 
hibernation  does  not  take  place,  and  their  growth  is  said  to  be 
often  as  much  as  four  pounds  or  over  each  year.  In  the  northern 
part  of  Maine  it  may  be  expected  to  hibernate  nearly  half  the 
year;  hence  it  is  easy  to  see  why  the  growth  in  Texas  exceeds 
their  growth  in  Vermont.  There  is  little  danger,  however,  of  its 
freezing  to  death,  as  it  survives  even  in  tubs  of  water  which  are 
frozen  over. 

Carp  usuallv  spawn  in  cold  latitudes  the  third  year,  in  temper- 
ate latitudes  tne  second  year,  and  in  warm  latitudes  the  first  year; 
yet  in  those  cases  last  mentioned,  it  is  only  when  they  are  abun- 
dantly fed,  well  cared  for,  and  protected  from  all  enemies. 

As  is  the  case  with  all  fishes,  their  enemies  are  legion,  and  as 
they  are  not  predacious  they  are  often  exterminated  by  them. 
Of  course  all  other  fish  will  feed  upon  their  young  or  their  eggs, 
and  some  devour  both;  hence  their  increase,  in  consequence,  is 
not  rapid,  unless  protected.  Frog^,  snakes  and  turtles  will  eat 
both  young  and  eggs.  Various  birds  also  prey  upon  them,  as 
kingfishers,  bitterns,  cranes,  herons  and  fish  hawks,  all  of  which 
understand  catching  them  better  than  the  average  fisherman. 
When  carp  are  left  entirely  to  the  mercy  of  their  enemies,  they 
will,  like  other  fish,  likely  succumb.  The  only  proper  method  is 
to  furnish  protection  to  the  carp  until  they  reacn  such  an  age  as 
to  be  able  to  take  care  of  themselves  and  cope  with  their  various 
enemies. 

It  is  therefore  best  to  separate  the  spawning  carp  from  all 
other  animals,  and  carefully  protect  the  e^gs,  and  young  fish 
also,  as  long  a  time  after  hatching  as  possible.  The  carp  are; 
however,  a  pond  fish,  and  while  uey  may  be  tamed  and  reared 
in  almost  any  little  pond,  or  even  in  tanl^,  they  will  do  equally 
well  or  even  better  m  ]arge  ponds,  if  they  have  a  proper  suppl^ 
of  food,  and  not  too  many  eoemies.  It  b  in  reahty  a  domestic 
fish,  and  will  come  for  its  food  as  rcfifidarly  as  any  animal  on  the 
&rm. 
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As  for  its  quality  as  an  eating  fish,  it  ranks  above  the  ordinary 
native  fish  of  most  ponds,  but  does  not  equal  the  trout  or  salmon. 
If  grown,  as  they  may  be,  in  muddy  or  polluted  water,  they  will 
have  a  bad  taste,  unless  put  in  pure  water  a  few  days  before  kill- 
ing; but  in  Vermont  there  is  nothing  to  fear  in  that  direction,  as 
our  waters  are  not  often  polluted. 

Artificial  ponds  can  be  easily  constructed  in  which  to  raise 
them,  and  their  breeding  be  a  very  profitable  branch  of  farming. 
There  are  many  bo^s  or  muck  swamps  that  an  inexpensive  dam 
will  flow,  and  make  just  the  most  desirable  of  carp  ponds.  Milton 
P.  Pierce,  of  Philadelphia,  has  given  much  time  and  attention  to 
their  culture,  and  any  required  information  can  be  obtained  of 
him.  But  for  ordinary  purposes  a  muck  swamp,  where  some 
muck  has  been  removed,  so  as  to  give  a  depth  of  water  below 
frost,  and  the  whole  swamp  flowed  for  say  two  feet,  exclusive  of 
the  ditch  for  carp  to  winter  in  below  frost,  is  as  good  a  carp  pond 
as  one  could  desire.  The  United  States  Fish  Commission  says, 
as  to 

ECONOMIC    RESULTS: 

"The  cultivation  offish  is  destined  to  become  as  important 
among  the  American  farmers  as  the  cultivation  of  cattle,  sheep, 
swine,  poultry,  or  of  grains,  fruits  and  berries.  They  have  long 
since  ceased  to  leave  the  latter  to  shift  for  themselves  and  to  cope 
with  their  enemies,  knowing  that  in  such  a  struggle  live  stock, 
grains  and  fruit  come  off  second  best,  or  succumb.  Fish  should 
receive  the  same  care  and  attention,  both  as  to  improving  varie- 
ties, artificial  propagation  and  growth.  The  practice  which  farm- 
ers will  obtain  in  carp  culture  will  probably  open  the  way  to  the 
successful  culture  of  various  other  kinds  of  fish.  The  hardiness, 
and  the  wide  range  of  diet  and  the  rapid  growth  of  carp  espe- 
cially fit  it  to  be  the  precursor  in  fish  farming.  Every  rural  com- 
munity is  destined  to  have  its  fish  ponds  in  the  same  abundance 
that  it  has  its  pig-pens  or  its  poultry -yards.  This  will  enable 
every  farmer,  however  remote  from  market,  to  introduce  fresh 
fish  into  his  bill  of  fare  at  very  little  cost.  The  carp  may  be 
made  a  pleasurable  pet,  learning  to  come  to  its  food  at  call,  if 
habitually  fed  in  one  place  and  in  shallow  water,  or  upon  a  plank 
submerged  a  few  inches.  From  these  places,  by  reason  of  its 
tameness,  it  can  be  taken  even  with  the  hands.  Finally,  there  is 
no  more  tasteful  and  economic  means  of  decorating  a  country 
seat  than  by  a  carp  pond,  neady  prepared  and  protected.     If, 
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however,  any  person  should  imagine  that  these  good  results  are 
to  be  attained  merely  by  filing  an  application  for  carp,  and,  upon 
the  receipt  of  the  Jish  leaving  them  to  shift  for  themselves,  and 
unaided  to  cope  with  their  enemies,  it  is  well  that  their  minds  be 
disabused  at  the  first,  (or  there  is  no  provision  of  nature  any- 
where whereby  a  man  shall  obtain  his  daily  bread  except  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow, 

QUESTIONS    ABOUT   GERMAN   CARP   ANSWERED. 

Q.  Are  carp  a  pond  fish  ? 

A.  Yes;  pre-eminently  so.  They  are  well  adapted,  however, 
to  small  bodies  of  still  water,  and  they  need  not  be  free  of  mud 
or  sediment. 

Q.  Can  carp  be  wintered  in  the  cellar? 

A.  Yes,  if  provided  with  food  and  occasional  change  of  water. 

Q.  Do  young  fry  swim  on  top  of  water? 

A.  No,  but  minnows  do. 

Q.  Do  carp  live  a  long  time  out  of  water? 

A.  They  are  quite  hardy;  can  be  kept  in  damp  moss  twenty- 
four  hours. 

Q.  Are  carp  a  scale  fish? 

A.  They  are,  if  scale  carp;  if  leather  carp,  they  are  not. 

Q.  Which  is  the  best  breed  ? 

A.  Scale  carp. 

Q.  What  season  of  the  year  are  carp  fit  for  the  table? 

A.  From  October  to  May.    After  spawning  their  flesh  is  soft. 

Q.  Are  caip  a  bony  fish  ? 

A.  What  fish  are  not?    The  flesh,  however,  flakes  oflT  very 

nicely  from  sizable  ones. 

Q.  How  can  you  prevent  carp  fi-om  escaping  from  a  small 
pond? 

A.  Put  wire  cloth  over  the  outiet. 

Q.  Will  carp  do  well  in  ditches  in  muck  swamps? 

A.  If  you  take  care  of  turtles,  snakes,  muskrats,  etc.,  they 
will. 

Q,  Will  carp  live  in  an  ornamental  fish-tank? 

A.  Yes,  better  than  any  other  fish. 

Q.  Will  carp  live  in  shallow  water? 

A.  Yes,  even  so  shallow  that  their  backs  stick  out. 
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Q.     Is  running  water  best  for  carp  ? 

A.     They  are  sluggish,  and  do  not  care  for  it 

Q.     Will  muddy  water  hurt  carp? 

A.  It  is  their  delight.  They  will  root  the  mud  over  at  the 
bottom  for  food. 

Q.     Is  cold  spring  water  good  for  carp  ? 

A.     It  is  not  desirable.     Warm,  shallow  water  is  better, 

Q.     What  plants  are  best  for  carp? 

A,  All  kinds  good.  Water  lilies,  cowslips,  crowfoot,  milfoil, 
bladder  wort,  etc.,  may  be  called  the  best. 

Q.  Will  carp  succeed  in  large  ponds,  if  left  to  take  care  of 
themselves  ? 

A.     About  as  chickens,  pigs  or  other  animals  would. 

Q.     Will  harm  come  to  them  from  ice  in  water  ? 

A.     No;  they  will  be  fast  asleep  in  the  mud,  and  don't  care, 

Q.     How  often  should  carp  be  fed? 

A.  Morning  and  night,  with  just  what  they  will  eat  up,  is 
best  Less  often  if  you  feed  more,  but  food  should  not  accumu- 
late in  the  water. 

Q.     Will  kitchen  refuse  hurt  carp  ? 

A.  Not  unless  salt  or  pepper  and  mineral  substances  are 
mixed  in. 

Q.     How  large  do  carp  grow  ? 

A.     From  30  to  75  pounds. 

Q.     Do  carp  resemble  tadpoles  when  young? 

A.     No. 

Q.     How  are  carp  best  caught? 

A.     With  a  dip-net. 

Q.     What  time  are  carp  distributed? 

A.     In  autumn. 

Q.     How  are  they  obtained  ? 

A.  By  applying  to  the  Fish  Commissioners  in  season,  say  be- 
fore August  30. 

Q.      How  many  are  needed  to  stock  a  pond  ? 

A.     Four  or  five  fish  to  the  acre. 

Q.     Can  ponds  be  overstocked? 

A.  Yes,  as  well  as  you  can  overstock  a  pasture.  The  result 
is  die  same;  poor  carp,  that  don't  £row. 
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Q.     Why  will  they  not  do  well  in  deep  ponds  ? 
A.     Water  is  too  cold,  and  there  is  less  food. 

Q.     How  many  can  be  raised  to  the  acre  of  water? 

A.  In  Europe  from  four  to  five  thousand,  but  our  waters  are 
richer  in  food  than  the  waters  there,  so  the  product  may  be 
greater. 

Q.     Are  carp  desirable  for  our  mountain  streams  ? 
A.     They  are  not;  but  trout  are,  and  by  a  little  attention  can 
be  easily  increased. 

Q.  Can  ponds  be  constructed  on  dry  upland,  if  a  stream  of 
brook  water  can  be  brought  by  pipe  to  the  desired  location  ? 

A.  They  can,  and  have  the  advantage  of  being  free  from 
many  enemies  that  abound  in  low  swamp  land. 

Q.  Can  carp  always  be  seen  the  second  season,  if  not  de- 
stroyed. 

A.  They  cannot.  Several  have  thought  them  all  destroyed, 
when  a  year  or  two  later  they  were  found  much  larger  than  an- 
dcipatea;  like  other  fish,  if  not  domesticated,  and  have  food 
enough,  they  will  keep  out  of  sight 

Q.     Will  snakes  destroy  young  fish  ? 
A.     Yes,  and  spawn  also. 

Q.     How  can  snakes  and  turdes  be  got  rid  of? 
A.     By  taking  in  net,  or  killed  with  a  gun,  and  shells  that  ex- 
plode when  they  strike  the  water. 

Q.     Will  carp  culture  succeed  in  Vermont  ? 

A.     It  is  worthy  of  trial,  and  has  no  known  barrier  to  success. 

Q.     Can  carp  be  purchased,  and  at  what  price? 

A.  Yes;  at  five  dollars  a  pair  or  eighty -five  dollars  per  hun- 
dred; but  not  of  the  Fish  Commissioners.  What  they  have  are 
distributed  free  to  applicants. 

THE  CARP  IN  DELAWARE. 

Comparing  the  reports  of  carp  culture  I  have  received  from 
this  State  with  those  obtained  from  other  States,  I  am  constrained 
to  believe  that  the  streams  and  mill-ponds  of  Delaware  are  un- 
usually well  adapted  to  the  cultivation  and  propagation  of  the 
different  varieties  of  this  fish.  The  waters  are  equable  in  tem- 
perature, and  sufficiently  sluggish  to  suit  its  nature  and  habit-^ 
The  best  proof  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  re^ 
I  have  heard  are  not  confined  exclusivelv  to  the  une^' 
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growth  of  the  fish  distributed,  but  speak  of  the  rich  and  delicate 
flavor  when  properly  prepared  for  the  table. 

A  STATE   HATCHING   POND.  ^ 

With  great  reluctance  I  venture  to  broach  a  subject  which, 
while  having  an  important  bearing  upon  the  subject  of  fish  cul- 
ture in  Delaware,  also  involves  the  question  of  a  small  annual 
outlay  on  the  part  of  the  State.  Heretofore  the  Commissioner 
has  been  using,  through  the  kindness  of  a  friend  prominently 
connected  with  the  establishment,  and  who  has  always  displayed 
a  commendable  and  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  subject,  the  large 
pond  of  the  Kennebec  Ice  and  Coal  Company,  in  Wilmington, 
as  a  private  pond  for  breeding  and  stocking  purposes.  Several 
hundred  thousand  fish  have  been  raised  in  this  pond  and  distrib- 
uted throughout  the  State,  with  results  that  conclusively  proved 
that  the  breeding  of  German  Carp  could  be  conducted  with  a 
sure  and  reasonable  profit.     By  reason  of  a  change  in  the  pro- 

f)rietorship  of  the  establishment  alluded  to,  I  feel  a  delicacy  in 
onger  using  this  pond  for  fish  breeding  purposes  without  tender-  ''^ 

I  ing  the  owners  proper  consideration,  and  I  know  of  no  other 

pond  suitable  for  the  purpose  which  could  be  procured  free  of 
cost.     I  therefore  most  respectfully  recommend  that  a  small  ap- 
propriation— say  $500 — ^be  made  for  the  purpose  of  renting  this 
I  or  some  other  suitable  pond  and  erecting  small  hatching  houses 

on  the  ground,  which  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  culture 
.  and  propagation.     The  expense  would  be  slight,  but  the  results, 

I  I  am  sure,  would  more  than  compensate  for  the  outlay.

To  this  petition  were  appended  the  names  of  forty-five  well- 
known  and  substantial  citizens  of  Sussex  County. 

NEW   CARP    PONDS. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-five  or  thirty  new  ponds  for  the 
cultivation  of  carp  and  other  fish  were  constructed  in  this  State. 
I  supplied  all  of  them  with  fish,  some  of  which  were  procured 
from  Washington,  and  the  balance  taken  from  my  private  pond 
in  Wilmington. 

BLACK  BASS  AND  BROOK  TROUT. 

Recently  I  have  received  numerous  inquiries  for  black  bass 
and  brook  trout.  I  can  procure  all  the  eggs  of  these  varieties 
that  might  be  desired,  but  as  we  have  no  facilities  in  this  State 
for  hatching,  it  would  be  useless  to  accept  them.  Most  of  the 
other  States  have  hatcheries  from  which  their  streams  are  sup- 
plied. The  milldams  and  streams  of  this  State  are  well  adapted 
to  these  fish,  and  if  they  were  once  stocked  would  soon  become 
prolific,  thus  adding  materially  to  our  supply  of  food  fish,  and 
furnishing  an  abundance  of  sport  and  excitement  for  our  local 
anglers.  Since  my  last  report  I  procured  samples  of  both  varie- 
ties and  placed  them  in  the  Brandywine,  near  Wilmington,  where 
they  thrived  successfully,  many  attaining  a  weight  of  one  and 
one-half  and  two  pounds.  I  wrote  to  Prof.  Baird,  to  ascertain 
if  small  fry  black  bass  and  brook  trout  are  distributed  by  the  de- 
partment at  Washington,  and  received  the  following  reply  :

Washington,  D.  C,  Feb.  2d,  1885. 
Enoch  Moore,  Jr.,  Esq.,  Wilmington,  Delaware: 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  yours  of  January  24th,  I  beg  to  say 
that  the  U.  S.  Fish  Commission  has  never  undertaken  the  work  of 
breeding  or  distributing  the  black  bass.  This  has  been  done  to 
a  considerable  extent  by  the  State  Commissioners,  and  the  species 
has  been  introduced  into  nearly  all  of  the  Adantic  coast  streams 
— in  my  opinion  to  the  disadvantage  of  those  streams  in  which 
the  shad  and  herring  are  found,  as  the  young  of  these  species 
laig;ely  furnish  the  food  of  the  bass. 

I  have  directed  that  100  leather  carp  and  50  gold  fish  be  for- 
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warded  to  you,  as  requested.     Due  notice  of  date  of  shipment 
will  be  mailed  to  you.

To  His  Excellency, 

Charles  C.  SiwrKLEv, 

Governor  of  DelaToare: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware herewith  respectfully  submits  hb  third  biennial  report, 
which  is  designed  to  give  an  account  of  the  general  proceedings 
of  the  Board  and  the  work  of  the  Secretary  for  the  past  two 
years,  ending  June  30th,  1884.  Frequent  meetings  of  the  Board 
have  not  been  considered  necessary,  for  the  reason  that  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  public  health  during  the  two  years  past  has 
presented  no  great  departure  from  the  circumstances  that  usually 
prevail  throughout  our  borders.  In  localities  of  limited  extent 
special  forms  of  disease  occurred  during  die  time  and  prevailed 
more  or  less,  and  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  fatality,  varying 
with  the  forms  of  disease  and  places  of  occurrence.  The  most 
notable  of  the  special  forms  of  disease  within  the  knowledge  of 
the  Secretary  occurred  during  the  summer  of  the  past  year  and 
presented  the  destructive  characteristics  of  malignant  dysentery, 
at  and  near  Lincoln,  in  Sussex  County,  and  prevailed  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  throughout  all  of  the  western  part  of  Sussex, 
and  of  such  a  type  as  to  well  deserve  the  qualification — malig- 
nant— many  of  the  subjects  dying  within  a  few  hours  of  attack, 
embracing  both  the  old  and  me  young — even  the  infant  at  the 
breast. 


Erysipelas  has  been  more  common  than  of  late  years,  and 
diphuieria  more  prevalent  than  usual,  but  not  to  an  extent  of  an 
epidemic 

Scarlet  fever  appeared  in  varying  proportional  numbers  in  a 
majority  of  the  towns  of  the  State,  but  did  not  obtain  such  a 
foothold  as  to  entitle  it  to  be  considered  epidemic.  Some  of  the 
less  &tal  forms  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  such  as 
measles,  mumps  and  itch,  appeared  in  many  of  the  towns  and 
localities  contiguous  thereto,  and  prevailed  extensively,  but  not 
«>idemically.  The  small  pox,  which  at  one  time  assumed  such 
alarming  proportions  in  the  City  of  Wilmington,  is  now  happily 
extincL 

As  no  ref«>rt  from  any  local  health-board  in  the  State  has 
reached  the  Secretary,  except  that  of  the  City  of  Wilmington, 
Del.,  through  their  efficient  Registrar,  Mr.  Frazer,  we  have  had 
to  depend  upon  our  own  observation  and  resources  for  such  data 
as  we  are  able  to  present;  and  in  framing  our  report  we  have 
been  influenced  by  the  needs,  or  what  we  conceive  them  to  be, 
of  the  citizens  at  large,  leaving  to  the  City  of  Wilmington  the 
entire  control  of  their  own  municipal  health  affairs. 

To  the  Secretaries  of  some  thirty  State  Boards  of  Health  we 
■  are  indebted  for  valuable  hints  and  information,  alike  of  benefit 
to  the  dtizens  of  all  the  States,  and  in  some  instances  quoting 
their  exact  language,  and  to  whom  we  desire  to  here  offer  our 
acknowledgments,  and  to  respectfully  suggest  some  of  the  means 
by  which  its  work  may  be  enlarged,  and  the  death  rate  corres- 
pondingly diminished. 

While  we  have  much  to  regret  at  the  incompleteness  of  our 
report,  among  which  is  the  apparent  apathy  and  indifference  of 
parties  to  the  laws  of  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  especially 
in  the  two  lower  counties,  and  the  reception  of  no  reports  what- 
ever from  local  boards,  except  from  the  City  of  Wilmington, 
through  whose  Registrar,  Mr.  Frazer,  we  are  indebted  for  his 
Monthly  Report  of^the  Marriages,  Births  and  Deaths,  we  have 
much  cause  for  congratulation  that  no  widespread  and  devasta- 
ting epidemic  has  invaded  our  borders. 

By  permission  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  we  have  been  permitted  to  reprint  their  industrial  circular 
entitled,  "Health  Counsels  for  Working  People,"  and  also  their 


"School  and  Health  Circular  for  Parents,  Guardians,  Childrea 
and  Trustees,"  and  endeavored  to  distribute  the  same  through 
the  medium  of  our  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  We  have 
also  sent  out  our  circukrs  containing  an  abstract  of  the  laws  of  our 
State  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine,  in  so  ^  as  it  relates 
particularly  to  the  registration  of  marri^es,  births  and  deaths, 
with  the  incomplete  results  as  shown  by  our  table  on  vital  statis- 
tics appended  to  our  report.  We  have  also  exchanged  our  second 
biennial  report  with  as  many  State  and  local  boards  of  health,  and 
with  the  public  libraries  of  other  States,  as  the  limited  number  of 
copies  pnnted  would  permit 

The  board  herewith  transmits  several  papers  from  our  honored 
President,  Dr.  L.  P.  Bush,  to  whose  efficiency,  untiring  energy, 
industry  and  gratuitous  labor  we  are  under  many  oUigations, 
and  to  whom  the  State  is  indebted  for  much  valuable  sanitary 
work.  By  reference  to  our  table  of  marriages  it  will  be  seen  that 
during  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1883,  there  were  in  New  Casde 
County  336  marriages;  for  the  year  1884  there  were  317;  (or 
Kent  County  during  the  same  period,  163  and  165;  for  Sussex 
County,  190  in  1883,  and  165  in  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1884 
— an  aggregate  number  in  the  State  amounting  to  1,336. 

The  total  number  of  births  for  the  same  period  is  3.996,  dis- 
tributed as  follows:  New  Castle  County,  3,161;  Kent  County, 
494;  and  Sussex  County,  341. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  as  follows:  New  Casde  County  for 
1883.  1,474,  ^"*'  ''3^5  fo''  1884;  Kent  County,  475  for  1883,  and 
113  for  1884;  Sussex  County,  115  for  1883,  and  40  for  1884 — 
total  number  of  deaths  reported  for  the  State,  3,54a. 

Taking  the  population  as  ascertained  by  the  last  census,  146,- 
608,  gives  us  a  death  rate  of  24.15,  which  is  higher  than  that 
shown  by  England  and  Wales  for  the  last  decimal  periods.  While 
England  and  Wales  show  a  reduction  equivalent  to  4j^  per  cent. 
in  the  decade  from  1870  to  1880  over  the  decade  from  i860 
to  1870,  and  may  be  considered  only  an  installment  of  sanitary 
progress,  we  In  our  State  show  an  mcreased  rate  of  three  per 
cent,  for  the  last  two  years.  On  the  demonstration  of  various 
model  instances  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  reduction  of  the  gen- 
eral death-rate  by  four-and-one-half  per  cent,  is  satisfactory. 
This,  however,  cannot  be  considered  more  than  one-third  of  the 
results  obtainable  by  advanced  sanitary  administration  and  further 
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sanitary  work.  The  pain  and  misery,  the  loss  of  time  and  labor, 
the  consequent  expense  and  social  disorder  occasioned  by  exces- 
sive and  preventable  sickness  and  premature  mortality  are  beyond 
pecuniary  estimation.  Among  the  causes  which  have  operated 
in  England  to  produce  these  desirable  and  remarkable  results 
may  be  recorded  the  construction  of  more  perfect  systems  of 
sewerage  and  house-drainage,  the  disuse  of  cesspools  and  wells, 
the  introduction  of  more  copious  water  supplies,  the  more  effi- 
cient scavenging  of  towns  and  sanitary  inspection  of  dwellings, 
and  the  purification  and  utilization  of  sewage. 

What,  it  may  be  asked,  is  sewage  ?  The  meaning  of  the  word 
is,  *  *  The  foul  fluids  that  are  conveyed  by  sewers,  and  which  vary 
in  their  offensive  character,  from  the  foetid  overflowing  of  privies, 
&c.,  to  the  diluted  liquids  found  in  the  sewers  of  lar^e  cities.'* 
Its  meaning,  however,  is  extended  in  sanitary  discussions  to  in- ' 
elude  the  more  solid  forms  of  excrement  and  filth,  without  regard 
to  the  degree  of  their  dilution  or  the  possibility  of  their  removal 
by  flow.  It  does  not  include  those  solid  refuse  matters  which 
may  be  used  for  animal  food,  as  kitchen  garbage,  nor  those 
which,  like  ashes,  have  no  tendency  to  decomposition.  The 
sewage  of  cities  is  of  a  complex  character,  a  large  proportion  of 
its  most  offensive  matters  is  of  course  human  excrement  from 
water-closets  and  privies,  and  also  urine,  but  mixed  with  this 
there  is  water  from  kitchens,  containing  vegetable,  animal  and 
other  refuse,  and  that  from  wash-houses,  containing  soap  and  the 
animal  matters  from  soiled  linen.  There  is  also  the  drainage 
from  stables  and  cow-houses  and  that  from  slaughter-houses  con- 
taining animal  and  vegetable  offal.  In  cases  where  privies  and 
cesspools  are  used  instead  of  water-closets,  or  these  are  not  con- 
nected with  the  sewers,  there  is  still  a  large  proportion  of  human 
refiise  in  the  form  of  chamber  slops  and  urine.  In  short,  and  in 
fact,  sewage  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  composed  solely  of  human 
excrements  diluted  with  water,  but  as  water  polluted  with  a  vast 
variety  of  matters,  some  in  solution  and  some  held  in  suspension. 

The  old  fashioned  privy  vault  and  cesspool  cannot  be  too 
highly  condemned,  since  they  retain  the  solid  matters  upon  the 
premises  and  thus  become  centres  of  pollution  and  infection. 
The  liquid  portions  escaping  pollute  the  soil  and  neigjhboring 
wells;  tne  noxious  exhalations  arising  from  their  putrifying  con- 
tents contaminate  the  air.  As  an  instance  of  soil  pollution  we 
read,  that  the  escape  of  a  barrel  of  petroleum  or  benzine,  which 


had  been  buried  in  an  orchard,  a  circuit  of  wells  sixty  feet  below 
and  seven  hundred  and  fifty  or  nine  hundred  feet  distant,  became 
so  affected  that  the  tenants  of  fifteen  houses,  containing  eighty- 
two  inhabitants,  were  for  ten  days  unable  to  use  the  water  for 
drinking  puqjoses.  The  cattle  refused  to  drink  at  the  spring 
where  they  were  accustomed  to.  Had  this  been  sewage  instead 
of  petroleum,  who  can  doubt  that  the  result  might  have  been 
wholesale  water- poisoning  and  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  &r 
reaching  in  its  dissemination  as  from  a  common  centre. 

This  leads  us  to  consider  the  water  supply  in  our  State,  which 
is  almost  universally  from  wells  already  so  polluted  by  the  foul 
saturations  of  the  soil  as  to  be  absolutely  unfit  for  use  in  the  older 
towns,  and  on  many  farms  old  wells  in  proximity  to  cattle  pounds, 
.  pig-stys  and  privies,  which  serve  to  drain  such  cesspools  and  con- 
taminate the  drinking  supply  of  water,  and  has,  in  a  number  of 
instances  within  our  own  personal  knowledge,  resulted  in  a  terri- 
ble retribution  by  the  defiance  of  natural  laws.  History  records 
the  repeated  devastation  of  Europe  by  epidemics  from  this  cause. 
The  "Great  Mortality,"  or  "Black  Death,"  which  prevailed 
from  A.  D.  1347  to  1350,  originating  in  the  far  East,  approached 
through  Asia  Minor  and  Egypt,  and  ravaged  in  succession  the 
various  countries  in  Europe.  It  is  recorded  by  Hecker  that  in 
the  fourteenth  century  Europe  lost  by  death,  during  the  preva- 
lence of  the  epidemic,  25,000,000,  or  one-quarter  of  its  popula- 
tion. Few  persons  know  that  an  individual  of  150  pounds  weight 
consumes  on  the  average  2,000  pounds  of  water  annuallv.  How 
important  then  is  it  that  this  water  should  be  pure  and  wnolesome 
and  fit  for  the  complex  duties  it  must  perform  in  its  relation  to 
digestion,  assimilation  and  nutrition. 

Let  the  important  matter  of  public  comfort  and  health  meet 
with  greater  favor  and  concern  as  is  becoming  its  due,  and  there- 
by prevent  sickness,  death  and  premature  olcf  age  and  decay.  If 
people  were  as  careful  in  avoidmg  the  habits  and  sources  which 
produce  disease  as  they  are  persistent  in  seeking  cures  for  their 
ailments,  the  number  of  invalids  in  the  world  would  be  materially 
reduced. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  circumstances  of  average 
individual  longevity  in  any  town  or  dbtrict  of  the  State  b  not 
dependent  on  the  relative  healthfulness  of  the  location.  The  sur- 
roundings must  be  salubrious  to  promote  length  of  life,  but  the 
character  of  the  habitations,  the  methods  of  home-living,  dietic 
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and  otherwise,  the  public  habits  and  customs,  the  average  intelli- 
gence, industry  and  morality  of  the  people,  are  potent  feictors  of 
the  length  or  orevity  of  life. 

The  duration  of  life  in  England,  as  shown  by  their  published 
statistics,  is  on  the  increase.  Men's  lives  are  prolonged  two,  and 
women's  three  and  one-third  years  beyond  the  limit  of  thirty-five 
years  ago.  The  change  is  ascribed  to  various  causes,  prominent 
among  which  are  the  influence  of  the  Public  Health  act,  the  pro- 
gress of  the  temperance  movement,  and  the  diminished  virulence 
of  epidemics.  The  mortality  of  the  globe,  as  given  by  a  conti- 
nental journal,  which  has  made  the  computation,  is  as  follows  : 
Per  minute,  67  ;  per  diem,  97,790 ;  and  per  annum,  35,639,835  ; 
whereas  the  births  are  36,792,090  per  annum,  100,000  per  diem, 
and  70  per  minute. 

How  best  to  dispose  of  the  excretions  and  refuse  necessarily 
accompanying  the  aggregation  of  human  beings  into  families  and 
communities  of  fixed  location,  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant and  intricate  problems  of  sanitary  science  that  we  now 
nave  to  confront,  and  is  commandinjg^  the  attention  of  sanitarians 
in  all  civilized  countries.  The  fact  is  an  established  one  that  the 
contamination  of  the  soil  and  water  by  excretory  and  refuse 
matter  are  capable  not  only  of  disseminating  fatal  diseases,  but 
also  of  engendering  them,  and  the  problem  how  best  to  avert  this 
casualty  is  one  we  have  to  encounter.  That  such  contamination 
has  commenced  and  is  progressing  with  increased  vigor  wherever 
the  excretions  and  refuse  are  deposited  in  cesspools,  sunk  in  the 
soil  or  turned  through  sewers  into  the  neighboring  brooks  or 
water  courses,  is  demonstrable.  This  subject  is  of  first  importance 
not  only  to  the  denizens  of  cities  congregated  in  lar^e  masses, 
who  are  seemingly  compelled  to  drink  the  water  poisoned  by 
their  own  sewage  and  that  of  the  manufacturing  centres  above 
them  living  higher  up  the  stream,  but  the  isolated  farm  houses 
resting  upon  soil  saturated  with  the  drippings  of  the  barnyard, 
the  kitchen,  cesspools  and  pig-pens,  and  in  which  typhoid  fever, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  kindred  zymotic  diseases  are  yearly 
seen. 

Dr.  Bardwell,  of  Illinois,  has  furnished  us  with  examples  as  to 
how,  **  without  outside  help,*'  such  diseases  may  be  engendered 
by  the  kitchen  refuse,  by  sta^ant  pools,  containing  decaying 
vegetable  and  animal  matter,  within  a  few  feet  of  the  doors. 
Ill 


By  these  means  disease  is  produced  by  disregard  of  the  laws 
of  hygiene,  their  spread  afterwards  begets  another  question,  and 
"one  with  which"  (quoting  from  the  same  source)  "we  have  at 
the  present  time  no  concern  more  than  to  venture  the  remark, 
that  the  innocent  inevitably  suffer  with  the  guilty ;  the  persons 
whose  doors  are  kept  clean  suffer  the  penalty  of  allowing  their 
neig;hbors  to  live  in  ignorance  of  plain  sanitary  laws.  If  improper 
sanitation  is  the  primordial  factor  in  the  evolution  of  these  dis- 
orders, then  it  is  not  so  important  to  ascertain  in  just  what  form 
and  by  what  means  disease  is  disseminated,  as  it  is  to  strike  at 
the  root  of  the  evil,  to  annihilate  the  first  cause,  without  which 
there  can  be  no  elements  of  disease  to  be  carried  about  by  the 
air  by  innocent  micro-organisms,  or  by  distinct  varieties  of  minute 
life  created  for  this  special  purpose.  Some  doubtless  can  be 
taught  the  danger  of  unsanitary  surroundings,  but  many  more 
willlearn  only  when  compelled  to  do  so. 

The  physician  can  instruct  to  a  certain  extent,  but  his  advice 
would  have  much  more  weight  if  it  was  known  diat  compulsion 
m^ht  follow  its  disregard.  When  every  town  has  a  health  offi- 
cer, properly  qualified  and  not  afraid  to  do  his  duw,  then  will 
most  diseases  be  lessened  in  severity  and  in  all  probability  will 
disappear  altogether. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  we  not  only  breathe  disease,  but 


the  smalt  communities  that  it  has  attacked.  The  question  of 
national  control  of  quarantine  is  one  of  paramount  importance, 
and  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  such  quarantine  measures 
should  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  National  Government, 
and  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  formulated  by  a  national 
org]anization,  and  their  execution  intrusted  to  officers  clothed  with 
national  authority. 

The  subject  matter  embraced  in  our  report  concerns  not  only 
the  body  politic,  but  every  individual  man,  woman  and  child  in 
our  State,  and  we  believe  that  nothine  within  the  purview  of  our 
Legislature  warrants,  indeed  demands,  their  more  earnest  con- 
sideration and  attention  ;  and  permit  us  to  hope  the  matter  will 
receive  that  conclusion  which  determines  for  the  weal  or  woe  of 
all  alike.  The  subject  of  drainage  alone  is  one  of  vast  importance 
to  us  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  to  say  nothing  of  the  preven- 
tion of  diseases  which  are  due  to  causes  wholly,  or  nearly  so, 
preventable,  and  if  preventable,  then  we  are  culpable — as  our 
own  and  our  "brother's  keeper" — if  the  means  to  secure  that 
much  to  be  desired  end  is  not  adopted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Delaware  Stale  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  law  instituting  this 
Board,  we  have  met  to-day.  And  it  would  be  well  for  us  to 
review  some  of  the  objects  referred  to  the  Board  in  the  law,  for 
the  double  purpose  of  considering  how  lar  we  have  been  able  to 
comply  witn  the  conditions  of  our  appointment,  as  well  as  to 
inquu-e  in  what  respect  the  enacting  law  is  defective,  if  at  all. 

The  purposes  of  the  Board  are  to  encourage  the  establishment 
of  local  boards  of  health;  to  make  inquiries  in  respect  to  the 
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causes  of  diseases,  especially  of  epidemics,  and  investigate  the 

sources  of  mortality  and  the  effects  of  localities,  employment,  and 

other  conditions  upon  public  health;  and  this  together  with  such 

other  information  as  may  be  obtained  regarding  the  various  pub-  , 

lie  institutions  of  the  State.    In  addition  to  this  we  are  authorized 

and  directed  to  superintend  the  workings  of  the  registration  of 

births,  marriages  and  deaths  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State.  • 

In  accordance  with  this  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  has  sent 

copies  of  the  law  providing  for  the  organization  of  local  boards 

of  health  through  the  State — has  conferred  with  the  Recorders 

of  the  several  counties  in  regard  to  registration ;  has  sent  copies 

of  the  registration  law  to  every  physician  in  the  State;  has  made 

a  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  in  1881  and  1883,  in  which 

were  presented  some  researches  on  malaria;  a  paper  on  Infant 

Feeding;   another  on  Vaccination;  valuable  remarks  upon  the 

subject  of  Drainage,  and  upon  the  importance  of  public  attention 

to  the  health  of  the  community. 

To  supplement  the  efforts  of  the  Secretary,  I  have  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  Recorders  of  each  of  the  lower  counties,  inquiring  > 

as  to  the  registration  of  the  names  of  physicians,  clergymen,  &c., 
in  their  offices,  as  required  by  the  statute  ;^nd  as  to  tiie  efficiency 
of  the  reports  directed  by  the  Registration  Act. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary  again  circulate  among  the 
physicians  of  the  State  the  law  regarding  registration,  andalso 
to  the  various  towns  of  the  State,  the  law  relating  to  the  forma- 
tion of  local  boards  of  health  and  the  reports  of  the  board; 
urging  upon  the  physicians  the  careful  reporting  of  their  cases, 
and  upon  the  commissioners  and  councils  of  the  towns  and  cities 
of  the  State  the  formation  of  boards  of  health  and  to  forward  a 
report  of  their  proceedings,  how  constituted,  and  the  names  of 
members.  I  think,  also,  that  in  the  latter  case  a  series  of  ques- 
tions might  be  proposed  on  a  form  suitable  for  reply,  making  the 
inquiry  whether  a  board  of  health  had  been  organized;  how  often 
they  met;  what  is  the  general  character  of  their  proceedings; 
what  is  the  situation  of  the  town,  the  care  in  regard  to  the  clean- 
liness of  streets;  are  the  cellars  ary;  any  ponds,  and  of  what  de- 
scription, or  swamps  in  neighborhood;  any  drainage  going  on; 
how  supplied  by  water;  whether  the  privies  and  drinkine  wells 
are  near  together,  and  how  near;  whetner  cared  for;  whether  the 
water  is  hard  or  soft ;  how  deep  the  drinking  wells ;  whether  the 
board  has  put  forth  any  effort  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  or 
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the  improvement  of  the  general  healthfiilness  of  the  place,  at  the 
same  time  stating  that  these  inquiries  are  not  from  curiosity,  but 
such  as  the  Board  is  not  only  authorized  but  instructed  to  make, 
in  order  that  a  report  may  be  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
through  the  Governor,  to  the  Legislature,  of  the  hygienic  condi- 
tion oT  the  whole  State. 

In  addition,  I  would  si^gest  that  the  Secretary  have  circulars 
printed  relating  to  contagious  diseases,  mode  of  preventing;  com- 
munication and  disinfection;  that  thej^  be  printed  on  good  paper 
with  fair  type  and  somewhat  attractive  form,  and  that  they  be 
sent  to  all  the  physicians,  especially  in  the  country  places,  that 
is,  outside  of  the  cities,  and  to  the  commissioners  of  the  towns 
throughout  the  State,  with  the  request  that  they  would  have 
them  circulated  through  their  towns  and  neighborhoods. 

I  would  surest,  also,  that  in  making  out  the  statistics  for  the 
next  Legislature  the  Secretary  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  deaths 
by  months  ;  proportion  of  males  to  females ;  deaths  by  ages  ; 
color  of  decedents ;  proportion  of  different  diseases ;  from  all 
diseases ;  proportion  of  births  to  deaths ;  births  of  males  to  fe- 
males ;  births  in  counties — a  proportion  in  each  to  population  ; 
color  of  births;  nativity  of  parents;  births  by  nativities;  marriages 
— ^nation  ;  how  many ;  by  counties.

ment.

The  revenue  to  the  State  from  companies  and  agents,  as  I  am 
advised  by  the  Qerks  of  the  Peace  of  the  several  coundCs,  and 
the  State  Treasurer,  was  : 

For  the  year  1883 $  5,098.83 

For  the  year  1884 5,174.63 

Making  the  total  gross  revenue  to  the  State  for  the 
years  1883  and  1884 .  $10,273.46 

During  the  year  1883  the  Commissioner  became  greatly  an- 
noyed by  the  tardiness  of  agents  in  furnishing  duplicate  receipts 
for  license  and  premium  tax,  as  required  by  the  insurance  act, 
and  other  irregularities,  which  hindered  the  intelligent  discharge 
of  the  business  of  the  office. 

Believing  that  many  of  these  irregularities  arose  from  a  lack  of 
information  respecting  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  the 
insurance  law,  it  was  deemed  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  remedy- 
ing the  evil,  to  publish  in  several  newspapers  of  the  State  those 
sections  of  the  law  which  clearly  defined  their  duties  to  the  de- 
partment, which  duties  have  since  been  more  promptly  performed. 

During  the  year  1883,  the  companies  incorporated  by  this  State 
collected  premiums  in  the  State  amounting  to  $79,952.74,  and 
paid  for  losses  $23,020.03 ;  and  the  companies  of  other  States 
and  countries,  having  authority  to  transact  business  in  this  State, 
received  premiums  amounting  to  $i36,.|45. 17,  and  paid  for  losses 
$41,362.42,  thus  showing  the  total  premmm  receipts,  for  the  year, 
to  have  been  $216,397.91  ;  the  total  losses  paid,  $6^,382.44 ;  and 
an  average  ratio  of  losses  to  premiums  of  twenty-nine  and  seven- 
tenths  per  centum. 

As  a  considerable  number  of  companies  have  not,  at  this  date, 
transmitted  their  annual  statements  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1884,  a  like  statement  for  the  business  of  that  year  cannot 
now  be  laid  before  your  honorable  body. 

Of  the  joint  stock  companies,  Fire,  Life,  Guarantee  and  Cas- 
ualty, now  in  legal  existence  in  this  State,  nearly  all  possess  a 
surplus  of  assets  largely  in  excess  of  the  requirement  of^the  law  ; 
ana  the  mutual  companies,  both  Fire  and  Life,  which  have  been 
admitted,  or  which  exist  under  State  incorporation,  appear  to  be 
in  a  healthy  condition. 


In  nearly  all  the  States  of  the  Union  legislative  protection  has 
been  extended  to  legitimate  companies,  aided  by  the  supervision 
of  Insurance  Commissioners,  and  such  safeguards  have  been 
thrown  around  the  whole  machinery  of  insurance,  for  the  benefit 
alike  of  insurer  and  insured,  that  badly  managed  companies,  or 
those  of  questionable  integrity,  do  not  long  pass  unnoticed. 

Before  the  establishment  of  these  legal  safeguards,  when  com- 
panies were  not  required  to  make  any  exhibit  whatever  of  their 
condition,  even  to  the  insured,  those  desiring  to  place  insurance 
had  no  guide  as  to  the  safety  of  the  corporations  ;  but  there  is 
now  no  reason  why  ordinarily  well  informed  persons  should  &11 
into  the  hands  of  fraudulent  operators. 

The  insured  should,  however,  always  keep  feith  with  the  com- 
pany, and  ever  bear  in  mind  that  any  n^ligence  on  his  part,  or 
any  act  of  his  departing  from  the  strict  terms  of  the  contract  with 
the  insurers,  may  vitiate  the  policy. 

In  this  regard,  so  appropriate  is  the  language  employed  by  the 
Hon.  John  K.  Tarbox,  Insurance  Commissioner  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  in  his  last  report,  that  I  take  the  liberty  of  repro- 
ducing therefrom  the  following  paragraphs  : 

"Insurance  should  mean  indemnity  for  loss  from  misfortune, 
not  immunity  from  consequences  of  crime  or  reckless  &ult ;  and 
the  compact  to  indemnify  creates  on  the  part  of  the  insured  a 
moral  obligation  which  should  be  a  legal  one. 

"If  the  insured  williiilly  bums  his  property,  he  b  not  entitled 
morally  or  legally  to  recover  his  insurance.  Why  should  he  if  it 
bum  through  his  posidve  fault,  or  careless  omission  to  reasonably 
provide  for  its  safety  ?  Why  should  not  the  law  void  the  insur- 
ance when  the  loss  is  due  to  the  owner's  negligent  act? 

' '  While  just  in  itself  it  would  also  consult  public  policy,  which 
desires  the  conservation  of  useful  wealth  ;  by  the  inducement  of 
self-interest  it  would  offer  to  owners  to  exercise  a  greater  care  for 
the  safety  of  their  property,  than  though,  regardless  of  the  con- 
tract in  relation  to  it,  their  indemnity  was  sure  in  case  of  loss." 

And  I  cite  also  from  the  January  message  of  His  Excellency, 
the  Govemor  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  General  Assembly : 

"I  have  no  doubt  that  a  very  large  majority  of  the  fires  are 
due  to  negligence. 
112 
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**The  law  provides  punishment  for  the  incendiary,  whether  it 
be  his  own  or  another's  property  to  which  he  applies  the  torch. 

* '  It  also  provides  a  penalty  for  the  person  who  injures  another, 
either  in  his  person  or  property,  even  though  it  be  not  intention- 
ally done. 

*'  The  law  should,  and  I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant,  when 
it  will  punish  the  man,  who,  through  negligence,  fails  to  take  the 
ordinary  precautions  for  prevention  of  fires.*' 

LIFE  INSURANCE 

has,  undoubtedly,  become  a  subject  of  importance.  In  this  era 
of  sharp  business  competition,  with  a  mania  among  the  people 
for  indulging  in  all  species  of  chance,  taking  risks  beyona  their 
ability,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  fortune  by  a  day's  operations, 
it  is  not  surprising  that  a  large  percentage  of  excitable  numanity 
goes  down  in  distress  and  financial  ruin. 

Therefore,  provision  for  some  protection  in  the  event  of  ^ure 
or  death  seems  to  be  wise ;  and  m  no  way  can  this  provision  be 
so  effectually  and  economically  secured  as  through  life  insurance. 

Those  desiring  to  effect  insurance  should,  however,  be  careful 
to  contract  with  such  companies  only  as  are  organized  upon  a 
proper  basis  of  business  intelligence  and  integnty,  and  which 
have  due  regard  for  standard  tables  of  mortality,  which  have 
been  arranged  by  experienced  actuaries. 

COOPERATIVE  OR  ASSESSMENT  ASSOCIATIONS 

have  found  entrance  into  almost  every  State,  in  some  being  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner,  while  in  others  they 
are  under  no  restriction  whatever. 

In  this  State  they  are  required  to  make  reports  annually  to  the 
Department;  but  the  Commissioner  &ils  to  discover  as  much 
benefit  to  the  insured  as  might  be  expected  from  such  reports, 
since  the  statute  provides  that  such  associations  ''shall  not  be 
required  to  maintain  a  cash  reserve." 

Their  assessments  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  policy  are 
not  made  until  after  the  death  of  the  insured,  when  all  the  asso- 
ciation can  do  is  to  Uu^  the  assessment,  the  response  to  which 
seems,  practically,  to  cfepend  upon  the  volition  of  the  members ; 
no  resort  to  the  law  seeming,  m  practice,  to  be  made  effective. 


either  for  the  collection  of  the  assessment  from  the  members,  or 
of  the  face  of  the  polic]'  from  the  association. 

Although  some  among  them  may  prove  reliable,  such  asso- 
ciations are  generally  without  sufficient  basis,  since  there  is  no 
capital,  and  usually,  neither  a  reserve  fund  nor  anything  of  a  re- 
liable character  in  the  nature  of  premium  notes. 

The  Hon.  J.  M.  Forster,  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, which  State,  1  believe,  is  the  birth-place  of  associations 
of  this  character  in  this  country,  in  his  report  of  the  business  of 
the  year  1882,  states  that  the  number  of  cooperative  or  assess- 
ment companies  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  that  State  to  that 
date,  was  236,  and,  "of  this  number  171  have  been  dissolved  by 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Dauphin  County,  7  have  vol- 
untarily discontinued  business,  21  have  failed  to  report,  having 
probably  abandoned  their  organizations,  and  37  have  reported  to 
this  department."  Mr.  Forster,  for  the  year  1883,  adds:  "The 
number  of  assessment  life  companies,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  and  reporting  to  this  department,  has  diminished 
from  37  in  1882,  to  34  in  1883." 

It  is  due  to  the  cooperative  associations  which  have  been  ad- 
mitted into  this  State  to  say,  that  the  Commissioner  believes 
them  to  be  as  well  managed  as  any  others  of  their  class,  and  that 
their  officers,  so  far  as  he  is  informed,  are  men  of  integrity. 

SURREPTITIOUS    INSURANCE 

is  no  doubt  practiced,  to  some  extent,  in  all  the  States.  Such 
unauthorized  or  undei^ound  insurance,  by  which  is  meant  in- 
surance without  the  sanction  of  law  or  authority  of  the  Insurance 
Commissioner,  has  been  invariably  decided,  whenever  the  ques- 
tion has  been  brought  to  issue,  by  Courts,  both  State  and  Fed- 
eral, to  be  utterly  worthless,  and  such  contracts,  of  course,  have 
no  binding  or  l^^l  force  whatever ;  and  I  consider  it  my  official 
duty  to  caution  insurers  to  inform  themselves  whether,  when  they 
take  policies,  they  are  securing  them  from  companies  having  a 
legal  right  to  issue  policies  in  the  State — that  is,  which  have,  and 
whose  agents  also,  have  been  legally  authorized  by  the  Insurance 
Commissioner  to  transact  business  m  Delaware.
